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local community her various 
creations in Russian lace, a 
unique, rare art form not of- 
ten seen in this country. 

Galina, a native of Mos- 
cow, Russia, is staying with 
her sister Natasha — also a 
master of the art form — and 
her nephew Dmitry Kubin, 
both residents of Oakland. 
This weekend local residents 
will have the opportunity 
to meet her and learn about 
this special talent during an 
art exhibition sponsored by 
Force Field Designs LLC, in 
cooperation with Oakland 
City Hall. The exhibition will 
be held in Garrett College's 
Outreach Center (the former 
National Guard Armory), 
along Eighth Street in Oak- 
land, this weekend, August 
17-19 (halls 14 and 16) from 
noon to 5 p.m. each day. 

The intricate craftsman- 
ship of Russian lace was once 
part of a tradition passed 
down from generation to gen- 
eration. But, unfortunately, 
according to Galina, it is fast 
becoming lost in today's mod- 
ern world that often values 
technology more than hand- 
made works of art. 

As a family tradition, this 
began with Galina's mother 
Inna, who as a child had to 
evacuate her homeland at the 
beginning of World War II. 
She fled to northeast Russia, 
where she learned the craft 
from a local master in the 
remote village where she lived 
until the war ended. Accord- 
ing to her grandson Dmitry, 
this knowledge helped Inna 
through the hard times of 
post-war Russia. 

Inna's daughters — Galina 
and Natasha — decided to 
learn this technique from 
their mother Consequently, 
they also became experts 
in the craft and committed 
themselves to continuing the 
traditio .. They eventually de- 
veloped their own modern in- 
terpretation of the traditional 
art form, which is known for 
being very individualized 
from master to master. 

The creation of Russian 
lace can be traced back to the 
lost and forgotten villages of 
remote, 13th-century Russia, 
according to Dmitry. 

"Interestingly enough, 
there was a period in Russian 
history when lace was used as 
a type of currency for interna- 
tional trade.” he said. "There 
were several schools of lace in 
such towns as Vologodskoe, 
Eletskoe, Mihatlovskoe, and 
Vyatskoe, to mention a few. 
DUL, the must Hulewur ay idee 
belonged to the masters.” 

He said that every village 
and master had its own style 
and specialty. During the 
17th century, Peter the Great 
brought Flemish masters of 
European lace to Russia, 
assimilated them with Rus- 
sian traditional schools, and 


created new approaches to 
this art. 

“Every girl had to become 
skilled at lace, and Russian 
lace became world famous,” 
he said, adding that Russian 
schools remained noteworthy 
because the lace was used by 
masters not to decorate cloth- 
ing or other fabrics, but to 
< :come a product all by itself. 

"The idea of putting differ- 
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ent pieces of lace together to 
create a complete article of 
clothing was a revolutionary 
concept for the time," he said. 

Galina says she prefers 
to use the elements of Mi- 
hailovsky (color free form 
without "skolok," or using 
patterned schematics) and 
Volorodsky in her lace, while 
Natasha prefers to use three- 
dimensional crocheting tech- 


niques that she says give 
much more freedom to the 
artist. 

"The exchange of ideas 
and techniques between my 
mother and my aunt has de- 
veloped exquisite and unorth- 
dox results, moving the lace 
to a new level of complexity 
and expression,” said Dmitry.

Galina says she is dedi- 
cating this exhibition to the 
memory of her mother, Inna 
Ostrogorskaya, as some of 
Inna's works will also be on 
display. 

"I am sad that the tradi- 
tion and knowledge of this 
beautiful expression of art has 
become scarce,” said Galina. 
"This is why I enjoy teaching 
it and passing it on to the 
next generations. It keeps me 
connected to this very old 
and sacred tradition, while 
it allows me to bring beauty 
to the current world around 
me."

Opinions On Fracking in Maryland Deep Creek Lake Zoning Appeals 
Shared At Program And Hearing Bd. Upholds" Mini Marina" Permit 


Two programs at Garrett 
College this week provided 
residents an opportunity to 
hear a diverse range of opin- 
ion — from local citizens, as 
well as from people who have 
witnessed shale gas develop- 
ment in adjoining states — as 
Marylanders continue to 
weigh in on whethér the 
controversial process should 
occur here 

Immediately before the 
Monday meeting of a special 
governor's “fracking” com- 
mission, entering its second 
year of hearings around the 
state, an hour-long program 
focused on impacts already 
being felt in West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania. Then the 

ommission devoted nearly 
its entire three-hour session 
to public comments. 

A consistent theme heard 
was that laws were needed 
to strengthen the governor's 
order that has delayed permit- 
ting of fracking in the state, 
and a state delegate who sits 
on the commission said after 

* the meeting she would intro- 
duce such a bill in the 2013 
legislative session 

A tabulation kept by one 
observer recorded that 49 
people spoke for roughly 
three minutes each — 37 
voiced concerns about the 
safety or benefits of drilling 
while favoring everything 
from a law mandating a mor- 
atonuni)to the "go-slow" ap- 
proach that the commission 
is pursuing, and-12 spoke in 
favor of drilling. 

Several in attendance 
noted that this spread was 
sconsistent with statewide 
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polling last spring, showing 
Marylanders across the state 
favor a cautious, thorough ap- 
proach to developing a strong 
regulatory program, should 
drilling be allowed 

Gov Martin O'Malley last 
summer signed an executive 
order to create the study 
commission, while insisting 
that no fracking would be al- 
lowed until the commission 
completes a set of reports by 
August 2014.

Bids Awarded For 
Asbestos Removal, 
School Demolition 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners awarded two bids 
on Tuesday afternoon pertain- 
ing to the former Bloomington 
Elementary School. 

R.L. Abatement Inc. of 
Hopewell, Pa., won its bid 
price of $28,000 to remove 
asbestos from the facility. The 
company has 29 calendar days 
to complete the job. Purchas- 
ing agent Brian Bowers said 
the total square footage of the 
project is 12,500. 

"That equates to about 
$2.24 per square foot, which 
is substantially less than the 
Original estimate of $5," he 
noted. 

The county received seven 
bids tor the project. R.L. 
Abatement's was the lowest. 
The highest bidder was UK 
Construction and Manage- 
ment LLC at $213,000. 

The commissioners also 
awarded a bid to Carl Belt Inc. 
of Cumberland to demolish 
the former school and dispose 
of the materials. The company 
has 30 calendar days to com- 
plete that project 

The county received 11 
bids. Carl Belt's bid of $47,800 
was the lowest. Barco Enter- 
prises Inc. had the highest 
quote at $190,200. Bowers 
noted that Carl Belt will re- 
cycle about 70 percent of the 
building materials, mainly 
the brick. 

The total cost of the abate- 
ment and demolition projects 
is $75,800. Bowers said the 
county had allocated a total of 
$200,000 in its fiscal year 2013 
budget for the two projects 
The total price, therefore, was 
$124,200 less than expected 

Commission chair Jim 
Raley noted that an agree- 
ment between the county and 
Bloomington Volunteer Fire 
Department has been signed 
The department will be tak- 
ing over the former school 
property.

"Residential fire sprinklers 
save lives,” he said. 

He noted the first county in 
the state and nation to man- 
date fire suppression systems 
in homes was Prince George's. 
The requirement was phased 
in for various types of dwell- 
ings over a five-year period, 
from 1987 to 1992. More than 
half of Maryland's counties 
now require sprinklers, pro- 
tecting thousands of residents 
and firefighters, Rodeheaver 
indicated. 

He said time is the enenty 
of anyone in a home that is 
on fire. Timely application of 
water is the critical difference 
between a fire that is quickly 
controlled and one that de- 
stroys a home and family, he 
said. Rodeheaver noted the 
average response time of fire 
companies to a call is nine or 
more minutes and that a fire 
typically doubles in size every 
30 seconds, even in the best of 
circumstances. 

"Fire sprinklers are like 
having a firefighter in your 
home at all times," Rode- 
heaver added. 

Without the sprinklers, he 
indicated, a fire may quadru- 
ple in size before firefighters 
can get to the scene, resulting 
in significant property damage 
and, perhaps, injuries and 
deaths. ‘ 

"I understand and apt 
preciate everything that Mg 
Rodeheaver just stated,” said 
Karen Myers, representin& 
Mountaineer Log and Si 
ing Company. "We are all 
about safety, but we are about 
survival as well, in terms of 
economically." ' 

She said those asking for 
the opt-out recognize that 
sprinklers are coming in three

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This Could Backfire... 


It was not that long ago that builders in Garrett 
County could construct houses with almost no state 
regulations in place for them to follow. Thus there 
were a number of examples of shoddy, unsafe houses 
erected by incompetent and/or unscrupulous builders. 

That all changed in 1997 with the state-mandated 
adoption of a county building ordinance, which ob- 
viously led to great improvement in the overall qual- 
ity and safety of new houses. Additional regulations, 
such as the federally mandated energy code, have been 
added in recent years, and among the latest require- 
ments in many states is that of a sprinkler system in 
all new one- and two-family private dwellings. While 
the sprinkler systems are also now mandated by the 
state of Maryland, the Garrett County commission- 
ers have an opportunity to opt out — or delay - that 
requirement until 2015 if they act to do so before Oct. 


1 of this year. 


No one can argue that most of these regulations 
are designed to keep people safer. No one can argue 
with the state fire marshal's statement that absolutely 
there have been lives saved from fire entirely because 
of the presence of a sprinkler system. However, one 
can certainly argue that, in an effort to keep people 
safer, the product itself is becoming unaffordable for 
the majority of the population. 

Installing a sprinkler system will add a minimum of 
$6,500 in construction costs — that for a basic, no-frills 
system for a very small house — all the way up to an 
additional $20,000 or more for larger homes, particu- 
larly for those that don't happen to have public water 


systems available. 


The various code requirements in place before this 
one had already added significantly to the cost of 
building a house. Now we must add thousands more 
for a sprinkler system, and one can't help but wonder, 
what wil! they think of next? This is beginning to look 
like a clear case of overregulation by government, and 
it could well backfire, ending up actually costing lives 
- or at least property - at some point. 

Any firefighter will testify that trailer fires are 
among the fastest burning, most dangerous structure 
fires there are. Trailers-burn quickly, they burn ex- 
tremely hot, they burn with lots of poisonous fumes 
because of the construction material, and because of 
their size, small windows, and often just one door 
through which to escape, many fatalities result from 


trailer fires. 


Interestingly, though, there is no mandate for sprin- 
kler systems in trailers. Could it be that because of 
, limited affordability, more and more families will have 
to settle for residing in trailers? Will more and more 
families have to move into the pre-ordinance, shoddy, 
unsafe houses, and thus be at greater risk? 

As for property damage, the risk of a sprinkler sys- 
tem activating through malfunction is always present, 
the result of which can be tens of thousands of dollars 
in property damages, particularly if a family is not 


home when it activates. 


It may be possible for the government to come up 
with enough regulations; ordinances, and codes for 
the creation of a practically fool-proof, ultra-energy 
efficient, 99.99%-safe house.

Bd. Upholds 
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under a new Deep Creek 
Watershed Zoning Ordinance 
amendment. 

Meagher recently submit- 
ted a proposal to the Planning 
Commission and county 
commissioners to add a new 
category of use in the ordi- 
nance that would allow "boat 
rentals, including boat rides 
and boat tours, as a separate 
business and not offering any 
Other services associated with 
a marina.” 

The Planning Commission 
approved the amendment and 
passed its recommendation on 
to the commissioners, who 
held a public hearing on the 
issue on May 31. 

The commissioners’ notice 
announcing the hearing ran 
in The Republican on May 
17. Information about the 
category contained the fol- 
lowing sentence from the 
ordinance's Table of Dimen- 
sional Requirements: “The 
use would require a minimum 
land area of 10,000 square 
feet in any districts where it is 
permitted." Onesectionofithe 
ordinance states that a mini- 
mum of 10,000 square feet is 
required for the "sale or rental 
of recreational vehicles." 

The commissioners voted 
on the amendment on June 
5. Commissioners Bob Gatto 
and Gregan Crawford ap- 
proved the proposal. Commis- 
sioner Jim Raley voted against 
it, citing reservations about 
“unanswered uncertainties,” 
including the lack of support 
services. 

The new category has an- 
gered many long-time Deep 
Creek Lake marina owners, in 
part, because of safety issues, 
the lax service requirement, 
and devaluation of their 
businesses. Three companies 
— Phil St. Moritz Properties, 
Bill's Marine Service, and Sil- 
ver Tree Marine — submitted 
an "interpretive appeal" tothe 
zoning appeals board about 
the rental permit. 

The group has also filed 
an appeal in Garrett County 
Circuit Court to determine 
whether or not the commis- 
sioners acted properly under 
the zoning ordinance and 
Maryland law in approving 
the amendment. The case 
is scheduled for Dec. 10 at 
9:30 a.m. 

The court petition, in part, 
States that the petitioners “will 
continue to sufter additional 
damages to a higher degree 
than other property owners 
in the general area as a result 
of the use of Meagher's prop- 
erty... and the additional 
boat traffic safety issues and 
parking problems generated 


thereby.” 

At the zoning appeals 
board hearing, the petition- 
ers' lawyer, Robert Alderson 
of Skidmore, Alderson & 
Duncan, said the amend- 
ment was "rushed through" 
and questioned its legality, in 
particular, the commissioners’ 
notice. Alderson contended 
the commissioners approved 
the amendment based on 
10,000 square feet, plus the 
public was led to believe the 
issue involved that footage. 

He noted the permit that 
was granted on June | 1 ref- 
erenced a different footage re- 
quirement from the ordinance 
that refers to a shoppingcenter 
and a minimum allowance of 
6,000 square feet per dwell- 
ing unit. Alderson indicated 
the permitting process was 
the first time the 6,000 figure 
came up. 

He and Director John 
Nelson, Planning and Land 
Development, debated the 
fine points of the complicated 
Issue. 

According to the ordi- 
nance, the minimum lot size 
for retail and service busi- 
nesses located in a shopping 
center is 6,000 square feet per 
usage. Meagher's Lakeside 
Commercial Properties site 
is .9 acre/39,204 square feet, 
according to Nelson. The 
6,000 figure was established 
in 1993 to allow for greater 
density in shopping centers 
with shared spaces and ameni- 
ties, he noted. 

The director added that 
Meagher’s lot falls under the 
shopping center provisions 
because it was grandfathered 
in. To prove his point, he 
presented several deeds, some 
dating back to the 1930s. The 
site, therefore, is permitted 
to have six separate uses/ 
services (39,204 divided by 
6,000), Nelson said. 

He added that the amend- 
ment resolution that the 
commissioners signed on 
June 5 established boat rent- 
als as a “separate service,” 
and, thus qualifies that type 
of use in the shopping center 
regulations. The amendment 
also established a minimum 
square-foot requirement for 
the new category. 

Nelson noted the 6,000 
figure did not require an 
amendment. In addition, 
the 10,000 foot requirement 
would apply toany boat rental 
Operation that is not part of a 
shopping plaza. 

No one at the hearing 
spoke in favor of the permit. 
Meagher attended the event, 
but did not testify. 

Following nearly two hours 
of testimony, which included 
statements from marina rep- 
resentatives, zoning appeals 
board members Bob Brown- 
ing, Bill Ingram, Steve Gnegy, 
and Bruce Swift discussed 
whether or not a mistake was 
made in the public notice 
and if they should uphold 
DeVore's decision to grant a 
permit. 

Swift voiced concerns 
about the square-footage is- 
sue. He said it bothered him 
a “little bit" that an interpre- 
tation was made based on 
10,000 square feet and now the 
6,000 figure is being used. He 
said he was afraid a mistake 
had been made, but added 
that it probably would not 
have affected the amendment 
outcome. 

He and the other members 
debated the "mistake" issue for 
about five minutes. Brown- 
ing indicated that even if a 
mistake was made, it was not 
enough of one to deny the 
permit. He also noted that 
the Meagher lot was grandfa- 
thered in. Gnegy and Ingram 
expressed similar view points. 

Swift madea motionto not 
uphold the permit. It died for 
lack of a second. 


Ingram made a motion to 
support the zoning admin- 
istrator's decision to grant a 
boat rental permit to Meagher. 
Gnegy seconded it. Ingram, 
Gnegy, and Browning voted 
in favor of the decision.

George's in that it does not 
have the infrastructure to sup- 
port sprinkler systems. As a 
result, the cost to install them 
here can be quite expensive. 

“These days, from the 
builders’ standpoint, we're 
struggling to getcommitments 
from prospective buyers to go 
ahead and build their homes,” 
Myers said. "In order to 
survive and keep our crews 
working, we are forgoing any 
profit at all." 

She indicated the sprinkler 
requirement was just one 
more obstacle in the way of 
local contractors. Myers said 
an implementation of the 
requirement now would slow 
building even further. 

Hopefully, she said, the 
economy will improve by 2015 
and sustain new homeowners’ 
ability to pay for sprinklers. 

Myers noted that a system 
can cost more than $20,000 to 
install in Garrett County. On 
the low end of the spectrum, 
a system may be as low as 
$6,500 for a 2,000 square-foot 
home, accordingpermits chief 
Jim Torrington 

"Like Karen said, it’s all 
about the cost," said Rob Hei- 
lig, representing the Garrett 
County Electrical Mechanical 
Association. 

He indicated that new 
energy code requirements 
alone will cost contractors 
and homeowners thousands 
of additional dollars. 

"I'm not saying that sprin- 
klers are good or bad,” Heilig 
said. "I'm just saying, right 
now, if we are going to 
continue to work in Garrett 
County, we need totry tokeep 
the costs down so we can be 
competitive in the market." 

He indicated that all the 
new codes could make start- 
up homes for young families 
nonexistent. 

Torrington noted earlier 
in the hearing that the state 
mandates that the county 
adopt new International 
Energy Conservation Code 
requirements 1n its ordinance. 
The standards include higher 
insulation standards for new 
homes, mandatory blower- 
door testing, increased stan- 
dards for hot-water tanks, and 
more efficient lighting. The 
requirements will become ef- 
fective as soon as the county 
updates/readopts its building 
ordinance. 

Representing the Garrett 
County Chamber of Com- 
merce, Nicole Christian said 
the board of directors voted 
torecommend thatthe county 
opt out of the sprinkler re- 
quirement. 

The Garrett County Board 
of Realtors also submitted a 
letter to the county's permits 
office requesting that the 
county opt out. 

Commission chair Jim 
Raley acknowledged that a 
sprinkler system is expensive. 

"It's probably the worst 
of the worst time that we're 
imposing further regulations 
on folks," he said. 

He added that he hoped the 
county could encourage or of- 
fer incentives to homeowners 
to install sprinklers. 

"I think we should do 
everything we can to bolster 
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industry and real estate indus- 
try," Commissioner Gregan 
Crawford said. "I'm glad tosee 
everybody come out today and 
show their support for housing 
affordability.” 

He said the commission- 


ers would like to come up 
with ways to stimulate home 
buildingand home ownership. 

"If you have any ideas, 
please forward them on to 
us," Crawford said. "The 2013 
legislative session is approach- 
ing, and we need to gather up 
packages of things to take to 
them (lawmakers).” 

The commissioners de- 
cided to leave the record open 
on adopting the county build 
ing ordinance and opt-out 
provision to allow builders 
and other residents time to 
comment on a lesser known 
issue: stairway geometry. 

Atleast seven local builders 
have requested that the county 
readopt a provision that allows 
a steeper stair geometry than 
the current one. Torrington ex- 
plained that when the county 
first adopted its building code 
in 1997, a state amendment 
allowed steeper stairs. 

"The county carried that 
through in its 2000, 2003, 
and 2006 building code ordi- 
nances,” Torrington said. 

In 2009, however, the state 
dropped the amendment and 
went with a less steep set of 
Stairs, he noted 

“The county went forward 
with that provision in its build 
ing code in 2009," he said. 

Torrington said seven 
builders have petitioned the 
commissioners, asking them 
to consider the steeper geom- 
etry in new homes in Garrett 
County. 

“We've looked at it,” the 
chief said about the issue. "1 
really don't have any qualms 
either way." 

With the downturn of 
the economy, home builder 
Jeff Gosnell explained at the 
hearing, people are construct- 
ing smaller homes by design, 
making it difficult to fit in 
stairwells under the current, 
less steep code. 

“When you have a 5,000) 
to 6,000 square foot house, 
moving something six inches 
or even a foot is not that big 
of an issue," he said 

But, he indicated, moving 
something even three inches 
in a 2,200 square foot house 
can be difficult. 

The commissioners will 
announce their decision about 
the buildin ordinance at their 
public session on Tuesday, 
Sept. 4.

Continued trom Page A-5 
discipline reform effort will 
be the transition in local 
school systems from a pu- 
nitive discipline model to 
a rehabilitative discipline 
model. The focus, says Dr. 
Lowery, will help more stu- 
dents who misbehave to stay 
in school, but if out-of-school 
suspensions or expulsions are 
necessary, to provide at least 
minimum education services 
to those students to keep them 
sufficiently connected to the 
school so they may return to 
class on track with their peers. 

Proposed regulations that 
will guide this reform effort 
are scheduled to be published 
for comment on Oct. 5 in the 
Maryland Register. The public 
will have one month to com- 
ment, and the state board is 
likely to act on the final regu- 
lations in December. 

Safety in Athletics 

Fall athletics practice is 
already under way in some 
systems, including Garrett 
County's. There are new rules 
governing athletic participa- 
tion this fall, designed to curb 
concussions and other brain 
injuries, approved last month 
by the state board 

By August 31, each local 
school system is required to 
train each coach in concus- 
sion risk and management, 
including the criteria for re- 
moval and return to play and 
recognition of concussion 
symptoms. 

In addition, each school 
system must implement poli- 
cies that assure athletes and 
their parents or guardians 
receive information regard- 
ing the nature and risk of 
brain injuries. The emergency 
regulations require a medical 
assessment if a student ath- 
lete is suspected of sustaining 
a concussion or other brain 
injury. The athlete will not 
be allowed to return to the 
field of play until cleared by a 
licensed health care provider 
authorized to provide sports 
physical exaliis. 

The regulations are based 
on guidelines from the Mary- 
land Public Secondary School 
Athletic Association that are 
already in place. The new 
rules govern athletics for 180 
days, during which time the 


State board plans to work 
with healthcare and athletics 
experts to draft permanent 
regulations regarding brain 
injuries. Those regulations 
will go through the typical 
approval process, allowing for 
public comment before being 
made final

Maryland's Public Schools Begin 
Opening This Week; GC's Monday 


Maryland public schools 
began opening this week, as 
more than | million students 
prepare to start the 2012-2013 
school year. While schools 
in six counties opened this 
week, Garrett County stu- 
dents — and those in the rest 
of the state — will begin next 
Monday, Aug. 27. 

All Maryland school sys- 
tems will be in session before 
September for the second 
straight year. By the time all 
schools have opened their 
doors on Monday, more than 
850,000 K-12 students will 
fill classrooms and another 
250,000 children will be in- 
volved in some form of pre- 
K, Head Start, or licensed 
childcare program. 

Maryland's highly regard- 
ed public school system, 
ranked first in the nation for 
the fourth straight year by the 
leading education newspaper, 
is now under the direction 
of new state superintendent 
Lillian M. Lowery. The state's 
system is entering the third 
year of its $250 million Race 
to the Top program, which

«New Avenues to Connect 
with Maryland Public Schools 
The Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education has joined 
Twitter, adding another way 
for educators, parents, and 
others interested in Maryland 
public schools to get the latest 
news and information. 
Enrollment in Maryland 
public schuols lias been on a 
steady rise for the past three 
years. After reaching a high 
point of 869,113 students 
in 2004, enrollment fell to 
843,861 by 2009. Since then 
it has rebounded, reaching 
854,086 students last school 
year — the state's highest en- 
rollment level sirice 2007 
Maryland's student popu- 
lation also has experienced 
major changes over the past 
decade. Maryland has been 
a majority-minority state for 
several years. White students 
represent 42 percent of the 
student population, followed 
by African American stu- 
dents, who make up nearly 
35 percent of the student 
population. Both the White 
and African American stu- 


dent populations have been in 
decline in recent years 

Hispanic students repre- 
sent 12 percent of the student 
body, while Asian students 
account for nearly 6 percent. 
Both percentages are on the 
rise. Also increasing is the 
percentage of students iden- 
tifying themselves as two or 
more races. This accounts for 
nearly 4 percent of Maryland 
students. 

Also increasing in the 
state's schools is the per- 
centage of students coming 
from circumstances of pov- 
erty. Last year, 43 percent 
of Maryland students were 
eligible for free- or reduced- 
price meats, the federal proxy 
for poverty. That's nearly a 50 
percent increase in 10 years, 
as the percentage was 29.7 a 
decade ago. 


Racing to the Top 
Maryland's public school 
system continues to lead 
the nation's rankings for the

fourth straight year, but the 
state in 2010 received a $250 
million Race to the Top grant 
from the federal government 
to take its school improve- 
ment program to an even 
higher level. The result in- 
cluded the development of 
a new evaluation system 
for teachers and principals, 
introduction of higher stan- 
dards known as the Common 
Core, a vastly improved data 
system, and strategic help for 
struggling schools. 

The state has been de- 
veloping a data warehouse 
designed to provide improved 
student and school perfor- 
mance information to teach- 
ers and parents. A curriculum 
management system is also 
part of the new technology, 
providing support to educa- 
tors as they move to the new 
Common Core State Curricu- 
lum. It will be online this fall. 

Maryland's Breakthrough 
Center is already working 
with some of Maryland's 
lowest performing schools, 
providing targeted technical 
assistance to school and sys- 
tem leaders as they work to 
improve student achievement 
and school climate. 

During July, 77 execu- 
tive officers and principals 
from seven Maryland school 
systems participated in a 
two-day Academy for School 
Turnaround. The academy 
provided district and school 
leaders with practical turn- 
around strategies, supported 
by research. Two follow-up 
sessions will be held during 
the upcoming school year.

New Motor Scooter And Moped 
Laws Go Into Effect October 1 


Local law enforcement 
officers remind the owners 
and riders of motor scooters 
and mopeds that a new law 
taking effect in less than two 
months will make significant 
changes in the use of their 
chosen form of transporta- 
tion. 

New Maryland laws will 
take effect on Oct. | that re- 
quire all motor scooters and 
mopeds to be titled and in- 
sured, and all operators and 
Passengers must wear a hel- 
met and eye protection that 
meet safety standards set 
by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. These new 
requirements are in addi- 
tion to the existing law that 
requires all motor scooter 
and moped operators to pos- 
sess a valid driver's license 
or moped operator’s permit. 
The eye protection is not 
required if the vehicle is 
equipped with a windscreen. 

Motor scooters and mo- 
ped owners will be required 
to insure their vehicles. They 
must obtain at least the mm- 
imum vehicle liability insur- 
ance and must carry proof 
of the insurance with them 
whenever they are operating 


the vehicle. The vehicles are 
also required to be titled by 
the Motor Vehicle Adminis- 
tration. Owners will be able 
to obtain titling information 
through the MVA web site 
at www.mva.maryland gov 
beginning Oct. !. When the 
title is obtained, the vehicle 
owner will be provided with 
a decal that must be dis- 
played on the rear of the 
vehicle. 

Maryland law defines a 
motor scooter as a non-pedal 
vehicle that has a seat for the 
operator, two wheels, one of 
which is 10 or more inches; 
has a step through chassis; 
has a motor with a rating 
of 2.7 brake horsepower or 
less; or a 50 cc engine or 
less; and is equipped with 
an automatic transmission. 

A moped is defined as a 
bicycle that is designed to be 
operated by human power 
with assistance of a motor; 
is equipped with pedals that 
can drive that rear wheels; 
has two or three wheels, 
one of which is more than 
14 inches in diameter; has 
a motor with a rating of 1.5 
brake horsepower or less; 
and has a 50 cc engine or

and crystalline” creations of 

Brown, which are painted in 
“bold and ephemeral” style 
of Arnson. 

This exhibit, titled 
“Friends — Pots and Paint- 
ings,” is scheduled to run 
through September 28. Items 
in the exhibit are available for 
purchase. 

Over the past 20 years, 
Brown and Arnson have 
Participated individually in 
numerous art shows and ex- 
hibits in Garrett and Allegany 
counties, and beyond. This 
marks their first joint exhibit. 

According to Brown, he 
has been inspired to work 
with clay nearly his whole 
life. After high school, Brown 
explored the United States by 
hitchhiking to 49 of 50 states. 
He then pursued an academic 
degree in ceramics at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 

His apprenticeship experi- 
ence, which included living in 
a cold, drafty room attached 
to an old barn, taught him 
harsh realities about life as a 
working artist. He changed 
direction, earned a degree in 
electronic technology, and 
worked in that field for a 
decade. 

* Eventually, Brown left to 
travel in Central and South 
America and ultimately land- 
ed in Frostburg, where he 
soon returned to his artistic 
love - pottery. Brown became 
a professional potter in 1991. 


When working with stone- 
ware clay, Brown throws 
unique functional pots for 
everyday use. He has also 
perfected the challenging 
process of creating porcelain 
pots encased in jewel-like 
crystalline glazes. 

“Crystalline glazes are 


mesirierizing, ofte)) evoking 
an explosion of irides:ent 
petals, shinimering clouds of 
snowflakes, or colorful, icy 
‘Jack Frost’ patterns,” an orga- 
nizer of this event has stated. 

"When the technique 
is mastered, crystals form 
spontaneously in the molten 
glazes and grow as the pieces 
cool in the kiln.” 

In 1986, after a teaching 
career in the Montgomery 
County Public Schools, Arn- 
son and her husband Alan 
realized their dream of living 
full time at their "getaway" 
property in Bittinger. The fol- 
lowing year, they converted 
their rustic barn into the Loft 
Shop, a venue for local arti- 
sans to display and sell their 
handcrafted work. 


During a vacation to 
southern Mexico, an im 
promptu silk painting work- 
shop kindled Arnson's desire 
to learn more about water 
color design and techniques. 
Upon returning home, she 
took several watercolor paint- 
ing workshops, including a 
class with Garrett County 
artist Jim McNeil 

According to Arnson, Mc- 
Neil's sage advice was "ifi you 
want to become a painter, 
paint every day for five years.” 
Arnson followed that advice, 
and over the years, has ex- 
panded her artistic expres- 
sions to include monotypes 
and collages. 

In addition to being an 
award-winning artist, Arnson 
shares her artistic talents, 


and knowledge by teaching 
watercolor techniques to 
aspiring beginners and men- 
toring fellow artists. Arnson 
has also served on the Gar- 
rett County Arts Council 
(GCAC) board of directors 
for 15 years, including four 
years as its president. She 
played an instrumental role 
in establishing the Gallery 
Shop and continues to serve 
in a leadership role, guiding 
its exhibits and events in sup- 
port of local artists. 

Arnson also serves on the 
Garrett Lakes Arts Festival 
(GLAF) board of directors, 
and is an active member of

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Amphibian Count Slated At NGSP 


As part of an effort to 
save and protect amphibians 
and reptiles, volunteers are 
invited to help find and count 
these animals on Aug. 26 at 
New Germany State Park 
(NGSP). Participants will be 
contributing to the Maryland 
Amphibian and Reptile At- 
las monitoring and tracking 
project. 

"The Maryland Amphib- 
ian and Reptile Atlas is like a 
citizen science project,” said 


seasonal ranger Jim Riley of 
NGSP. "This activity allows 
participants to cut loose and 
explore the outdoors while 
contributing to an important 
environmental study." 

Participants will join park 
rangers in search of reptiles 
and amphibians within a des- 
ignated area of the park. Spe- 
cies found during the activity 
will be properly identified and 
recorded for the atlas. 

The atlas is a five-year ef- 
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fort to document the distribu- 
tion of all species of reptiles 
and amphibians in the state, 
and to establish a baseline. 
It is a joint project of the 
Natural History Society of 
Maryland and the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. The effort began 
in January 2010 and will 
continue statewide through 
December 2014. 

The information gained 
through this volunteer effort 
will be used to promote the 
conservation and protection 
of more than 90 species of 
frogs, toads, salamanders, 
turtles, lizards and snakes that 
inhabit Maryland, Riley said. 

"Understanding the cur- 
rent distribution patterns 
of amphibians and reptiles 
within the state is essential 
to creating effective conser- 
vation strategies,” said Riley. 

The scavenger hunt will 
begin at 1 p.m. at the New 
Germany Lake House. The 
activity is limited to adults 
and children ages 8 and up. 
All participants must have 
footwear appropriate for 
walking through the woods.

order specifically says that the 
state could decide to permit 
drilling sooner, with clear 
evidence it is safe. 

Reached after Mon- 
day's meeting, Del. Heath- 
er Mizeur, a Montgomery 
County Democrat, said she 
was drafting legislation to 
mirror the intent of the gov- 
ernor's order. Her bill would 
prevent issuance of permits 
unless and until rigorous 
studies are completed to show 
drilling can be done without 
negative public health and 
environmental consequences. 

“I will be introducing a 
legislative moratorium in 
2013," said Mizeur ‘We tried 
to work with the industry for 
two years to fund the com- 
mission's studies, and the 
industry refused to cooperate. 
Maryland cannot in good 
conscience proceed with drill- 
ing without answers to these 
serious public safety and 
economic impact questions.” 

"Delegate Mizeur is clearly 
an opponent of the develop- 
ment of the Marcellus shale 
in Maryland,” said Drew 
Cobbs of the American Petro- 
leum Institute when contact- 
ed yesterday. "We have and 
will continue to work with 
the administration to provide 
them with the information 
that they need to move for- 
ward. Before the delegate 
was interested in this issue, 
we supported HB 72 in 2010, 
which gave the Department 
of Environment the authority 
to charge necessary fees to 
ensure that they had sufficient 
resources to properly regulate 
drilling in Maryland. No state 
of the 22+ that are developing 
their natural gas resources 
has charged a per-acre fee, as 
Delegate Mizeur proposed. 

"Also," Cobbs continued, 
"1 do not believe the state of 
Maryland has ever charged 
a tax on an industry or busi- 
ness before they have let them 
operate in the state.” 

Mizeur, the state's leading 
public figure on the issue, has 
sponsored bills that passed 
the House of Delegates in 
2011 and 2012 to set aside a 
small fee collected on all gas 
leases to pay for critical scien- 
tific studies. The commission 
was to rely on those studies in 
its deliberations. 


But the industry has effec- 
tively blocked passage both 
sessions by lobbying the same 
Baltimore legislator, Sen. 
Joan Carter Conway, who 
refused to allow the bills to 
be brought to a vote in her 
committee, thus preventing 
action by the full senate 

Manday nicht's nresenta- 
tions began with comments 
from a Friendsville man who 
owns a wilderness adventure 
business. Crede Calhoun of 
All-Earth EcoTours objected 


to assertions made in recent 
months by the Garrett Coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce, 
with strong support from 
economic development of- 
ficials in county government, 
that the region's tourism sec- 
tor could prosper along with 
shale gas development. 

"The two simply are not 
compatible,” said Calhoun, 
“and neither the chamber 
nor the county has offered 
any evidence to support their 
positions." 

The third speaker, Nadine 
Grabania, co-owner of a 
small winery near Friends- 
ville, completed Calhoun's 
call for Maryland economic 
development officials to study 
the likely impacts of drilling 
on existing businesses. 

"We need a hard look at 
what parts of our economy 
will be damaged, and good 
policy decisions that weigh 
those losses against the mon- 
etary gains being promised," 
said Grabania. 

After the meeting, Domi- 
nick Murray, deputy secretary 
of the Maryland Department 
of Business and Economic 
Development, pledged to find 
the resources to undertake the 
citizen-recommended study. 

Others who backed a me- 
thodical process, at a min- 
imum, included Pleasant 
Valley residents Nancy Eliza- 
beth Nimmick and Stephan 
Moylan, northern Garrett 
residents Barbara Gaffney 
and Rob Sharne, and Cranes- 
ville-area resident Melissa 
O'Neal. 

New Germany area land- 
owner Liz McDowell deliv- 
ered an emotionally charged 
appeal based on the adage 
that one can tell a lot about 
neighbors by the fences they 


build, then ending by ask- 
ing, "Where does one buy 
fence that will keep out the 
air, noise, and light pollution 
from fracking?"” 

In all, at least 10 people 
called for a legislative mora- 
torium. 

Also in attendance was a 
strong contingent from the 
Garrett County Farm Bureau, 
whose membership includes 
most of the county's large 
landowners, many who stand 
to gain financially should 
gas wells be drilled on their 
properties, 

Local dairy farmer Bill 
Bishoff represented them. He 
insisted that drilling has been 
shown to be overwhelmingly 
safe. He said the Farm Bureau 
would support up to a 2.5 
percent state severance tax on 
gas production. 

Bishoff has testified in An- 
napolis in support of industry 
pressure to kill Mizeur's fee 
study bills. The industry also 
lobbied against a severance 
tax bill. It eventually died. 

Bishoffs mother, Joyce 
Bishoff, a former interim di- 
rector of the Garrett chamber, 
also spoke in favor of "safe 
drilling." While she allowed 
"there is no doubt that there 
will be impacts,” she said she 
believes that the economic 
advantages of drilling justify 
what she described as "the 
small risks" involved. 

As for benefits to the 
broader community, Bishoff 
noted that lease-holders made 
rich by gas drilling "would 
pay a lot of taxes.” 

Also speaking in favor of 
drilling were dairy farmer 
Phil Beachy, Christmas-tree 
grower Marshall Stacy, state 
Del. Wendell Beitzel, David 
Moe, and Delmar Yoder. 
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Most who supported drill- 
ing noted they were born in 
the county, while those skep- 
tical of its benefits made no 
mention of their birthplaces. 

In no comments was the 
contrast more clear than in 
those by Accident native Bill 
Aiken. He said he would 
"prefer a gas well to new 
neighbors" because they build 
homes that “put continual 
pressure on the water aqui- 
fer" and had other annoying 
habits such as "putting in a 
floodlight." "I like darkness,” 
he said. 

At the program before 
the meeting, a rancher from 
West Virginia and a Penn- 
sylvania attorney described 
how residents near well sites 
complain about truck traffic, 
24-hour drill-pad operations 
lit by stadium lights, construc- 
tion noise, dust clouds, toxic 
emissions from compressor 
stations built after the wells go 
in, methane contamination of 
water wells, and poisonous 
run-off from fracking pads 
into local streams and rivers 
that kills fish and other aquat- 
ic life, livestock, and pets. 

Their presentations were 
not part of the commission 
hearing, and were organized 
after commissioner member 
Paul Roberts of Friendsville 
was told that the meeting 
schedule did not provide 
enough time. 

Tom Bond, a 78-year-old 
retired chemistry teacher who 
raises cows near Jane Tew, 
W.Va., told an audience of 
about 80 that his state has 
been "overrun" by the gas 
industry. He presented his 
own photographs of fouled 
creeks and three-bedroom 
ranch houses — many built 
by people hoping to retire or

- now with drill rigs a few 
dozen steps from their front 
doors. 

"This isn't what any of 
them bargained for, and many 
even leased their properties, 
thinking everything would 
be fine after drilling," said 
Bond, "and now the industry 
has them and there is nothing 
they can do. The property 
value is destroyed and they 
are trapped.” 

Bond pointed out that 
industry supporters often 
insist that fracking is less 
invasive than previous forms 
of gas drilling, then showed 
pictures of multi-acre, 
graveled drill sites hacked 
out of forestland. 


"It'll take a minimum of 
50 years for the trees to grow 
back," he said, "in places 
were the toxins aren't so bad 
that vegetation can even grow 
again.” 

Canonsburg, Pa., attorney 
John Smith represents about 
a dozen Pennsylvania families 
suing energy companies 
for what he called "various 
forms" of contamination and 
disastrous health effects. Many 
children in these families, 
Smith said, have dangerous 
industrial chemicals in their 
bloodstreams that he said 
could only have come from 
fracking activities. 


"People don't naturally 
walk around with extremely 
high levels of benzene and 
toluene in their blood,” said 
Smith. "Yet, it's a common 
chemical found at frack sites. 
Where else did my clients 
get it?” 

Bond and Smith's hour- 
long presentation ended with 
questions from the audience.

the Masters Fleet, Jean Thagard and I had a poor start, but 
were able to tack to port into clear air, and by the windward 
mark were able to improve our position so that we went 
downwind tied with Anderson and Gregory. We started to 
raise our spinnaker but immediately lowered it because the 
wind came around to our port side, so we were now ona 
beam reach. Anderson and Gregory tried their spinnakers, 
but we were able to gain the lead at the leeward mark. 

"The lead changed several times throughout, but we 
prevailed in the end. 

“We weren't able to see everything happening in the 
other fleets, but we were especially pleased to see 9-year-old 
Connor Lothrop crewing for his grandfather Dave Mahan 
as they crossed the finish line first in the Gold Fleet.” 

And this report from my stringer in the Gold Flect, 
Joanie Coraor: 

"The first race on Saturday was a windward/leeward, 
once around with the finish at the windward mark. We were 
late to the line because the wind died down right before the 
start. After the start, five boats went to the left toward Holy 
C:oss and the rest of the fleet went right, which is often 
favored when the wind is coming down from the north. 
The winds were light and very shifty, with pufts occurring at 
seemingly random points on the lake. Dave Mahan with his 
grandson Connor got an early lead, which they stretched 
and kept throughout the entire race. 

"By the time we reached the top mark, the Gold Fleet 
had divided into two distinct fleets. Those who had gone 
left (the side that we took) were ahead, and those who had 
gone over to the Deer Haven shore got little wind and made 
slow progress. On the run, the gap remained between the 
two fleets, but about halfway up the beat to the finish line, 
Gauthier and Bruce Spinnenweber, who had been in the 
second half of the fleet, managed to catch up and pass us, 
Ray going to the left along the Holy Cross shore and Bruce 
to the right. We found the hole in the middle! Gauthier 
sailed so well that he ended up in second place! Dave Ma- 
han held onto the lead, even though from our vantage point 
it seemed as if he must have drifted over the finish line, the 
wind had gotten so light! The old adage is that you should 
never give up in racing; anything can happcn! 

"The second Saturday race followed the same course 
as the first race. We had a mediocre start because we were 
below and behind Mahan at the horn, and therefore sailing 
in bad air. The three boats that went right got good air and 
lifts, and had a comfortable lead over the rest of the fleet 
at the windward mark. 

"After rounding the mark, Spinnenweber and Lothrop 
managed to open up a good lead from us, while we main- 
tained a good distance from the rest of the fleet. Unfortu- 
nately, the wind died and as often happens, filled in behind 
us, carrying the fleet toward us. We had just enough wind 
to head up and sail left to catch the breeze and prevent the 
fleet from overtaking us.

“At the leeward mark it was still Lothrop, Spinnenweber, 
and us with the rest of the fleet not too far behind. On the 
beat up, we lost sight of Lothrop and it ended up being a 
match race with us and Lothrop. Heading to the finish, we 
ended up on opposite tacks from Lothrop, crossing about 
three or four times with the boat on starboard tack typically 
Just crossing in front of the buat on port. We had an intense 
moment at one of the crossings when we were on port tack. 
We had lost sight of Lothrop because a boat from another 
fleet sailing downwmd sailed in front of us. When we saw 
him again, we realized we were on a collision course and 
had to fall oft quickly to avoid hitting him. 

"We were nearing the finish on port tack with Lothrop 
ahead and a little below us when suddenly Gauthier ap- 
peared, seemingly from nowhere. He was just behind and 
below us on starboard tack. It looked like Lothrop was 
getting a header, so we decided to tack and cover Gauthier 
and take what appeared to be the lifted tack. As we finished 
the tack and Gauthier pulled up next to us, he shouted a 
light-hearted challenge, ‘mano-a-mano.' It was then a duel 
between him and us to the finish, with us crossing first on 
port.”

Aubrey Stewart Story

A group of individuals 
from Piedmont plan to tell 
the “little known" story of 
Aubrey Stewart, an Afri- 
can-American soldier from 
Piedmont, who, along with 
his unit, gave his life in the 
European theater of World 
War II. This presentation is 
planned for Saturday, Aug. 
25, at 2 p.m. in the Szilagyi 
Center, Rowlesburg. 

Admission to this event is 
free and the public is invited 
to attend. Originally, this 
presentation was scheduled 
as part of the WWII Living 
History Weekend in Rowles- 
burg, but a large power outage 
made that impossible 

During the presentation, a 
short film, The Wereth Eleven, 
will be shown. This movie 
was made for National Geo- 
graphic Television and has 


been nominated for an award 
Aubrey Stewart of Pied- 
mont along with 10 other 
men from the 333rd Field 
Artillery Battalion gave their 
lives to save a Belgian family 
and countless Gls by remain- 
ing silent even in the face of 
torture and execution. While 
undergoing interrogation, 
these men were brutally beat- 
en and finally murdered by 
the German SS before being 
left in a field on December 17, 
1944. American forces later 
found their frozen bodies in 

February of 1945. 
According to the organiz- 
ers of this event, Stewart 
served in spite of the fact 
that he was beyond draft age, 
at 36, and had a good job - a 
rarity for black men from 
his hometown. Stewart also 
knew he would join a segre- 
gated U.S. Army. He died in a 
field half a world away from 
his home just a week before 
Christmas.

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Extension Office Explains Area 
Maples' Spotted Leaf Problem 


Tar spot, a condition 
caused by several different 
fungi, is currently affecting 
many varieties of maple trees 
in Garrett County, according 
to a report from the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Extension 
Office in Garrett County. 

This fungal disease causes 
raised black spots with a yel- 
low halo around the lesion. 
Treatment with a fungicide 
is not usually required, the 
spokesperson said. Although 
this disease can cause un- 
sightly leaves, it will not 
cause whole tree death, the 
Extension spokesperson 
said. 

To climinate infectiva in 
future years, persons should 
make sure to remove any 
fallen leaves, as they harbor 
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the fungus over the winter 
and can reinfect the tree next 
spring.

USE AN ALLOWANCE TO HELP KIDS LEARN 
MONEY-MANAGEMENT SKILLS

Parents who dole out 
cash to their kids every time 
_they're asked may find them- 
selves doing so for a long, 
‘long time. Consider using 
“an allowance to help kids 

“learn how to manage money. 
The allowance can help kids 

* develop the skills to become 
financially savvy and inde- 
pendent. 

If you believe you can't 
afford to give family mem- 
bers allowances, try track- 

sing family spending for a 
*few weeks. You may find 
«that doling out money here 
‘and there exceeds the total 
. dollars that could be used 
' for allowances for family 
i members. 
* Consider a child's age, 
' maturity level, and activities 
\ that require financial sup- 
‘ port. Include your child in 
the discussion regarding an 
; allowance and the expenses 
_ it should cover. 

Decide when and how an 

‘ allowance will be paid, and 

* then pay it regularly. Do not 
>withhold an allowance as 
“punishment. 

+ Encourage a “save some, 

"spend some, and share some" 
attitude. Talk with your child 


about saving for specific 
goals, as well as the possibil- 
ity of setting aside money to 
help others. Becoming a saver 
is a learned behavior. 

Resist the temptation to 
bail children out if they fall 
short of their goals or run 
out ofi cash. Refer back to 
your agreement. Knowing 
when and how much to save 
and spend is a key lesson in 
money management. 

Model responsible finan- 
cial management. Invite your 
child to tag along on a trip to 
the bank or other financial 
service provider, and then 
share with them why you 
are depositing into one or 
more accounts, such as sav- 
ing for home remodeling, 
vacation, and/or retirement 
savings. It is important to 
also help your child make 
the transition from money 
In a piggy bank to depositing 
money in a financial insti- 
tution. 

Model keeping track of 
credit or debit card purchases 
in an expense register (like a 
check register). Or, set aside 
cash so your child can see 
you spending cash, rather 
than always using a credit 
card. 

It is also important to 
try not to be critical of your 
child's spending choices. An 
allowance is discretionary 
money, but also 1s a learn-

ing tool. Making spending 
mistakes typically helps to 
build decision-making skills 
Discretionary money of- 
fers freedom, including the 
freedom to make spending 
mistakes. 

Given an allowance, your 
child may rush to buy an 
overpriced, yet trendy toy 
that falls short of expecta- 
tions. The spending mistake 
can bring disappointment, 
but will likely be less of a 
disappointment at age 10 or 
12 than decades later, when a 
purchase may be significantly 
more expensive. 

Ideally, the goal is that by 
the time your child reach- 
es upper level high school, 
he/ she should be handling 
100 percent of his/her own 
money

It was about two years ago 
that I got the phone call from 
Garrett College. Would I be 
interested in doing some writ- 
ing On a temporary part-time 
basis? The goal of the work 
would be getting the word out 
to the community about what 
was happening at the college. 

In my typically reserved 
manner, I responded, "Wow. 
Cool. Sure." And then | 
learned they were going to 
pay me to do it. 

Like almost everyone in 
Garrett County, 1 had been 
on the college campus many 
times for a wide variety of 
reasons. I had used the li- 
brary, attended concerts and 
Chautauqua events, been to 
see art displays in the gallery, 
participated in training ses- 
sions, and coordinated con- 
ferences for organizations. 
Oh, and of course, I had 
attended classes, as well as 
taught a few, both on the main 
campus and at outreach sites. 

In the short time | have 
been working here, 1 have 
watched and recorded ex- 
citing growth. The Career 
Technology Training Center 
opened in Accident, pro- 
viding plenty of space for 
Classes in various trades, the 
electrical engineering associ- 
ate degree program was initi- 
ated, the GC robotics team 
debuted, and the Community 
Aquatics & Recreation Com- 
plex opened. 


To be working at Garrett 
College and helping to tell its 
story is like accomplishing 
a goal on my “bucket list.” 
Here I get to mingle with all 
kinds of dedicated people, 
both staff and faculty, who 
work to help others improve 
or enhance their lives, as well 
as students who are absorb- 
ing knowledge and skills to 
carry them into the future. 
There is an energy here that 
is contagious 

In the hallways students 
of all ages mill about, mov- 
ing from class to class. In 
small lounge-type spaces they 
huddle over open text books 
or gather in knots of conver- 
sation. Yes, there is energy 
here and, yes, it is contagious. 

I walk past classrooms 
where students are engaged in 
dialogue or looking at some 
thing through a microscope, 
and | want to go in and sit 
down and be part of this. 
There is so much to learn and 
so little time! 

Perhaps no one would 
notice that I was not in my 
office, and 1 could go to Ron 
Skidmore's drawing class... 
or maybe slip over to listen 
to Kevin Dodge talk about 
where the wild things are... 

For many of us who are 
“older adults,” learning new 
things is a treat. Now that we 
are of an age that we don't 
need to sit in classrooms, 
the whole prospect of being 
presented with the gift of 


information is very enticing 
and exciting. At Garrett Col- 
Icge, folks who arc age 60 or 
over can take regular college 
classes tuition-free. It is not 
necessary to be going for a 
degree in order to enroll and 
take advantage of this op- 
portunity. 

During my first weeks on 
campus, I had the very good 
fortune to meet Zelma Neary 
She had started taking cours- 
es at GC some years earlier to 
move in a new career direc- 
tion. She found that she got 
hooked on learning. Once she 
hit the magic age of 60, she no 
longer had to pay tuition for 
her classes. At that point there 
was no stopping her. Zelma 
graduated for the first time 
with her grandson in 2011. 
She graduated again, with yet 
another degree, in 2012. 

The GC campus popula- 
tion is definitely inter-gener- 
ational with “non-traditional” 
students making up a signifi 
cant percentage. Then, added 
to this mix are the fifth-grade 
Garrett County students in 
the College & Me program 
They move from classroom 
to classroom, looking rather 
wide-eyed and uncertain. All 
this variety adds to the posi- 
tive energy I feel here. 

This summer the campus 
has been especially energizing 
for me. In addition to all the 
kids showing up for the base-

ball, basketball, and adven- 
ture camps, there have been 
families in the Laker Café, 
where anyone 18 and under 
may eat breakfast and lunch 
free. It is not unusual to see 
parents leading several young 
children down the college 
hallways, with hair all wet 
and spiky from swimming, 
making their way from the 
CARC pool to the cafeteria. 
I pause and watch and smile. 

Though the word is no lon- 
ger part of the college name, 
the sense of community here 
is vibrant. I'm really proud to 
say, "This is my GC." 


Garrett Offering 
Reduced Fees 
For HS Students 


Garrett County high 
school students can get a 
jump on their college educa- 
tion with the fall semester at 
Garrett College, which will 
begin September 5. Garrett 
and other community col- 
leges in Maryland offer high 
school students a 50 percent 
tuition reduction, and Garrett 
College also discounts the 
combined fee for high school 
students 

Maryland residents 16 
years and older who are en- 
rolled in a high school or 
home-school program of 
study at the high school level 
are eligible to enroll. Most 
courses require a placement 
test or minimum ACT or SAT 
score. Students may take the 
Accuplacer Test at Garrett 
College this Friday, Aug. 24, 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m., or 
next Wednesday, Aug. 29, at 
noon. The Accuplacer tests 
student readiness for college 
English, math, and other 
subjects. 

“Our high school students 
have been very successful at 
Garrett College,” said Rach- 
elle Davis, director of ad- 
missions. "We don't want 
to interfere with the regular 
school day, but many county 
students have a modified 
schedule, which means a 
shorter school day Late af- 
ternoon and evening college 
classes also are available in 
many subjects.” 

High school students may 
take up to eight credit hours 
per semester at Garrett. While 
the college courses don't sat- 
isfy high school graduation 
requirements, Davis said, they 


help students prepare for full- 
time college enrollment, and 
the credits are transferrable. 

Garrett College is accred- 
ited by the Middle States 
Commission on Higher Edu- 
cation and approved by the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission.

Equally severe will be a 
huge raise in the cost of 
our meat products since the 
draught has affected 60% of 
America's counties. Garrett 
County got off easier than 
most places. The corn field 
on my family farm looks 
fairly good — not great, but 
at least normal. I estimate 
Garrett County probably 
has several hundred acres 
of field corn, certainly not 
nearly enough to replace the 
tens of thousands of acres 
in Iowa, Kansas, and other 
states. But expe rts predict that 
our grocery bill will be 10% 
higher than usual the rest of 
this year. This is an additional 
burden on top of households 
that are just barely getting 
by 

I just saw another run- 
ning of a coal promotion 
ad. It said, "We've made real 
progress with clean coal tech- 
nology." That is true because 
of the federal government's 
investment in that important 
energy initiative. It is not the 
coal industry that developed 
that new technology. 

They say, "The clock is 
ticking, and there is no more 
important time for our most 
abundant energy source."

DNR Providing 
Teachers With 


Education Trunks 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
1s offering a tool for educators 
across the state to teach their 
students about Maryland's 
wildlife. Teachers are invited 
to borrow wildlife education 
trunks, which feature unique, 
hands-on, interdisciplinary 
lesson plans on white-tailed 
deer, black bears, and the 
state's 14 fur-bearer species. 

“Education trunks bring 
the outside into your class- 
room,” said Patricia Handy, 
Wildlife & Heritage Service's 
information and education 
program manager. "These 
kits are designed to educate 
students while building on 
fundamental disciplines like 
math, art, social studies, 
science, language arts, and 
physical education.” 

Education trunks are avail- 
able free of charge to educa- 
tors in Maryland for a one- to 
two-week period, depending 
on availability. Each trunk 
includes a teacher's curnicu- 
lum guide, illustrated books, 
DVDs, and pelts. They also 
contain a track mold, track 
replica, scat replica, a skull 
with jawbone, and more. 

Incorporated into the 
teacher's curriculum guide 
are activities from Project 
Wild, an interdisciplinary 
conservation and environ- 
mental education program, 
which emphasizes the aware- 
ness, appreciation, and un- 
derstanding of wildlife and 
natural resources. The lesson 
plans are aligned with the 
state's literacy and environ- 
mental literacy standards.

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Keep Income 
Producers Working Hard... 
Even When Rates Are Low 


Next week, we observe Labor Day, which 
honors all the hard-working men and women 
m the United States. Asan investor, you'd like 
to think that all your investments are working 
hard, too — including the ones that are 
producing income. But can your income- 
onented investments be productive when 
short-term interest rates are at historic lows? 
Or can you find other investment possibilities 
that could potentially boost your cash flow? 

The answer to both these questions 1s 
“yes” — but you may have to take a closer 
look at where you stand on the risk-reward 
spectrum 

For example, you might need to consider 
longer-term income producers, which 
typically pay higher yields than shorter-term 
equivalents. Longer-term fixed-rate 
secunties, such as bonds, must pay these 
higher rates to reward investors, who face 
both interest-rate msk — the possibility that 
interest rates will mse, causing the value of 
existing bonds to fall — and inflation nsk, the 
threat of losing purchasing power by the time 
long-term bonds have matured.

§ fairly steen noht now which. in’ Enelish. 
means you can gain noticeably higher yields 
just by modestly increasing the maturity of 
your investments. Your financial advisor can 
suggest some short-term and intermediate- 
term vehicles that may be appropriate for 
your needs. And while these rates will still not 


be as high as those offered by longer-term 
vehicles, they do offer flexibility — along with 
less interest-rate nsk and inflation risk. 

You can also help protect yourself from 
these risks by building a “ladder” consisting of 
short-, intermediate- and longer-term bonds 
and certificates of deposit (CDs). Once you've 
built your ladder, it can help you weather 
changing interest-rate environments. When 
market rates are low, you'll still have your 
longer-term bonds and CDs earning higher 
mterest rates. And when market rates nse, 
you'll be able to reinvest your maturing short- 
term investments at the higher levels. If you 
need the cash, you can liquidate the matunng 
bonds and Cds. 

Thus far, we've only looked at fixed-rate 
investments — but you may also be able to 
boost your income by owning dividend-paying 
stocks. Some companies have paid — and even 
increased — their stock dividends for many 
years in a row. If you're not in need of the cash, 
you can reinvest the dividends and boost your 
ownership stake, which is a key to increasing 
your wealth. But 1f you do need the money, you 
can take the dividends as cash. Keep in mind 
that income producers are not a “sure thing” 
because companies can decide to reduce, or 
even discontinue, their dividends at any time. 
In addition, history tells us that you may 
experience more price volatility from stocks. 
and they can be worth more or less than the 
original investment when sold.

— and then work with your financial advisor to 
make those choices that are right for you.

Travel Projected To Be Up 2.8% 
Over That Of 2011 Labor Day 


The American Automo- 
bile Association (AAA) proj- 
ects that 33 million Ameri- 
cans will journey 50 miles or 
more from home during the 
Labor Day holiday weekend, 
a 2.8 percent increase over 
the 32.1 million people who 
traveled last year The Labor 
Day holiday travel period is 
defined as Thursday, Aug. 30, 
to Monday, Sept. 3 

The total number of 2012 
Labor Day holiday travelers 
is expected to reach a new 
post-recession high, and 1s 
the third increase in holiday 
travel this year, according to 
the AAA/IHS Global Insight 
2012 Labor Day Holiday 
Travel Forecast. AAA's Me- 
morial Day and Indepen- 
dence Day holiday travel 
forecasts projected increases 
of 1.2 percent and 49 per- 
cent, respectively 

“Despite a sluggish econ- 
omy and recent rises in gas 
prices, the increase in ex- 
pected Labor Day holiday 
weekend travelers is driven 
by improving consumer con- 
fidence compared to that of 
one year ago, and Ameni- 
cans’ unwavering desire to 
travel,” said Ragina C. Aver- 
ella, manager of public and 
government affairs at AAA 
Mid-Atlantic 


The health of the travel 
industry 1s dependent upon 
discretionary spending, Aver- 
efla said, ada growth in travel 
Has @ postive choc! On.em- 
ployment ard: the-ese: all 
economy. In the first quarter 
of 2012, the U.S. Department 
of Commerce reported that 
7.6 million jobs were sup- 
ported by the travel and tour- 
ism industry. The jobs total 
consists of 5.4 million (71 
percent) direct tourism jobs 
and 2.2 million (29 percent) 
indirect tourism-related jobs. 

Impact of household fi- 
nances on travel plans 


A survey of intended trav- 
elers found that 66 percent 
said their current financial 
Situation would not nega- 
tively impact their Labor 
Day holiday weekend travel 
plans. Of the remaining 34 
percent of travelers who said 
their current finances would 
impact their travel plans, 21 
percent will economize in 
other areas. Nine percent are 
planning to take a shorter trip, 
and the remaining four per- 
cent will travel by an alternate 
mode of transportation. 

The group of surveyed 
travelers who reported their 
intent to economize in other 
areas plan to reduce spend- 
ing on shopping and sight- 
seeing, and will stay with 
friends and relatives instead 
of reserving a hotel room 
Conversely, changes in the 
expected primary activities 
of travelers this Labor Day 
holiday include increases in 
entertainment, such as night- 
life, sporting events, concerts 
and golf 

Automobile travel up by 
over 3 percent 

Approximately 28.2 mil- 
lion people (85 percent of hol- 
iday travelers) will make their 
Labor Day holiday journey 
by automobile, considered 
the most convenient mode of 
travel for many Americans. 
This is an increase of over 
3.0 percent compared to the 
27.3 million people who took 
to the nation’s roadways in 
2011. 

Number of air travelers 

expected to increase 

Labor Day holiday air 
travel has been fairly con- 
sistent since the recession 
bounce back began for the 
travel industry in 2010. About 
2.6 million leisure travelers 
(eight percent of holiday 
travelers) will fiy during the 
Labor Day weekend, a nearly 
4.0 percent increase over that 
of 2011 when 2.5 million trav- 
eled by arr. 

In 2010, 2.6 million chose 
to fly to their Labor Day vaca- 
tion destinations, which be- 
gan the steady recovery from 
the decade-low 1.5 million 
air travelers in 2009. Airfares 
decreased four percent over 
Jast year's, with an average 
lowest rovnd-Uip rate of $197 
for the tap:40 LS. air routes, 
according to ‘AAA's Telsuré 
Travel Index 

The remaining seven per- 
cent of Labor Day holiday 
travelers are expected to use 
other modes of transporta- 
tion, including cruise ship, 
rail, and bus travel accounting 
for 2.3 million Americans - 
virtually unchanged from last 
year's level.

According to AAA's Lei- 
sure Travel Index, Labor

Impact of gasoline prices 
on travel plans 

National gas prices have 
fluctuated and been par- 
ticularly sensitive to regional 
variations throughout much 
of the year On April 5 and 6, 
motorists experienced a year- 
to-date peak average price of 
$3.94 per gallon for regular 
gasoline. As of Tuesday of 
this week, the current na- 
tional average price of regular 
gasoline was $3.72 per gallon, 
which 1s 22 cents higher than 
the April peak and 14 cents 
more than last year's price of 
$3.58 on August 20. 

Gasoline purchases are 
critical expenditures in most 
household budgets, yet 66 
percent of intended holiday 
travelers said their current 
household finances would 
not negatively impact their 
Labor Day holiday weekend 
travel plans.

NANOTECHNOLOGY INSIDE THE BODY 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. Lead that tiny particles can be sent into your blood- 
stream to deliver tumor-killing medicine. Can this really be 
true? But if they really can, what if these "nanoparticles" 
suddenly decide to attack healthy tissue? It seems like there 
could be dangerous consequences. 

A. The applications of nanotechnology to medicine 
are advancing rapidly. The main use of nanoparticles is 
to deliver medicine to exactly the right place where it can 
do what is intended. Undesirable side effects are reduced 
because the medicine cannot go just anyplace in the body. 

The prefix "nano" is relatively new in the English lan- 
guage. It means 10° or one part in a billion. Light travels 
about 11 inches in a nanosecond (ns), a billionth of a 
second. A nanometer (nm) is 10° meters, about 10 times 
the diameter of an atom. The wavelength of visible light 
is in the range of 500 nanometers. One micron is 1,000 
nanometers. An optical microscope cannot see anything 
less than a micron, so an electron microscope is used to 
see nanometer-sized objects. In the case of the human 
body, the particles used to deliver medicines are about 
100 nm across. 

Fighting cancer is the principal use of nanoparticles 
When a cancer tumor begins to grow, it has to manufac- 
ture some blood vessels to enable it to get food for further 
growth. Growing blood vessels is called angiogenesis. It turns 
out there is a very important deficiency in how tumors 
make blood vessels. Whereas healthy blood capillaries are 
about 2 to 6 nm across, the fast-growing and leaky blood 
vessels of tumors are hundreds of nm across. That differ- 
ence can be exploited: Nanoparticles can readily navigate 
to tumors, but are too big to fit into normal blood capillar- 
ies. Therefore, there will be no attack on healthy tissues by 
nanoparticles.

Chemotherapy drugs are powerful cancer-killing agents, 
but they can do a lot of harm elsewhere too. The term "side 
effects" covers a wide range of undesirable consequences. 
One visible but comparatively harmless effect 1s that che- 
motherapy patients often find their hair falls out. Some of 
the drugs have far more serious side effects. One known as 
TNF (tumor necrosis factor) was terrific against cancer, but so 
harmful that its use was discontinued. 

Now it has become possible to begin with a tiny ball 
of gold 30 nm in diameter, and coat it with TNF, plus an 
"overcoat" of a non-medical organic molecule that keeps 
the particle circulating in the blood stream. Because of 
the size difference in capillaries, such particles can easily 
reach tumors, but won't fit through healthy blood vessels. 
Consequently, TNF sets about killing tumors, but cannot 
reach healthy cells to harm them. 

There are many other forms of useful nanoparticles, 
some via which the medicine is carried inside a shell and 
released when tt reaches the tumor Another type contains 
no medicine at all, but is a gold shell surrounding an inert 
ball; the outer diameter is about 150 nm. Such objects will 
preferentially accumulate at tumors. Once in place, an infra- 
red laser can be turned on (harmlessly passing through the 
skin), infrared radiation will heat up the gold coating, and 
the tumor will be killed by the concentrated heat. 

All these techniques are promising, but there's a long 
way between a promise and a technology becoming 
conventional medical treatment. There is a considerable 
period of testing, first with animals and then cautiously 
with humans, before government approval is granted. Only 
a handful of nano-medicines have been approved so far 
Even then, it's difficult to manufacture tiny particles uni- 
formly, so the "dose" that the patient gets 1s not precisely 
controllable. 

Needless to say, nano-medicines are expensive at this 
early stage. The same medicine delivered via nanoparticles 
costs about 10 times more than conventional chemotherapy. 
The advantage is that the patient's quality of life is much 
better without the bad side effects. But the key question ts 
whether the survival rate gues up, and that's not obvious 
so far.

The hillsides and slopes 
of the Deep Creek Lake area 
have been dotted with a wide 
range of living spaces over 
the recent years, chieflv con- 
dominiums packed tightly 
together, with land owners 
utilizing their space as eco- 
nomically and efficiently as 
possible. Hotels, condos, 
and rental houses are vis- 
ible at nearly every cove, as 
developers have jumped in 
across the shoreline to build 
vacation spots to lure every 
sort of visitor 

There is one development 
at the lake that is decidedly 
unique, standing alone in 
the plethora of the more 
commonplace projects. The 
Blue Moon Rising (BMR) 
Center for Sustainable Edu- 
cation Inc., a non-profit or- 
ganization founded and led 
by developer Lisa M. Jan, is 
indeed a new thing — made of 
old things. Those involved in 
its founding hope it will even- 
tually become the "brand" of 
Deep Creek Lake and Garrett 
County. 

The mantra of the Blue 
Moon Rising project is born 
of the three R's — Reclaimed, 
Recycled, and Recyclable.

219 
near Gravelly Run Road, 
across the highway from 
the site of the former Point 
View Inn, is based on a 
"green" philosophy. It is to 
be a conference/convention 
center, offering educational 
resources and facilities for 
local businesses, educators,

members, and vacationing 
residents, that "cultivates 
economic, environmental, 
and social sustainability,” ac- 
cording to the company's web 
site, located at bluemoonnis- 
ing.org 

Lisa's vision back in 2008 
was to integrate vacation 
rental properties with sus- 
tainable educational services 
A graduate of the University 
of Maryland in both math 
and computer science, she 
worked for Westinghouse 
for many years while living 
in Northern Virginia. When 
she became the mother of 
three daughters, she opted 
to stay home with them. 
However, she offered her help 
as a volunteer in a number 
of capacities, one of which 
was working with young 
people — some high risk, and 
all with various needs, such 
as teenage pregnancy. (Her 
own charge is just about 
to finish her master's de- 
gree in education, with a 
daughter who is now 8 years 
old.) 

Through this experience, 
Lisa was compelled and 
inspired to continue to offer 
help and service to the com- 
munity, while at the same 
time foster an understanding 
and appreciation of the envi- 
ronment.

Fourth Rabies Case 
For 2012 Noted By 
Health Department 


The Environmental Health 
Services office of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
has reported the fourth case of 
laboratory confirmed rabies 
in Garrett County for 2012. 
This case involved two dogs 
and a skunk 

The skunk came onto a 
property located in the south- 
ern area of Garrett County 
and chased two dogs 

"There was no contact 
with the dogs, and Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
personnel euthanized the 
skunk, which was sent to the 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene Rabies Labo- 
ratory in Baltimore on Aug. 
16 for rabies testing." said a 
Health Department spokes- 
woman. " 

The confirmation of posi- 
tive rabies virus in the skunk 
was received on Aug. 17. The 
rabies vaccination for the dogs 
had lapsed, thus they were 
both revaccinated and will 
be monitored closely for 45 
days, according to the spokes- 
woman. 

"There was no human 
contact in this incident," she 
noted. "The public is strongly 
urged to check the vaccination 
status of their dogs, cats, and 
ferrets to assure that protec- 
tion of their pets from the 
rabies virus is maintained." 

To assist the public in 
maintaining rabies protec- 
tion for their pets, the Health 
Department's fall rabies clinic 
schedule for low cost vaccina- 
tions of dogs, cats, and ferrets 
has been set and will be held 
from Sept. 17 to Sept. 22. 

The clinics will be located 
in Grantsville, Swanton, Crel- 
lin, Fnendsville, Kitzmiller, 
and Oakland, with the clinics 
during the week being held

The 
grants will help fund projects 
in 15 counties to provide 
firefighters with the tools to 
better fight wildfires in rural 
communities. 

The Kitzmiller VFD is re- 
ceiving a $3,000 grant toward 
a project cost of $12,340, and 
the Bloomington VFC is be- 
ing awarded $2,891 toward a 
$5,781 project. 

"Il am heartened that we 
are able to support the efforts 
of these selfless volunteers 
who give their time and en- 
ergy to help protect our state's 
citizens, property, and natural 
resources," said DNR Secre- 
tary John Griffin. 

This year's grants will help 
provide wildland personal 
protective gear, Class A foam, 
and upgraded radio com- 
munications equipment. The 
funds will also go toward 
supplying departments with 
equipment for brush trucks, 
engines, tankers, and other 
tools to enhance wildfire sup- 
pression, and replacing small 
diameter hoses. 

"These grants help the 
departments purchase much 
needed wildland fire equip- 
ment that they may otherwise 
not be able to afford," said 
DNR state fire supervisor 
Monte Mitchell. "The new 
gear will help them safely 
and more effectively protect 
their communities from wild- 
fires." 

Grants provided by the 
USDA Forest Service to- 
taled $93,009 in DNR match- 
ing funding to complete the

Discover Grants GC Schools $41K 
For "Pathway To Financial Success" 


Garrett County Public 
Schools recently announced 
the system has been selected 
as a recipient of a $41,000 
grant from Discover's Path- 
way to Financial Success 
program. The program is 
designed to promote financial 
literacy among teens. 

Discover offers grants to 
interested high schools na- 
tionwide that implement 
measurable and substantial 
financial education programs. 
Discover created the Pathway 
to Financial Success program 
to help bring financial educa- 
tion into classrooms across 
the country. According to the 
company, it provides a fun, 
exciting and interactive way 
to help children understand 
personal finance, while inte- 
grating science, history and 
math. 

"Financial literacy is a 
learned skill and Garrett 
County's school system is 
one of the leaders in Mary- 
land working to ensure our 
students are provided the 
skillset they need to succeed 
in today's economic environ- 
ment,” said Lisa Bender, 
business teacher at Southern 
High School who applied for 
the Discover grant. 

The grant funds will be 
used to secure 60 iPad tab- 
let computers, as well as 
additional technology for 
classroom teachers to help 
implement the county's new 
financial literacy graduation 
requirements. 

Local educators who teach 
financial management or per- 
sonal financial math courses 
will incorporate iPads and 
laptops in their classrooms 


when delivering the family 
economics and financial edu- 
cation (FEFE) curriculum. 

FEFE is available to Mary- 
land public schools through 
a partnership with the Take 
Charge America Institute at 
the University of Arizona. 
Personal Finance teachers 
at both of the county’s high 
schools will require students 
enrolled in either course to 
take a pre-class and post-class 
test of knowledge to gauge 
growth in the understanding 
of financial topics. The data 
will be submitted to Discover 
in June 2013. 

"We're in the initial stages 
of getting this curriculum 
and graduation requirement 
off the ground," said Bender. 

"Early results are prom- 
ising, as some of our high 
school students have already 
earned important state and 
national recognition in the 
area of financial literacy. Our 
grant proposal stated that, as 
a county, we want to make 
sure that a// of our students 
are “future ready,” regardless 
of the path they choose or 
the careers that they pursue; 
this grant will help us reach 
all students, so we're honored 
to be chosen by Discover as a 
grant recipient.” 

"The development of fi- 
nancial literacy in our youth 
is an integral part of develop- 
ing good citizens, and Mrs. 
Bender's initiative will help 
ensure our students are on the 
right path to making sound 
financial decisions in the fu- 
ture," said Dr. Janet Wilson, 
superintendent of schools. 

Garrett County school 
officials are currently work- 
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ing with K-12 teachers to 
embed finance lessons across 
all grade levels. They will 
also provide collaborative 
professional development 
throughout the year for high 
school teacheis tasked with 
delivering this curriculum.

Md. Hospitals To 
Begin Screening 
Babies For CCHD 


Maryland will begin new- 


‘born screening for critical 


congenital heart disease 
(CCHD) this Saturday, Sept 
I, according toa release from 
the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(MDHMH). 

There are many forms 
of congenital heart disease, 
according to the MDHMH, 
but CCHD is any heart defect 
present at birth that can po- 
tentially cause serious illness 
or death in the first weeks 
of life if not diagnosed and 
treated. 

CCHD screening was 
added in 201i to the fed- 
eral Recommended Uniform 
Screening Panel, the list of 
items recommended by the 
secretary of Health and Hu- 
man Services to be included 
in newborn screening. Cur- 
rently, New Jersey and In- 
diana are screening, with 


several more states planning 


to begin in the near future. 
CCHD can often be identi- 
fied prenatally by ultrasound, 
but at least 40 percent of 
cases are still missed, says the 
MDHMH. Newborn screen- 


ing involves the use of pulse. 


oximetry, a painless test that 
involves wrapping one sensor 
around a baby's hand and one 
around the foot to measure 
the saturation of oxygen in 
the blood. The sensor uses 
light absorption to measure 
oxygen saturation, and the 
test takes only a few minutes 

Approximately 140 infants 
are born in Maryland each 
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year with CCHD. Their heart 
condition is often diagnosed 
before birth or because of 
symptoms after birth. How- 
ever, there are infants who 
appear well at birth, but be- 
come critically ill over the 
first days and weeks of life as 
their circulation adapts to life 
outside the womb. 

"Safeguarding the health 
of Maryland infants is a top 
priority for our state, and 
this simple screening will 
help accomplish this goal,” 
said Frances Phillips, deputy 
secretary for Public Health 
Services. 

Newborn screening will 
not identify all cases of 
CCHD, said Phillips, but it 
will improve the detection 
rate when combined with 


a thorough physical exami- 
nation. The screening will 
also identify other causes of 
low-oxygen saturation in the 
blood, such as infections or 
lung disease. 

All Maryland birthing 
hospitals will arrange for im- 
mediate follow-up evaluation 
of an infant with abnormal 
screening results. As with 
any Screening test, some tests 
could result in false-positives, 
with reassuring findings on 
follow-up. 

Educational webinars have 
been created for hospital and 
birthing center personnel to 
provide recommendations 
and guidelines for screening. 
Interested persons are invited

Probably the single most significant "event" in the | 


history of Garrett County - that which would have 
the greatest impact on the future of the county — oc- 
curred roughly 90 years ago, with the damming of 
Deep Creek and the filling of Deep Creek Lake. This 
body of water, created primarily for the production 
of electricity, would become the county's proverbial 
cash cow, its golden goose, as it came to be the focal 
point of county “industry” and quickly made Garrett 
County a destination point for tourists and second- 
home owners. 

There was, however, at least one huge oversight 
back when the lake was constructed: County officials 
should have started some kind of fund - supported 
by tax money, user fees, etc. - specifically earmarked 
tur the long-term conservation of Deep Creek Lake. 

Because that did not happen, because the state of 
Maryland - the relatively new owner of the lake — is fi- 
nancially broke, because of virtually no management/ 
conservation practices in much of the land around the 
lake (the lake watershed) over the years, and because 
of various natural aging processes going on in and 
around the lake, we have what is rapidly becoming a 
serious problem. We now have a sick lake, and it ap- 
pears that no one — not the state of Maryland and not 
the county — is doing anything to treat it. 

Probably the two most significant problems right 
now are the filling of lake coves with sediment and 
the rapidly growing invasion of at least two forms of 
plant life that are so prolific that swimming and boat- 
ing are becoming almost impossible m many acres of 
water. One need only take a one-hour tour by boat to 
see the effects. The addition of the droppings of the 
now-year-round presence of Canada geese makes it 
downright disgusting. 

This is not information that the thousands of us 
local folks whose jobs and businesses are directly or 
indirectly dependent upon the tourism dollar (includ- 
ing this newspaper) want to hear. They definitely do 
not want potential out-of-area customers to hear about 
it either. But it is a reality, and one that must be ad- 
dressed soon or everything is just going to get worse. 
We're talking about falling property values at the lake. 
We're talking about the possibility of people looking 
fur a second home deciding to go somewhere other 
than Garrett County/Deep Creek Lake. We're talk- 
ing about the possibility of people already living at 
the lake leaving the area. We're talking about people 
planning to rent a property at the lake for a week go- 
ing somewhere else. 

The seriousness of this cannot be overstated. Well 
over half of Garrett County's tax money comes from 
Deep Creek Lake property owners. Most of the jobs 
in this county depend upon tourism, and a large per- 
centage of tourists comes here because of Deep Creek 
1 ake. 

The issues are complicated, multi-faceted, and well 
beyond the scope of one editorial for sufficient elabo- 
ration. Thus this is the first in a series that will go into 
more detail and, it is hoped, suggest some potential 
avenues for the restoration of what is without questa.

To the Editor 

Your editorial of August 
23, about regulations that 
mandate sprinkers in houses, 
deserves some underlining. 

Circa 1970, the Nation- 
al Bureau of Standards in 
Gaithersburg instituted a 
"Center for Fire Research,” 
which was charged with cut- 
ting in half the number of 
deaths from fires - and given 
30 years to accomplish that 
goal. They succeeded imme- 
diately The smoke detector 
was quickly recognized as the 
answer, very soon standards 
were written, and before long 


P people saw the wisdom of 


installing smoke detectors. 
Deaths rom fire were re- 
duced well below half Smoke 
detectors weren't mandatory, 
just recommended; and peo- 
ple conformed because it was 
a good idea. Decades later, 
when smoke detectors were 
made mandatory, nobody 
complained. 

Once a successful policy is 
in place, with the passage of 
time, regulators have a ten- 
dency to look for additional 
things to regulate, and that is 
the origin of the new sprin- 
kler law: "If smoke detectors 
are good, sprinklers are even 
better.” It's another example 
of the nanny state, inventing 
rules for our own good. 

However, as your editorial 
says, the cost of a sprinkler 
system is unaffordable for 
most people. This is quite 
unlike the low cost of smoke 
detectors. The marginal im- 
provement in safety 1s simply 
not worth the high cost, and 
in a free-market situation, 
sprinklers would go to the 
bottom of the “mafiana” list. 

Furthermore, the mini- 
mum cost cited may be too 
low. When people are on well 
water, the flow rate and pres- 
sure may be insufficient to 
meet sprinkler requirements, 
thus requiring a new, larger 
pump; and if the power goes 
out, the well pump won't 
work without an emergency 
generator. The financial bur- 
den increases still more. 

At present, the sprinkler 
law pertains to new con- 
struction, but the notion of 
requiring retrofitting to exist- 
ing housing is just over the 
horizon. While a homeowner 
may be able to say "no" for 
his/her own home, the gov- 
ernment could make it man- 
datory that a house cannot 
be sold without a sprinkler

system. That's the pathway 
by which similar regulations 
have been imposed on home- 
owners in the past. 

By all means, the commis- 
sioners should opt out of this 
requirement, permanently! 
Efforts should also begin at 
once to repeal this expensive 
government mandate.

ife, home, or auto. 

National Casualty (In- 
surance) Company, part of 
the Nationwide group of 
insurance companies, has 
announced that fracking op- 
erations are prohibited in rela- 
tion to properties it insures. 
The company has determined 
that the sah presented 
by hydraulic fracturing are 
too great to ignore, that it 
would not bind risks with 
this exposure, and any poli- 
cies currently written with 
this exposure would not be 
renewed. 

Dr Robert Hartwig, presi- 
dent of the Insurance Infor- 
mation Institute, explained 
that insurers have no way 
to control and underwrite 
actions of a third party. 
(That's many of you and 
me.) In other words, if you're 
someone concerned about 
potential impacts from en- 
ergy development occurring 
around you, and you aren't 
in a development contract 
with an energy company, 
your only option to receive 
compensation for something 
like contamination of your 
drinking water is to hire an 
attorney to pursue your claim 
through the vagaries (and 
expense) of the court system 
— a poor substitute for the as- 
surance of damage recovery 
through the force of contract 
with an insurance provider. 
Landowners who lease have 
the opportunity to receive the 
insurance coverage of the oil 
company 

Jack Driscoll of Driscoll 
Insurance and Financial Ser- 
vices stated that those in 
contract with a gas company, 
and adequately linked to their 
respective company's insur- 
ance, are in a far better posi- 
tion than you, the third party

NANOTECHNOLOGY INSIDE THE BODY 
Part Il 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. Lsaw an item on TV about “robots” that could go inside 
a cancer tumor and kill. it by messing with the genetic code. 
That sounds like the old movie Fantastic Voyage Is such a 
thing possible? 

A. Last week I wrote about how nanoparticles serve as 
a means of conveying medicine to exactly the right place, 
so as to destroy cancer tumors, but not cause other harm. 
This week I'll look closer at the kinds of things that can 
take place when the right chemical gets to the right place 

First a correction of a minor point from last week. I 
wrote that capillaries are 2 to 6 nanometers across. Actually, 
it’s the tiny exit holes (pores) in capillaries that are tn the 
nanometer range. Capillaries are of micron size (thousands 
of nanometers) so that red blood cells can get through 
Nanoparticles can exit into tumors, but will keep right on 
moving through capillaries in healthy tissue. 

Now to this week’s topic: Everything about medical 
robots is in the research stage, but advances suggest that 
practical applications might not be too many years away. 
Keep in mind that all these particles are too small to be 
visible, even through an optical microscope. 

The word “robot” conjures up an image of stiffly walk- 
ing humanoids like C3PO of the Srar Wars movies. But 
actually, a robot is any device that carries out one specific 
mechanical task when its program is activated. In a mod- 
ern automobile factory, a lot of the welding and painting 
is done by robots that don’t resemble humans at all. When 
discussing robots used in medical treatments, the same 
principle holds: The robot does exactly one mechanical 
task on command. 

The robot is a combination of a nanoparticle and some 
very remarkable chemicals. Highly specialized complex 
molecules (polymers) are attached to a nanoparticle, and the 
whole assembly is coated with a protein called transferrin. 
(There are certain proteins that will only attach to another 
equally specific protein; we call it a “lock & key” mecha- 
nism.) The role of the transferrin is to find the molecular 
doorway (the receptor), connect to the matching protein, 
open the lock, and get inside a tumor. 

The part about “on command” (the program) is that 
each robotic nanoparticle also carries a chemical sensor that 
can recognize when it’s gotten inside a cell. That “trigger” 
starts the process. You don’t want the robots to swing into 
action ahead of time, so it is only after the nanoparticle gets 
into the tumor that it gets to work. :

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In the field of biochemistry, it 1s well-known that rbo- 
nucleic acid (RNA) acts as a chemical messenger. The role 
of the robot is to release a special type called small inhibit- 
ing ribonucleic acid (abbreviated siRNA). That RNA in turn 
gloms onto the DNA chain within the cell and blocks a 
certain gene: the one that makes a protein named nbonucleo- 
tide reductase, a cancer-growth protein. That shuts off the 
process. No more of that protein, no way for the cancer to 
grow, the robot has completed its mission 

The terminology might make this all sound mind-bog- 
gling. However, what is truly amazing is that researchers 
didn’t just give up when they realized how complex 1s the 
system, but reasoned their way through all the complexity 
to discover this original pathway to success. Previously it 
was known that ribonucleotide reductase was the trouble- 
maker; to inhibit the gene that makes it was a smart goal 
The best way to inhibit a gene is to send it a message say- 
ing “stop!” 

But getting to the molecular level of genes inside a l1ving

cell 1s no easy task: How do you send a specific message 
molecularly? [he information must be precisely tuned. 
rhen, to deliv ‘r the message to the right place, you need a 
very reliable d livery system, and that’s where the nanopar- 
ticles come in 

Nearly all cf the pharmaceutical companies are looking 
at various tech:iques involving nanoparticles and molecular 
biology. Wher ever you can manipulate RNA, perhaps you 
can block a gine from making some disease-causing pro- 
tein. Consequ -ntly, the possible applications of this tech- 
nique reach be vond cancer to fight other diseases as well. 

What’s ir c rtant to notice is that it’s the combination of 
several new tu hnologies that paid off. In recent decades, 
we're seeing th s sort of advance in medical science more 
and more.

profit,” said Jim Moore, vice 
president of the Southern 
States Feed Division.

“Pastures that saw heavy 
grazing this past year may 
require additional attention,

David Jessee, an agronomist 
for Southern States. “The 
East Coast can’t produce 
all of the forage that will be 
needed, and we can’t rely 
on hay from the mid-west to 
supplement it.” 

Jessee noted that fall is the 
best time to plant, fertilize, 
and lime a cool-season pas- 
ture, adding that the proper 
timing for establishment is 
very important in developing 
the proper root system for 
providing the best forage for 
livestock and horses over the 
growing season. It is also ad- 
visable to conduct a soil test 
on pastures as a first step in 
determining a viable pasture 
management plan. 

If quality grasses and hays 
are scarce, producers are 
also encouraged to supple- 
ment livestock or horses’ 
diets with forage replacers, 
such as silage for cattle and 
chopped forages or pelleted 
hay stretchers for horses.

USDA ANNOUNCES SIGN-UP DATE FOR HIGHLY 
ERODIBLE LAND INITIATIVE 

Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack has announced that 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture has begun sign-up for 
the Highly Erodible Land Initiative under the Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP). The purpose of this initiative, an- 
nounced by Vilsack in February, is to protect up to 750,000 
acres of the nation’s most highly erodible croplands. Pro- 
ducers may enroll at their local Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
county office. Enrollment will continue until the 750,000- 
acre limit has been met. 

“CRP ts an important program with more than 25 years 
of success in protecting the nation’s natural resources 
through voluntary participation,” said Vilsack. “We are 
excited to include this new initiative that targets the most 
fragile cropland, in addition to other targeted initiatives that 
are currently available under the CRP.” 

CRP ts a voluntary program designed to help farmers, 
ranchers, and other agricultural producers protect their 
environmentally sensitive land. Currently, 29.6 million 
acres are enrolled in CRP. Through this Highly Erodible 
Land Initiative, eligible landowners receive annual rental 
payments and cost-share assistance to establish long-term, 
resource conserving covers on eligible cropland for a period 
of 10 years. Croplands with an erodibility index of 20 or 
greater are eligible for enrollment. 

In March, Secretary Vilsack announced an increase of 
1 million acres of land in a new CRP Initiative to Restore 
Grasslands, Wetlands, and Wildlife. A portion of the 1 mil- 
lion acres available for the initiative were allocated on June 
12. Initiatives receiving acres are: Wetland Restoration, 
200,000 acres; Habitat Buffers for Upland Birds (quail), 
150,000 acres; Duck Nesting Habitat, 150,000 acres; and 
Pollinator Habitat, 100,000 acres. Sign-up for the Pollinator 
Habitat initiative began on June 12 as part of the continu- 
Ous Sign-up Criteria. 

CRP has a quarter-century legacy of successfully pro- 
tecting the nation’s natural resources through voluntary 
Participation, while providing significant economic and 
environmental benefits to rural communities across the 
United States. Under CRP, farmers and ranchers plant 
grasses and trees in crop fields and along streams or rivers. 
The plantings prevent soil and nutrients from washing into 
waterways, reduce soil erosion that may otherwise con- 
tribute to poor air and water quality, and provide valuable 
habitat for wildlife. Plant cover established on the acreage 
accepted into the CRP will reduce nutrient and sediment 
runoff in rivers and streams. 

In 2011, as a result of CRP, nitrogen and phosphorous 
losses from farm fields were reduced by 623 million pounds 
and 124 million pounds, respectively The CRP has restored 
more than 2 million acres of wetlands and associated buf- 
fers, and reduces soil erosion by more than 300 million 
tons per year. CRP also provides $1.8 billion annually to 
landowners — dollars that Vilsack says make their way into 
local economies, supporting small businesses and creating 
jobs. In addition, CRP is the largest private lands carbon 
sequestration program in the country By placing vulner- 
able crupland intu conservation, CRP sequesters carbon in 
plants and soil, and reduces both fuel and fertilizer usage.

In 2010, CRP resulted in carbon sequestration equal to tak- 
ing almost 10 million cars off the road.

SEPTEMBER SUN - As September begins, the sun ap- 
pears in front of the stars of Leo, appearing to drift a degree 
a day eastward relative to the stars. The sun moves into 
the star group Virgo in the early daylight hours of Sept. 
16, where it stays until Oct. 30. (These dates correspond 
to the actual star group boundaries, not the dates of the 
Astrological signs.) The star group Libra can be seen low 
in the western dusk. On the other side of the sun is the 
star group Cancer, appearing in the eastern dawn sky. In 
early September, sunrises in Garrett County are at about 
6:50 a.m., while sunsets are about 7:45 p.m. (13 hours of 
daylight). Around the end of September, Garrett County's 
sunrises are at about 7:15 a.m. and sunsets at about 6:55 
p.m. (11.7 hours of daylight). So during September, the 
brighter stars are last seen around 6 a.m. (early dawn) and 
then reappear about 8:30 p.m. (late dusk). On Sept. 22, the 
sun's vertical rays will cross the equator moving southward 
This event will occur at 10:47 a.m. in northern Brazil. This 
1s the official start of fall. On the first day of fall, the sun 
rises due east and sets due west over most of the world 

SEPTEMBER MOON - Because of the full moon on 
Aug. 31, there will be evening moonlight in early Septem- 
ber. By Sept. 7-8, the moon will be rising after midnight and 
will appear half-full in the southern dawn. In the predawn 
sky of Sept. 8, the moon will appear close to the bright 
planet Jupiter. In the southeastern dawn, the crescent moon 
will appear underneath the brilliant planet Venus on Sept. 
12. The crescent moon will be last seen at dawn on Sept. 14. 
The moon will swing from the morning to the evening side 
of the sun late on Sept. 15. On the next evening, the moon 
might be seen very low in the western dusk. This first sight- 
ing of the crescent mvon will tigger Rosh Haslianah, Jew- 
ish New Year. The moon will be more easily seen on Sept 
18, then appearing to the left of the planet Saturn low in the 
western dusk. On Sept. 19, the crescent moon will appear 
close to the planet Mars in the 8 p.m. dusk. On Sept. 22, 
the moon will appear half-full (like a tilted "D"), offering 
the best views of the moon's craters and mountain ranges 
with modest equipment (binoculars, small telescopes). On 
the evening of Sept. 29, the moon will be full, appearing in 
the star group Pisces. This is the Harvest Moon, offering 
extra evening moonlight through the end of September and 
early October. Colonial farmers used the light of the Har- 
vest Moon to gather their crops in the early evening hours. 

SEPTEMBER PLANETS - The five nearest planets are 
easily seen by eye during the year, four of them shining 
steadily in contrast to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, only

seen close to the horizon, may flicker as heat currents move 
in front of it.) Mars and Saturn can be seen low in the early 
evening western sky. Well above Saturn is the bright golden 
star Arcturus. In September, the very bright planet Jupiter 
is prominent in the southern dawn sky. Below and to the 
left of Jupiter is the planet Venus. 

SEPTEMBER STARS - The Big Dipper is low in the 
north-northwest. The two bottom stars of the scoop point 
upward to the North Star, a modest star about halfway up 
in the north. Follow the Big Dipper's handle outward to 
the bright golden star Arcturus. Further along this same 
arch is the white-blue star Spica and the planet Mars. The 
bright white-blue star Vega in the south is the brightest star 
of the Summer Triangle, passing nearly overhead. On dark, 
moonless nights, the Milky Way can be seen as dull glow 
running across the eastern side of the Summer Triangle.

Was the remedy better than the illness? 

You were never sure when you were a kid and Grandma 
was around. No doubt about it, the home remedies she 
employed to make sure you didn't die sure made you wish 
you did. She had a way with kerosene, poultices, castor oil, 
whiskey, and chicken parts, and the child who coughed in 
her presence learned to regret it. 

Dangerous, yes, in retrospect. Mysterious and miracu- 
lous, too, but in the new novel The Midwife of Hope River 
by Patricia Harman, miracles come in squalling packages. 

Patience Murphy never set out to be a midwife. It was 
accidental, perhaps, but maybe Mrs. Kelly sensed that Pa- 
tience would be good at it. She could read and write Both 
essential. She was gentle. She'd been a wet nurse once, too. 
Mrs. Kelly couldn't be faulted for thinking that she knew 
something about childbirth, but Patience only knew about 
her own baby, long dead by then. 

But she knew plenty now. She knew because Mrs. Kelly, 
before she died, made sure of it. 

Ahh, that was so long ago. It was before Elizabeth Sny- 
der became “Patience Murphy,” before she was widowed 
during an 1WW union uprising. It was before the stock 
‘market crashed and everybody lost money, jobs, and homes. 
It was before Patience fled to West Virginia, one step ahead 


of the law. 


At 36 years old, she didn’t want to start over, but it 
seemed like starting over was what she'd done all her life, 
and Liberty, West Virginia, wasn't a bad place for it. She'd 
inherited a house outside of town, where it was peaceful. 
She made friends and had even gained a roommate, how- 
ever reluctantly. People were beginning to trust her and 
she'd eased more than just a few babies into the world. She 
even stretched her mind a bit by helping her neighbor, a 
veterinarian, and by lending a hand when the King Camp 


coal mine flooded. 


Yes, Liberty would be a good place to live - and to hide. 
Patience could help heal a lot of families. If only she could 


heal her own heart.. 


Don't know nuthin’ about birthing no babies? Don't 
worry — you don't have to. Just grab this luscious, beautiful 


novel and don't push. 


Author and former midwife Harman delivers powerful 
authenticity in this story; you can almost hear the new- 
borns' cries and smell the mountain grasses. That, along 
with the Depression-era historical touches she added, make 


this book meaningful. 


Its velvety prose makes it a must-read. In Harman's eyes, 
there's beauty in poverty. Hate results in ultimate good and 
making-do makes contentment. With this story, ”...thinking 
about death, thinking about birth and all the beautiful mess 
in the middle" seems like the most naturally soul-calming 
thing you could ever do, and | loved it.

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could feasibly decompose 
back to the earth with very 
few traces remaining. no pol- 
lutants, no plastics, nothing 
everlasting. 

So she found the property 
and began researching her 
project some years back. In 
what could be considered a 
continuation of the "use the 
resources available" theme, 
she hired local builders, 
landscapers, craftsmen, and 
plumbers. She also hired her 
"green team,” three young, 
educated people, each of 
whom she met while spend- 
ing time in Garrett County 
over the years, and who have

joined her in the planning 
and development of the 
center. 

The construction 1s well 
under way, and Lisa and her 
green team have set their 
sights on opening next sum 
mer. The team members are 
Elliott Perfetti, a graduate of 
Northern High School and 
West Virginia University, 
with a degree in electrical 
engineering; Bryan Barnard, 
a graduate of Southern High 
School and Frostburg State 
University with a degree in 
environmental science, and 
Maureen Myers, originally 
of Gaithersburg, but a life- 
longtime summer lake resi- 
dent who earned a master's 
degree in architecture from 
the School of the Art Institute 
in Chicago. Lisa has hired all 
three on a full-time basis to 
assist in bringing the project 
to fruition, and then staying 
on to operate it 

The center features a main 
building on the premises, 
plus small housing units, or 
“Waldens," based on the 
well-known Henry David 
Thoreau cabin at Walden 
Pond. Lisa wished to create 
these with as little damage to 
the surroundings as possible. 
Every tree that had to come 
down, which were relatively 
few, was to be used in some 
aspect of the development; 
every shovel of dirt was to 
be incorporated somewhere 
else 

The mann building 1s near 
ly complete now, and just 
barely visible from Rt. 219 
The structure is somewhat 
oddly shaped, surely unlike 
any other in the area. Its walls 
consist of straw bale, packed 
with a white substance. In 
keeping with the Threc R's 
philosophy, the dirt removed 
during excavating founda- 
tions was carefully sifted and 
mixed with clay, water, and 
lime to become the natural 
plaster coatings on the inte 
rior and exterior walls. 

The interior of the first 
room is striking, with a 
huge wooden beam through 
the middle of the ceiling, 
which 1s painted sky blue, 
dotted with clouds.

Most 
Garrett Countians' jobs are 
concentrated in Oakland, 
and some are in the outer 
parts of the "urban sprawl- 
ing” of. Oakland. Of course, 
Oakland-is a large small town, 
much bigger than the rest 
of Garrett County's towns 
like Accident, Grantsville, 
Friendsville, Kitzmiller, or 
even McHenry. The next 
step is a small city like Cum- 
berland, Morgantown, or 
Frederick. 

I lived at various times in 
my life in the center of major 
cities, like Manhattan, the ur- 
ban sprawl of D.C. in College 
Park, and in the semi-urban 
area Outside New York City 
in the horse country of New 
Jersey. 1 never lived in a real 
suburban area, but I spent 
enough time 1n them to know 
that they have little appeal 
for me. 

Like Silver Spring, which 
is a little far out in the open 
space of horsey areas like 

owasd County and Po- 
tomac. Of course, I spent 
many years on our family 
farm outside of Bittinger, 
which 1s really a community 
and not even quite a village. 
A next-door neighbor would 
not rush to our front door if 
he heard sounds at night that 
indicated that we were be- 
ing attacked. I could scream 
bloody murder here and no 
one could hear me or neces- 
sarily be inclined to come to 
my aid 

So it is not true that city 
dwellers are more isolated 
from their neighbors than 
those in rural areas.

Hobbitat, under the auspices 
of Blue Sky Ventures, was 

born. 
This was transpiring at the 
same time Lisa was building — 


the groundwork for her dream 
project. She called Hobbitat 
and a lengthy discussion 
ensued, with all parties feel- 
ing that this was a promising 
match-up. Lisa came to see 
the prototype Hobbitat, lo- 
cated on the Thomases' home

property just outside Oakland 
off Herrington Manor Road. 
The tiny house was just the 
thing Lisa was looking for, 
the perfect Walden. And she 
ordered 12. 

In keeping with the Three 
R's philosophy, the Thoma- 
ses' small homes are being 
built with reclaimed, reus- 
able, and recycled materials. 
The pau has become skilled 
at seeking out caches of build- 
ing materials, wherever they 
may be, and bringing them 
home. They travel to Balti- 
more, Pittsburgh, Virginia, in 
between and beyond, seeking 
reusable, reclaimed, and re- 
cycled items. 

As of now, there are three 
Hobbitats already situated 
at the BMR, each roughly 
14'x19', with full bathrooms 
and kitchens, comfortable 
sitting rooms, and porches. 

The fourth house is under 
construction at Hobbitat. 
There are four staff members 
in addition to the Thomases 
at the company (one of whom 
is their son Cooper). Bill and 
Sue design each unique struc- 
ture. Sue, an artist, works on 
the colors in the interior, as 
well as artworks and other 
details. Bill and crew build the 
house at the Cranesville Road 
site, and then it is moved via 
tractor-trailer to the Deep 
Creek Lake development 

All traffic is stopped as 
the Hobbitats are transport- 
ed through Oakland. (See 


photo.) The Thomases wisely 
invested in a machine called 
a Tela-Handler. It weighs 
27,000 pounds, and ts capable 
of lifting the houses and plac- 
ing them onto the trucks. CN 
Metals, another local firm, 
assists in these moves. 

The Waldens, or Hobbi- 
tats, are inviting, comfortable 
places, each with unique de- 
sign, furnishings, and decor. 
There are loft areas in each 
house, and 1n one, the ladder 
leading to it is on wheels. It 
was once a ship ladder In an- 
other, a countertop is made of 
reclaimed doors, sawed apart 
and expertly refashioned. 
Light fixtures are made of old 
car horns, and beveled glass 
windows, Once discarded, 
have become attractive focal 
points. Each small structure 
has its own character, and 
each is truly a classy work of 
art, as well as fully functional. 

At a time when the build- 
ing profession was desper- 
ately slow, it does appear that 
fortune played a fine hand to 
the Thomases via Lisa Jan 
and Blue Moon Rising, and 
Lisa has benefited as well. 
Now pushing to meet the or- 
der, Hobbitat and its six staff 
members have plenty to do. 
(They have combined forces 
at times with Blue Moon Ris- 
ing, too. The aforementioned 
“sky” ceiling in the main 
building at BMR was painted 
by Susan.) 

Whieu the entire center is 
completed, there will be no 
better advertisement for the 
little homes than when tour- 
ists and residents alike spend 
time in any of the unique 
12 Waldens, The Thomases 
hope that the orders will 
continue to come in for their 
buildings, which could be 
used as art, music, or writing 
studios; offices; “mother-in- 
law" homes; or any number 
of other uses 

Green Team Plans Big 

Lisa and the green team 
members are hard at work 
at the site as construction 
continues. Bryan has been 
building hiking trails in the 
woods, disturbing very little 
of the natural ground cover 
or topography, but creating 
pathways for long walks and 
educational hikes. Maureen

As the web site states, 
there will be no car exhaust, 
intruding headlights, or slam- 
ming car doors to disturb the 
peace. 

As Maureen and Bryan 
work on the grounds and pro- 
gramming, Elliott is handling 
Office work, and permit and 
zoning research, striving to 
stake a claim for BMR as a 
unique and one-of-a-kind de-

will operate as a non-profit, 
which keeps Elliott busy with 
paperwork and reporting.

“However, with private cli- 
ents, I meet them in the com- 
munity forthe initial history/ 
nutritional assessment, and 
then all follow-up 1s done by 
telephone, text, e-mail, and 
Facebook." 

She provides nursing case

here's no denying it's that 

time of year again. Familiar 
faces return to prime time this 
fall as millions of TV fans prepare 
to sit back, relax and enjoy every- 
thing the new television season 
has to offer. 

But while there’s no shortage 
of famous faces hitting the air- 
waves, the season’s slate is also 
chock-full of fresh faces on every 
major network. 

Although many of these per- 
formers have appeared on televi- 
sion before, they have yet to 
break through the fame barrier. 
Now that they've paid their dues 
in supporting roles and on the 
guest-starring circuit, they are 
poised to make their mark and 
become stars in their own right.

“Guys with Kids,” 
premiering Wednesday, Sept. 26, 
follows three thirtysomething 
new dads grasping at their youth 
while taking on the new respon- 
sibilities of parenthood. Jimmy 
Fallon serves as executive pro- 
ducer, but the success or failure 
of the series rests on the shoul- 
ders of its stars. All three “dads” 
have been seen on NBC before. 
Anthony Anderson is perhaps the 
best known of the three, having 
joined the cast of "Law & Order” 
in 2008. Jesse Bradford appeared 
as a White House intern in “The 
West Wing,” while Zach Cregger 
was more recently seen in NBC's 
“Friends With Benefits.” 

Over on ABC, the lineup is 
filled with programs featuring a 
mix of rising American stars and 
international talent. While lots of 
viewers might recognize ‘80s star 
Jami Gertz as Debbie Weaver in 
ABC's new comedy “The 
Neighbors,” few likely know lead- 
ing man Lenny Venito. Although 
he s mage appearances in such 
hits as HBO's “The Sopranos” 
and “Curb Your Enthusiasm,” the 
native New Yorker hasn't found 
prime-time fame. That may 
change as he takes the helm of 
"The Neighbors” (premiering 
Wednesday, Sept. 26) as Marty 
Weaver, a man who packs up his 
wife and kids and moves them to 
the gated community of Hidden 
Hills, only to discover their new 
neighborhood is populated by 
aliens from the planet Zabvron.

Beatle brings ‘Kisses’ to PBS viewers

ing to PBS to perform a set of songs that predate

On Friday, Sept. 7, the network's “Great 
Performances” banner will present “Paul

The album was co-produced by Grammy win- 
ner Tommy LiPuma and features performances by 
such virtuosos as Eric Clapton, Stevie Wonder,

National Guard Links With Emergency 
Planning Team To Share Information 


The Maryland National 
Guard 32nd Civil Support 
Team (CST) was on the Gar- 
rett College campus last week 
to conduct mock incident 
trainings for responding to 
bio-hazardous threats. Dur- 
ing this weeklong exercise, 
the unit also met with mem- 
bers of the Garrett County 
Local Emergency Planning 
Committee (LEPC). 

The National Guard's 
highly trained CSTs, which 
exist in each state, investigate 
sites for chemical, biologi- 
cal, and radiological agents, 
and advise and support local 
civilian responders during 
domestic emergencies. 

The Garrett County LEPC 
functions under the Gar- 
rett County Department of 
Public Safety and Emer- 
gency Management, which 
is responsible for develop- 
ing and maintaining several 
emergency response plans for 
hazard mitigation and haz- 
ardous materials response, 
in addition to other public 
safety issues 

The members of the 32nd 
CST brought along their 
state-of-the-art on-site labora- 
tory to analyze and identify 
unknown substances, and 
demonstrated their expertise 
in use of this equipment 
as they moved through a 
scenario of responding to 
a school-based bio-hazard 
emergency. 

LTC Kevin Warren, leader 
of the Maryland National 
Guard's 32nd CST, said this 
was the first time his team 
had been to Garrett County. 

“It is really important that 
we have this opportunity to 
be here and to meet with 
the local first responders,” 
Warren said. “This allows 
us to become familiar with 
Garrett County's resources 
and capabilities, and know 
who we would be working 
with should we be needed. If

there is an emergency situa- 
tion under way and we show 
up here to help, that is not 
the time to begin handing out 
business cards." 

Brad Frantz, director of 
the Garrett County Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and 
Emergency Management, 
also serves as chair of the 
LEPC. He and 10 members 
of the committee met with, 
observed, and engaged in 
dialog with the National 
Guard team to learn as much 
as possible about the services 
available to Garrett County 
from the 32nd CST. 

"This is an excellent op- 
portunity for us,” Frantz said. 
“I was not aware of the scope 
of what they can provide to 
support us in an emergency 
situation that is beyond our 
ability to handle locally We 
are going to make plans in 
the future to hold more joint 
training and information ses- 
sions with them.” 

Jean Tressler, coordinator 
for Garrett College Continu- 
ing Education and Workforce 
Development, facilitated the 
training for the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard. As a member 
of the Garrett County LEPC, 
she also participated in the 
joint informational sessions. 

"This was a very success- 
ful training event on many 
levels,” said Tressler. "The 
National Guard team mem- 
bers had a good venue for 
their training. Being able 
to observe and meet with 
members of this special unit 
gave our LEPC committee 
members an in-depth picture 
of what the CST offers for 
support in emergency situa- 
tions. It is also unquestion- 
ably beneficial that this team 
of military experts met with 
our local furst responders and 
learned about our plans and 
resources.”

Was it the B&O Railroad 
or the C&O Railroad? 

Friendsville's railroad sta- 
tion was erected in 1888 in 
anticipation of the coming 
Confluence and Oakland 
Railroad. It was a 20-mile 
spur line of the B&O Rail- 
road. It began operations 
on April 1, 1889, with a 
huge celebration in Friends- 
ville. 

There were two mixed 
passenger and freight trains 
stopping at Friendsville dai- 
ly bringing goods from all 
over the world. Though it 
was called the Confluence 
and Oakland Railroad, it 
did not run all the way to 
Oakland, but instead ended 
at Kendall, a few miles south 
of Friendsville. 

The C&O was used by 
several lumber companies 
in the Friendsville area to 
transport lumber to markets 
in the surrounding states. As 
the area lumber was deplet- 
ed, the service was reduced 
to one train per day. By the 
time the last train pulled out 
of the Friendsville station 
in 1942, there was only one 
train scheduled each week. 

With the completion of 
the Youghiogheny Lake 
Flood Control Dam at Con- 
fluence, 80% of the C&O 
railway lay submerged by 
waters of the newly formed 
lake.

It's 
also sericus in children and 
results in high fevers, chills, 
and muscle aches, requiring 
bed rest and numerous days 
away from school." 

The nasal spray flu vaccine 
(FluMist™) will be adminis- 
tered by health department 
staff to qualifying elementary 
school-age children free of 
charge at each elementary 
school on the following dates:

Correctional Officer And Motorist Are 
Stabbed By Inmate Following Escape 


A state prison inmate is 
back in custody at the West- 
ern Maryland Correctional 
Institution, Cumberland, 
following two violent as- 
saults on first a correctional 
Officer and then a motorist 
Tuesday morning in Garrett 
County 

Larry J. Johnson, 37, an 
inmate at the facihty, had 
been serving as part of a 
work crew in the area of 
eastbound 1-68 near exit 19 
in Grantsville, where Mary- 
land State Police were dis- 
patched to shortly after 7:30 
a.m. The report claimed 
that Johnson had assaulted 
Officer Robert E. Goss Sr., 
47, with a pair of pliers by 
stabbing him multiple times 
Goss underwent treatment 
for multiple stab wounds to 
the upper torso at Western 
Maryland Regional Medical 
Center, Cumberland. 

Preliminary investigation 
revealed that Johnson had 
begun assaulting Goss, who 
was in the driver's seat of the 
Division of Correction van. 
Johnson was then able to 
get behind the wheel of the 
van while Goss continued 
to struggle to defend him- 
self and subdue the inmate, 
which included the use of 


pepper spray. Johnson is 
believed to have attempted 
to drive thejvan, but was 
unable to’continue when 
the van and attached trailer 
jackknifed. 

He then ran.to the side of 
1-68, where he flagged down 
the driver of a Mitsubishi 
Lancer, Alan M. Gnegy, 22, 
Morgantown, W.Va., who 
told investigators he stopped 
because he thought someone 
needed help. Johnson used 
the pliers to stab Gnegy in 
the head before pulling him 
from his vehicle and driv- 
ing away. Gnegy was also 
treated for his stab wound 
at the Western Maryland 
Regional Medical Center,

MSP troopers immedi- 
ately issued a lookout for 
Johnson and the stolen Mit- 
subishi. A trooper spotted 
and attempted to stop the 
vehicle southbound on Rt.

He will retire from his po- 
sition on Oct. 1. The director 
was appointed in August 1995 
after a 29-year career in the 
US.

"The first thing 1 want 
to do is thank Jim for his 
service to our country,” said 
Del.

Gar- 
rett County's unemployment 
rate in 1997 was 13.7 percent, 
compared to 7.5 percent in 
2011. For five straight years, 
2004 to 2008, the average was 
5 percent or less. 

"Jim's done a tremendous 
job for this county,” Sen 
George Edwards said. "He 
loves this county, and he has 
put his heart and soul into 
opportunities for our young 
people, particularly.” 

The senator noted there 
was only one industrial park 
when Hinebaugh first came 
on board.

Garrett Co. Commissioners Approve 
Bidg. Ordinance, Sprinkler Opt-Out 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners On Tuesday unani- 
mously approved readoption 
of and updates to the county's 
building code ordinance. In 
addition, they unanimously 
approved 1n option that al- 
lows the county to delay a 
sprinkler system requirement 
for new one- and two-family 
homes. 

The state recently man- 
dated that all counties adopt 
the requirement, but a provi- 
sion will allow Garrett County 
to opt out of it until the next 
ordinance update, which is 
2015. 

During a standing-room- 
only public hearing on the 
ordinance two weeks ago, 
home builders, real estate 
agents, and contractors asked 
for the opt-out. Many noted 
that the high cost of install- 
ing the systems would further 
hinder an already sluggish 
home-building market 

"We are all about safety, 


but we are about survival as 
well, interms of economically, 
"Mountaineer Log and Siding 
representative Karen Myers 
told the commissioners. 

She said, hopefully the 
economy will improve by 
2015 and sustain a new 
homeowners' ability to pay 
for sprinklers. 

Deputy fire marshal Jamie 
Rodeheaver asked the com- 
missioners not to delay imple- 
menting the requirement. 

"Residential fire sprinklers 
save lives,” he said, noting the 
timely application of water 
can make a critical difference 
between a controlled fire and 
one that destroys a home and 
family. 

Also on Tuesday, the com- 
missioners unanimously ap- 
proved readoption ofi a code 
that will allow a steeper stair 
geometry in new homes. At 
least 13 local building com-

"Substance use and men- 
tal health disorders affect 
all communities, but with 
commitment and support 
people with these disorders 
can achieve healthy lifestyles 
and lead rewarding lives,” the 
proclamation states.

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of time, you have the tendency 
sometimes to get stale. In the 
military, 1 changed jobs every 
two years, and I've been here 
17 years." 

He noted he put much 
thought and consideration 
into his decision to leave. 

"The county has madea lot 
of progress," Hinebaugh said, 
noting that it used to not be 
able to pay its bills. 

He did not hesitate to 
point out that many people 
played a role in the county's 
accomplishments during the 
last 20 years, in particular 
his staff: Kim Durst, Cindy 
Sharon, Cheryl DeBerry, 
and assistant director Frank 
Shap. Hinebaugh indicated 
the Department of Economic 
Development staff is the best 
in the state and will function 
just fine without him. 

"I think the county is poised 
right now for some really 
great progress in the future," 
Hinebaugh said, noting there 
is a lot of good talent in the 
county. 

He said his fear is that 
people will start “circling the 
wagons and shoot at each 
other.” He indicated the clos-- 
ing of the local Bausch and 
Lomb plant several years ago, 
though aneconomic hardship, 
actually ended up being a 
catalyst forthe county, pulling 
people together to do things. 

"So, 1 hope we don't lose 
that," the director said. "We 
may have differences, and 
there are a lot of issues out 
there, but we should have a 
common focus: What can we 
do to make Garrett County 
a better place for the people 
who live here." 

Hinebaugh stressed there 
1s still work to do on the eco- 
nomic development front, as 
there are still people who are 
“hurting” in the county. 

The director noted that two 
of his personal goals are about 
to come to fruition. A new 
business will be moving into 
the Keysers Ridge Business 
Park, and another one will 
be locating in the McHenry 
Business Park. 

"We're pretty well on the 
road to having both of those,” 
he said. "We're going to have 

the agreements written up 
before | leave." 

Hinebaugh has accepted 
a position as director of op- 
erations fo: Railey Mountain 
Lake Vacations, Deep Creek 
Lake. Its owner, Nancy Railey, 
said she met Hinebaugh about 
15 years ago when she was 
trying to promote tourism. 

"He was literally the only 
person who would sit down 
and listen at that moment 
in time and gave me access 
to [the] commissioners and 
advice, and opened the door 
for tourism to have a voice in 
Garrett County," Railey said. 

She added that Hinebaugh 
has taught her much about 
economic development. 

"I am sorry that I'm taking 
him from you,” Nancy Railey 
told the county staff. "I think 
he'll be available to you tocon- 
tinue to doa lot of good things 
for Garrett County. We're just 
honored to have him."

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Commissioners Must Step Up... 

In the early stages of research on issues involvin. 
Deep Creek Lake, one thing 1s already becomming crys 
tal clear — It is going to take a cohesive. cooperativ: 
effort by many parties in order to adequately addres: 
the problems at the lake, particularly those having tu 
do with lake water levels, the slow-but-sure tilliny, ol 
coves with sediment, and the invasion of certain plant 
species. The players in this include, first and toremost, 
state and county government, along with the DCL 
Property Owners Association (POA), the Friends of 
Deep Creek Lake, the Garrett County Chanibe: of 
Commerce, and various business owners, both on the 
lake and affected by the lake (e.g., whitewater raft 
ing companies in Friendsville). Because there are su 
many players and aspects to the situation, certainly 
more than one or two columns will be required to 
cover them, and time and effort will be needed to com 
pile the information before certain opinions can take 
shape. 

However, there is no question that the county com- 
missioners are going to have to step up to the plate 
in many ways. After all, as noted last week, a huge 
portion — by far the largest portion - of the county 
budget is supported by the real estate taxes paid by 
lake property owners. Thus, inaction — or wrong ac 
tion — by the commissioners in matters involving the 
lake is clearly akin to “biting the hand that feeds you " 

To date, there is little evidence that the current com- 
missioners, and many before them, have stepped up 
concerning the lake, and in fact, just this week the 
commissioners took a step backward 

After making the shortsighted (okay, wrong) deci 
sion recently to amend the lake watershed zoning or 
dinance to allow a specific lake-fiont business owne: 
to rent jet skis without offering any other serviccs 
associated with a marina, the commissioners this 
week turned down a request by the POA to take six 
monins to 1¢-¢xaimue, atid pussibiy ucicie ui tuvuily, 
the amendment; and to impose a moratorium on is 
suing any additional permits for uses based on the 
amendment until the six-month study is completed. 

In response, commission chairman Jim Raley said 
that an evaluation of potential impacts of the amend 
ment is already under way by the DNR's lake manage 
ment office, and that the POA would receive a copy 
of that report. Further, the suggestion for a six-month 
moratorium on issuing additional permits was sum 
marily rejected. 

This is not the kind of cooperation that is going to 
be needed as efforts go forward to address problems 
at the lake, and there are a number of other ways in 
which county elected officials must get involved that 
will be delineated later. 

As a footnote, it was suggested by more than on 
that describing DCL as a "sick lake” in last week's 
editorial was "inaccurate" or "too strong.” In a spirit 
of cooperation, the writer retracts that description and 
suggests that a better one might be that there ate ar- 
eas of the lake that are “unhealthy” and need tieated 
ASAP.

CHANGES NOTED ON FORMS 
FOR FSA PRODUCERS, VENDORS 

Preston County USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) ex- 
ecutive director Eric McCartney announced that calendar 
year 2012 brings several changes to the way FSA reports 
a producer’s farm program payments to the producer and 
to IRS. 

In past years, IRS Form 1099-G would be issued to 
show all program payments received from the Farm Service 
Agency, regardless of the amount. 

“Starting with calendar year 2012, producers whose total 
reportable payments from FSA are less than $600 will not 
receive IRS Form 1099-G (Report of Payments to Produc- 
ers),” said McCartney Additionally, producers who receive 
payments from more than one county will only receive one 
Form 1099-G if the total of all payments from all counties 
1s $600 or more, McCartney said. 

“Producers who receive less than $600 in combined pay 
ments should consult a tax advisor to determine ifi these 
payments must be reported on their tax return,” he said 

If the payments were subject to voluntary withholdings 
or subject to backup (involuntary) withholdings, a Form 
1099-G will be issued regardless of the total amount of the 
payments, McCartney said 

The same changes will apply to producers and vendors 
who normally receive IRS Form 1099-MISC from FSA

We joined up with a couple 
of similar girls in our class, 
Linda Bowman of McHenry 
and Marla Frickey of Grants- 
ville, and made up a club that 
we called the Northern High 
Prune Growers. | don't know 
why we chose prunes, except 
that they have an amusing 
connection to an unmention- 
able bodily function. 

NHSPGA had an amus- 
ing cartoon mascot - a draw- 
ing that I did. She was named 
Agnes Odoft. Why, I don't 
knov.. But she was homely 
- really skinny with knobby 
knees, spindly hair, hairy 
legs, and large round glasses. 
She wore an SHS cheerleader 
uniform with saddle oxfords. 
There were just’ little details 
that amused us. 

We had a file to carry any 
correspondence and little 


Y amusing odds and ends - like 


the form reply from a letter we 
sent to President Nixon, filled 
with anything we could think 
of to show our criticism of 
him and his policies. We got 
a reply that said, "Thank you 
for your encouraging mes- 
sage.” Either no one read it, 
or they didn't get it. 

We sponsored a series 
of unofticial poetry con- 
tests. The first subject was, 
of course, prunes. It was 
just like that popular song 
title, "Girls Just Wanna Have 
Fun." We were not a danger- 
ous gang or scary radicals, 
except in the view of the most 
conservative, backward, and 
ineffective teachers. They 
sensed that we were ques- 
tioning them. We asked too 
many difficult questions, and 
sometimes even perhaps ques- 
tioned their authority. Not 
that we defied their authority. 
We apes mildly questioned it. 

he worst trouble Penny 
and | got into was figuring out 
how to pay our many overdue 
library book fines because 


we loved reading more than 
almost anything. I remember 
Penny said she always read 
while she brushed her teeth. 

We found one wonder- 
ful book in our high school 
library. It was I Capture the 
Castle by Dodie Smith. It was 
set sometime in the 1930s in 
England, and was about an 
unusual family that lived in 
old castles. Both Penny and 
I fell in love with it - enough 
that every time we saw any 
used copies of it at a thrift 
store, used book store, or yard 
sale, we sapped up all of 
them. We both ended up with 
quite a few copies of it. I read 
it over and over again until 
I almost had it memorized. 
I still enjoy “snacking on it” 
when I feel gloomy.

THE COMMODORE'S CUP REGATTA

This five-race Flying Scot regatta takes place every La- 
bor Day weekend. The race committee consists of the two 
commodores of the two yacht clubs; this year it was Mike 
Gellar for Deerhaven and Carole Perez for Turkey Neck 
Since neither Mike nor Carole had had any experience run- 
ning sailing races, Ray Miller went along and the committee 
work was first rate. 

The weather pattern for the entire weekend was domi- 
nated by the remnant of hurricane Isaac that drifted in from 
the Midwest. But on Saturday there was a nice westerly 
breeze, and the Flying Scot fleets got off without inter- 
ruption. I had a brand new crew. Stan Grimm came out 
to risk life and limb sailing with me. At the Masters’ start 
we got forced up over the line early by Gregory, but were 
able to slow down so we could duck in behind him to clear 
the line and restart. We were in the back of the fleet, but 
not too bad off. Then, by some fluke of fate - or clean liv- 
ing — or the vicissitudes of sailing on Deep Creek Lake, we 
found ourselves in first place; but that didn't last long. At 
the first windward mark we were in third and by the time 
we struggled to get our spinnaker up and filled, we were 
back near the end. The second downwind run we did a little 
better, but could not catch my old nemesis Ted Rissell; he 
beat us to the finish on the last beat by a few boat lengths. 

With thunderstorms crackling around Deep Creek, the 
committee postponed the second race for Saturday. On 
Sunday the skies were overcast with 60% chance of rain, 
but, as forecast, there was no steady breeze; the corfimittee 
postponed and waited for wind. The masters got together 
and voted not to race. The committee then called out the 
other fleets when they got a decent breeze, but they had to 
cancel in the end when the wind died. 

The forecast for Monday, Labor Day, was for more rain, 
possible thunder storms, but a 5-10 knot breeze SE. At 
race time there was only a hint of wind, and a few masters 
packed it in while the rest of us rigged. By the time we left 
the mooring the wind had come up, and by start time we 
had the forecast 5-10. Again I was trapped above the start- 
ing line and had to head up, tack, bear off, and jibe as the 
starting signal went off. I quickly ducked behind the line to 
start, but there I was, again, dead last. 

But this is Deep Creek and there's always hope. I tacked 
onto port to get clean air, and by the first mark 1 was back 
up in the middle of the fleet. Since my new crew was 
inexperienced, I flew the spinnaker and I was amazed to 
round in third place. We battled Silverman and Rissell for 
the rest of the race, only to be nipped out by Silverman at 
the finish... but 1 beat by old nemesis Rissell. In the last 
downwind leg our spinnaker never cracked; that's the first 
time I can ever remember that happening; the wind was that 
steady. In spite of finishing out of the money for both races, 
we somehow got a trophy for fourth place! 

Joanie and Lee Coraor are my stringers in the Gold 
Fleet, and here's Joanie's report: 

"Having done poorly during the first two races, we had 
the thrill and privilege of watching the top three battle it out 
from our fourth place position the entire last race. Palmer 
was ahead through the last leeward mark, but by the time 
we neared the finish line, she had fallen back to third. Close 
to the end, Meredith and Palmer went to the right, thinking 
that the pin end was favored Gauthier and I stayed left and 
caught a big wind shift to our advantage. Gauthier ¢hded 
up winning, with Meredith coming in second and Palmer, 
third. Both Palmer and Gauthier ended up with five points, 
since Palmer had two firsts, she won the tie-breaker. 

"The end of the race was exciting for Lee and me. Palmer 
and | were on a collision course heading up to the line, with 
her being on starboard and me on port. In order to not foul 
her, I tacked in front of her onto starboard. She then pushed 
me to the line, preventing me from being able to squeeze in 
between her and the committee boat at the finish. After the 
race, she told me that I should have luffed her up when | 
was underneath her on starboard. That would have forced 
her to tack off, leaving an opportunity for me to cover her 
to the line. The next time | am in that position, I will know 
what to do! Palmer mentioned at the awards ceremony that 
that race was one of the most exciting ones she's been in! 
The final lineup in the Gold Fleet was: Palmer, Gauthier, 
Meredith, and Buffington." 

The final race of the season will be this Saturday. It's 
called the Magellan Race since it goes all around the known 
world.

Deer Archery 
Hunting Season 
Opens Friday 


Archery hunting for deer 
will open this Friday, Sept. 
7, and will continue through 
January 31, 2013. 

“Archery hunting contin- 
ues to be an effective part of 
our deer management plan in 
Maryland,” said Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources Deer Project leader 
Brian Eyler. “Archers us- 
ing both vertical bows and 
crossbows now account for 
over 25 percent of the total 
annual deer harvest in the 
state.” 

New this year, there is a 
statewide bag limit for ant- 
lered white-tailed deer. The 
statewide bag limit is three 
antlered deer. One antlered 
deer may be taken in each 
of the weapon seasons in 
Regions A and B combined. 

“That means, one ant- 
lered deer in archery season, 
one in muzzleloader season, 
and one in modern firearms 
season, with a bonus ant- 
lered deer available for hunt- 
ers in Region B only,” said 
Fyler. 

Region A consists of: Gar- 
rett and Allegany counties 
and the western half of Wash- 
ington County, while Region 
B includes eastern Washing- 
ton County and the remain- 
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In Region B, the bonus 
antlered deer may be taken 
in any one of the weapon sea- 
sons. However, before taking 
a bonus antlered deer, hunters 
must first purchase a Bonus 
Antlered Deer Stamp and

during any weapon season in 
Region B 

Sika deer archery season 
will also be open from Fri- 
day through January 31 in 
Caroline, Dorchester, Som- 
erset, Talbot, Wicomico, and 
Worcester counties. 

Hunters should consider 
deer taken with a straight- 
limb bow, recurve bow, or 
compound bow as taken with 
a vertical bow when checking 
in a deer taken with archery 
equipment. Deer taken witha 
crossbow should be recorded 
as such. This will allow DNR 
biologists to continue to mon- 
itor the influence crossbows 
are having on Maryland's 
deer harvest. 





A number of Sundays 
will be open to bow hunting 
on private land during the 
2012-2013 hunting season, 
varying by county. Hunt- 
ers are advised to refer to 
the 2012-2013 Maryland 
Guide to Huntmg and Trap- 
ping or visit DNR online for 
a complete listing of Sun- 
day bow hunting opportu- 
nities. 

Hunters are urged by DNR 
officials to carefully inspect 
all tree stands before using 
them. A full-body safety har- 
ness should be used while 
climbing into or out of a tree 
stand and while in the stand. 
DNR strongly recommends 
using a sliding knot, com- 
monly known as a prussic 
knot, attached to a line that is 
secured above the stand that 
allows the hunter to be safely 
tethered to the tree as soon as 
one leaves the ground. Per- 
sons may visit the DNR web 
site to see more information 
on tree stand safety and view 
a video at http://www.dnr. 
maryland.gov/huntersguide/ 
ts.asp. 

Complete bag limits, sea- 
son dates, deer registration 
procedures, and bow hunt- 
ing regulations can be found 
on the DNR web site, www. 
dnr.maryland.gov/hunters- 
guide. The 2012-2013 Mary- 
land Guide to Hunting & 
Trapping issued with each 
hunting license also contains 
detailed information about 


all of Maryland's hunting 
seasons. 

Deer hunters are encour- 
aged to donate any extra deer 
they may harvest to the Farm- 
ers and Hunters Feeding the 
Hungry (FHFH) program. 
The program enables hunt- 
ers to take deer to cooperat- 
ing butchers and processors, 
where they can donate them 
free of charge. The deer are 
processed and the venison is 
made available to local food 
banks. Last year over 600,000 
venison meals were provided 
to food banks and feeding 
programs through FHFH.

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An Unmarked Grave No More: 
Closure Found In Salisbury, Pa. 


by Brenda Ruggiero 

Several decades ago, a 
seed of curiosity was planted 
that grew into a journey 
of discovery for Suzanne 
Jewett of Springfield, Va. 
The quest was to learn more 
about her great-grandfather 
and find out where he was 
buried. 

Jewett's research involved 
going through Census re- 
cords and vital records, post- 
ing on genealogy forums, 
a trip to Ellis Island, a trip 
to the Maryland Archives 
m Annapolis, a trip to Jen- 
nings, numerous phone calls 
to funeral homes and librar- 
ies, and finally to an un- 
marked grave in Salisbury, 
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The Journey Begins... 

“1 remember sitting out- 
side with my dad one eve- 
ning back in the early 1980s 
and asking him about his 
family,” Jewett said. "After 
he told me what he knew 
about his grandfather, he 
said that he wished he knew 
more. My dad got me think- 
ing the same thing - | wish 
I knew more. My search be- 
gan with my curiosity about 
a man who would leave 
his family and country for 
America in hopes of. mak- 
ing a better life for himself 
and his family. I wanted to 
know more about him, find 
where he was buried, and 
pay him the respect that he 
deserved.”

Jewett noted that the fam- 
ily knew very little about 
her great-grandfather, Mi- 
haly "Mike" Strobak, since 
he died a few years after 
arriving in the United States. 
They did know that he came 
over from Slovakia in the 
early 1900s and worked 
for a lumber company. It 
was thought that he died of 
pneumonia or tuberculosis 
and was buried somewhere 
near Cumberland. 

Information Learned 

The following informa- 
tion is what Jewett was able 
to discover: 

Mihaly Strobak was born 
in the winter of 1871 in the 
village of Csorba in Austria- 
Hungary (today known as 
Slovakia and the village of 
Strba). 

"On June 8, 1905, at age 
34, Mihaly sailed on the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
from Bremen, Germany, aa 
a steerage passénger along 
with a cousin and her moth- 
er," Jewett said. "Together 
they had $70 when they set 
foot on the ship.” 

The ship arrived at Ellis 
Island on June 28, 1905, 
and from there the three of 


them went to Johnstown, 
Pa., where his cousin's mar- 
ried sister lived 

"Soon after his arrival, 
Mihaly and other Austrio- 
Hungarians were hired to 
work at the Jennings Broth- 
ers Lumbe1 Company,” 
Jewett said. "According to 
the notes my dad had wrtt- 
ten, my great-grandfather 
worked as an estimator for 
the lumber company. He 
would decide which trees 
were to be cut and estimated 
the board feet.” 

Around 1908, Mihaly 
contracted consumption (tu- 
berculosis), but continued 
working at the lumber com- 
pany 

On March 8, 1910, Mi- 
haly's wife Mary and his 
son Paul arrived at Ellis Is- 
land. On the ship manifest, 
it shows that they were go- 
ing to meet him in Jennings. 

In the 1910 United States 
Census for District 3 in Gar- 
rett County, Mihaly, Mary, 
and Paul are listed as living 
with nine other residents. At 
this time, the family name 
was spelled Sterback. 

Mihaly continued to bat- 
tle consumption and died 


on January 22, 1911, at the 
age of 39. He was buried in 
an unmarked grave in the 
IOOF Cemetery in West 
Salisbury, Pa. 

After Mihaly died, Mary 
and Paul moved to Con- 
ueclicul. 

A Step-By-Step Process 

Jewett noted that the 
first step in her research 
involved using the infor- 
mation that her father and 
two aunts knew of their 
grandfather, and finding the 
1905 ship manifest listing 
her great-grandfather and 
the 1910 ship manifest list- 
ing her great-grandmother 
and grandfather, which then 
helped her to trace where 
her great-grandfather came 
from, where he went after 
arriving in America, and 
where he and his family 
settled. 

“For one of my Mother's 
Day gifts, my daughter Cyn- 
thia and her daughter Emily 
treated me to a trp to Ellis 
Island to help me further my 
research,” Jewett continued. 
“Every American who has 
an ancestor who came in 
through Ellis Island should 
make that trip. It gives you 
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a greater appreciation of the 
contribution that all these 
immigrants made to the 
United States, and it is very 
humbling. 

“As we entered the main 
hall, we were met with over- 
whelming emotion. We truly 
felt the energy from the past 
We looked over at each oth- 
er and we both had tears. 
We weren't expecting the 
emotional impact from just 
entering that room. This is 
where my great-grandfather, 
my great-grandmother, my 
grandfather, and great aunt 
walked through and began a 
new life.” 

From there, Jewett used 
ship manifests to discover 
where her grandfather went 
next. 

"My next break came 
when I found online in the 
Maryland Vital Records my 
great-grandfather's death 


The annual meeting of the 


date and the microfilm num- 
ber,” she said. "My friend 
Barbara Crowell and I took 
a day trip to the Maryland 
State Archive Records in 
Annapolis. Here I was able 
to touch the original death 
certificate and get a copy, 
which provided the infor- 
mation of where he was 
buried and who the under- 
takers were. I now had con- 
firmation that he died in

Jennings and was buried in 
West Salisbury, Pa. But I did 
not know which cemetery.” 
When she returned from 
this trip, Jewett made posts 
on several genealogy forums 
concerning the information 
she had from the death cer- 
tificate and asked for sug- 
gestions of how to find the 
cemetery where her great- 
grandfather was buried.

"One person from the fo- 
rum suggested I contact the 
Meyersdale Public Library 
and see if they could find his 
obituary," she said. "Cynthia 
Mason of the Meyersdale 
Public Library in Meyers- 
dale, Pa., found my great- 
grandfather's obituary in The 
Republican newspaper dated 
January 26, 1911. In the 
obituary, it mentioned that 
he worked for the Jennings 
Brothers Lumber Company 
and was buried at the IOOF 
Cemetery. The service was 
officiated by the Rev. L.P. 
Young of Salisbury. 

After several months of 
calling funeral homes and 
cemeteries, Jewett was led 
to Ardi Deal, who works 
for the Elk Lick Township 
in Salisbury. It just so hap- 
pened that Deal's daugh- 
ter Katie was working on a 
community service project 
as part of her high school 
senior year that involved re- 
cording all the headstones in 
the IOOF Cemetery in West 
Salisbury. 

"I called Ardi and ex- 
plained what I was research- 
ing, and she said that my 
phone call was such a co- 
incidence since she was 
so familiar with the IOOF 
Cemetery and had its re- 
cords,” Jewett said. "She 
contacted me a couple days 
later and said that she had 
found my great-grandfather 
and that he was placed in an 
unmarked grave.” 

Jewett was told by Peggy 
Thomas, treasurer for the 
Cemetery Association, that 
Mihaly's wife Mary pur- 
chased four burial plots. 
At that time, people would 
place field stones at the buri- 
al place with plans to place 
a marker later. As time went 
on, the field stones often 
got accidently moved. This 
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is a possible reason for the 
unmarked grave. 
Learning More 

Jewett and her husband 
Bob have made two trips to 
Garrett County to visit and 
learn about the area and the 
time period in which her 
great-grandfather lived. 

"We have come across 
some wonderful people in 
Garrett County and in Salis- 
bury, Pa., who have helped 
us with my research,” she 
said. "I owe much gratitude 
to these people who were 
willing to take the time to 
talk with me about the his- 
tory of the area, open up 
a small Lutheran church 
so I could walk in it, and 
walk me up to see the ru- 
ins of the old sawmill in 
Jennings.” 

Jewett was able to glean 
some information about 
what her great-grandfather's 
life was like in Garrett Coun- 
ty in the early 1900s by talk- 
ing with local historian Jack 
M. Caruthers in Grantsville 
and Harry Handwerk, a resi- 
dent of Jennings. She noted 
that The Casselman Chronicle 
has also been a great source 
of information. 

"In 1899, the Jennings 
brothers, Cortez and Bish- 
op, bought a large parcel of 
timberland near Meadow 
Mountain in Garrett Coun- 
ty," Jewett said. "With the 
enormous hemlock trees, 
maples, red caks, and white 
pine trees, the Jennings 
brothers were able to build 
their lumber company and 
construct a large band saw- 
mill. Railroad lines were 
laid, the band sawmill was 
built, loggers were hired, 
and this area became known 
as Jennings." 

According to Jewett, 
many immigrants from 
Austria-Hungary were hired 
because they were excel- 
lent loggers. This included 
her great-grandfather. She 


College 


noted that the loggers and 
sawmill workers worked six 
days a week, no matter what 
the weather was like. How- 
ever, they had Sundays and 
holidays off. Children over 
14 years of age were also 
employed. 

"To get an idea of the life 
my great-grandfather had in 
Garrett County, I asked Mr. 
Caruthers how the Jennings 
brothers treated their em- 
ployees,” Jewett said. "Ac- 
cording to him, the Jennings 
brothers were fair employers 
and ahead of their time in 
their treatment of workers. 
They provided a school for 
the children, two churches 
(Methodist and Lutheran), 
a store, a post office, houses 
for the workers, and a hotel. 
They paid their employees 
good wages, charged rea- 
sonable rent, and also pro- 
vided a doctor to care for 
them." 

Caruthers noted that the 
Austrian-Hungarians grew 
their own gardens and raised 
their own livestock. Some 
of the locals thought they 
cooked some strange meals. 
Everyone had something to 
do, and they worked hard 
and enjoyed socializing with 
each other. The post office 
was a good meeting spot to 
make plans for time off, and 
church played an important 
role in their lives. 

“After meeting with Mr 
Caruthers, my husband and 
I drove the short distance 
to Jennings,” Jewett said. 
"It was good to know the 
history of Jennings before 
entering the town. If you 
weren't a local to the area, 
you would never guess that 
this town has historical val- 
ue.” 

The couple was pleased 
to visit with some of the 
residents there, including 
Harry Handwerk, who of- 
fered insight into how life 
was in the town. 

"He showed us where the 
company houses were and 
where the band sawmill was 
located," Jewett said. "Other 
residents showed us where 
the post office and compa- 
ny store were located. One 
resident opened up the Jen- 
nings Lutheran Church so 
thai 1 could see inside. The 
stone work on this church 
is exceptional. The funeral 
service for my great-grand- 
father was probably held in 
that church." 

As the couple chat- 
ted with Handwerk, they 
learned that his grandfather 
had lived in Jennings when 
the lumbering business was 
booming. 

"He asked me what my 
great-grandfather's name

was," Jewett said. "I said 
that he probably wouldn't 
recognize the name since 
my great-grandfather wasn't 
here in Jennings very long 
I told him the last name 
was Sterback. He slowed 
his pace and said that the 
name seemed familiar. As 
we got to the top of the hill, 
my husband mentioned that 
my great-grandfather died 
of consumption and that 
his first name was Michael 
Harry looked at us and said, 
‘Mike.’ Harry then related a 
story to us that his dad told 
him.” 

When his dad was around 
10 years old, he saw a group 
of men sitting around in a 
room and one of the men in 
the group looked very sickly 
A young inan said, "Mike, 
you don't look so good. The 
spook is going to come and 
get you and take you down 
the river." 

"The term 'spook' referred 
to the undertaker, and down 
the river was the Casselman 
River, which flows from Jen 
nings to West Salisbury,” 
Jewett explained. "1 found 
a picture in The Casselman 
Chronicle of the undertak- 
ers who signed my great- 
grandfather's death certifi- 
cate. You could sav this ts 
a sad story because it tells 
about a young man making 
fun of my dying great-grand- 
father. 1 think it is a good 
story because it shows my 
great-grandfather was still 
socializing with his friends 
even though he was very 
il." 

Jewett noted that she 
doesn't have any photos of 
Mihaly. However, she has 
been contacting relatives 
who don't know her in hopes 
that they may have a photo 
to share 

"Fortunately, the Grants- 
ville Museum has accu- 
mulated some of the Leo 
Beachy photographs of the 
loggers in Jennings from 
that time period,” she noted. 
"I'd like to think that one of 
the loggers in those photos 
is possibly my great-grand- 
father. The loggers looked 
proud to be living in a coun- 
try where they were free 
men and were judged solely 
by the work they could do.” 

Jewett noted that even 
though her great-grandfather 


wasn't able to enjoy a long 
life in the United States, she 
feels much better knowing 
that he had a good life in 
Jennings. 

"He had a respected job, 
a good home, friends who 
cared about him, and the 
love of his wife and family," 
she said. "He worked hard to 
bring his family to America 
and he brought them here at 
a time when Austria-Hun- 
garv was in turmoil before 
World War I began.” 

Finding Closure 

In the fall of 2011, Jewett 
and her husband were finally 
able to see where Mihaly 
was buried. 

"We knew before we went 
on this trip that my great- 
grandfather was going to 
finally have a marker on his 
grave," she said. "Jack Ca- 
ruthers had recommended 
Tn-State Memorial in Pied- 
mont, W.Va., to make the 
marker, and we worked with 
Marsha Swauger in Grants- 
ville to find the right head- 
stone. Her daughter worked 
with us on how we wanted 
the design and wording set 
up. We told her that it wasn't 
a rush since my great-grand- 
father had already waited 
100 years." 

Arrangements were made 
to have the headstone placed 
in June of this year. 

"My husband and I drove 
up the following week and

paid our respects to my 
great-grandfather,” Jewett 
said. "The headstone for my 
great-grandfather is a mark- 
er to him to let him know 
that we do appreciate what 
he did for his descendants. 
He is no longer lost. Mihaly 
‘Mike’ Strobak did give us a 
better life, and hopefully his 
headstone will remind all 
of us that we need to take 
the time to look up and say 
thank vou to our ancestors. 
We are who we are because 
of them!" 


Jewett explained that 
finding her great-grandfa- 
ther has been a long journey 
for her, and she is glad that 
she was able to tell her dad 
before he died last year that 
she had found his grandfa- 
ther. 

"1 do wish 1 could have 
taken my dad to see the 
beautiful place where his 
grandfather is buried," she 
said."He got me started on 
this journey and it turned 
out beautifully. Such a gift 
and a blessing to me and

a great choice in coming 
to Garrett County. My 
family and I will be back 
to enjoy talking with the 
friendly residents, eating the 
good food, and to stop by 
to see my great-grandfather 
and tell him again, 'Thank

NANOTECHNOLOGY INSIDE THE BODY 
Part 10

Q. I've heard that there are now monitoring devices of in- 
credibly small size that fit inside your body. Is that anything 
like the cancer treatments using nanoparticles? 

A. The miniaturization of medical devices is also an 
active area of research, and it's a form of nanotechnology 
that uses silicon chips; but it's not the same thing as deliver- 
ing and manipulating medicines that work at the molecular 
level. 

There are various health issues that can be ameliorated if 
detection and transmission of information happens swiftly. 
For that reason, some people wear monitoring equipment 
that sends a signal whenever something is wrong. One fa- 
miliar example of this is a hearing aid; another example is 
a pacemaker. Assorted other monitoring devices are gradu- 
ally entering mainstream medicine. 

The way. a pacemaker works is a good example of the 
principle: It monitors electrical signals from the heart, and 
when it detects a faulty signal, it sends a correcting signal 
back to the heart to keep it beating correctly. In general, any 
control system is a combination of a sensor, plus a circuit 
that analyzes data and makes a decision, plus an actuator 
that carries out that decision. 

Such devices used to be big and bulky, with wires hang- 
ing off, clearly obtrusive and awkward for the patient. 
Things have gotten much better over recent decades. A 
hearing aid is now a srgall device that fits right over an ear; 
pacemakers are surgically inserted inside a person's chest, 
totally invisible to others. The list goes on. 

As electronic circuits get smaller and able to perform 
more complex functions, from alarm devices to smart 
phones to video games, it makes good sense to apply that

advancing technology to human conditions. Many compa- 
nies are developing tiny devices with great promise. One 
research activity. focuses on an implantable sensor the size 
of a grain of rice that monitors the tremors of Parkinson's 
disease. 

A large monitoring device has the psychological disad- 
vantage that it reminds patients that they're ill, and hence 
many patients tend not ta wear them — unless there's a tru- 
ly critical health issue. A device that is user-friendly, very 
small, and unobizusive will gain patient acceptance more 
quickly. A medical monitor that's embedded in a wristwatch 
or sewn into clothing is no trouble at all. 

Of course, any such device needs electrical power, and 
that has to come from somewhere. Batteries — even re- 
chargeable ones — are always a nuisance. Research is pro- 
ceeding toward the use of ultracapacitors, which don't wear 
out when charged over and over again. Ultracapacitors are 
very convenient: They can be recharged almost instanta- 
neously via a tap to a charging unit. However, unlike a 
battery, the voltage from an ultracapacitor isn't constant, 
but drops steadily. Therefore, the circuit design has to com- 
pensate for that deficiency. 

The challenge is primarily one of electrical engineering. 
It's a series of trade-offs in electronic design to make a de- 
vice that works reliably and meets the medical objective. 
Fortunately, circuit miniaturization keeps offering more 
choices to enhance performance. 

Just as with the development of any medicine, monitor- 
ing devices have to go through a period of tests and clinical 
trials before they're approved by government agencies for 
sale to the public. Therefore, microtechnology will be much 
slower in coming to medical electronic devices compared 
to video games of consumer products 

What is fascinating to dream about is the combination 
of a nano-sensor with an actuator that dispenses a precise 
dose of medicine in exactly the right spot within a patient's 
body, where the medicine is pre-stored in a chamber but 
only dispensed on command. How far offi m the future is 
that? Who knows? Medical researchers have surprised us 
again and again

Strife and struggle are 
part of life. Although we 
sometimes wish tor a life 
free of struggle, strife and 
struggle give life its zest. 
The Bible is full of good 
men and women who 
struggled mightily with 
evil, and conflict is what 
makes many of the Bible's 
stories so gripping. But, we 
should remember that the 
external conflict that is part 
and parcel of these struggles 
is only half of the story. 
There is almost always 
some internal strife or 
struggle that must be dealt 


with. David struggled with his enemies, but what makes 
him a real hero is his struggle with himself Even Jesus 
was faced with this internal struggle, as we see Him 
struggling with himself in the garden of Gethsemane, and 
later on the cross. Some of the Bible's greatest strivers 
even struggle with God. Consider the boldness of Job, 
who dares to call God to account for his suffering, 
referring to God as his adversary: "He has torn me in his 
wrath and hated me; he has gnashed his teeth at me; my 
adversary sharpens his eyes against me." (Job 16: 9) 
Strong words, though one wonders if even harsher words 
were exchanged between Jacob and God during their 
night-long wrestling match in the desert (Genesis 32). 
Many of the Bible's heroes struggled with God, and we 
should remember that a life without struggle would be 
vapid. It is far better to embrace the struggle, and 
especially to attack the negativity within ourselves.

epid tunes, sultry songs, shat- 

tered dreams and dreams 
come true. That's right, it’s that 
time of year again: the season for 
musical competition. The talent 
searches are on across the 
nation, seeking out superstar 
wanna-bes and wanna-won'ts to 
belt out their tunes in front of 
televised audiences. 

Where once “American Idol” 
ruled the roost, there are now two 
more shows battling it out for the 
top spot amongst vocal talent 
searches. NBC is launching the 
third season of “The Voice” on 
Monday, Sept. 10, followed closely 
by the second season premiere of 
rival series “The X Factor” (former 
“American Idol” judge Simon 
Cowell's baby), which debuts 
Wednesday, Sept. 12, on Fox. 

With the addition of Britney 
Spears to the judging panel on 
“The X Factor,” and the return of 
Christina Aguilera for a third sea- 
son as a coach on “The Voice,” 
much is being made of the one- 
time pop princesses going head- 
to-head. 

It seems, though, that despite 
their respective shows being in 
competition, the performers 
remain supportive of each other. 
"| came up with Britney,” said 
Aguilera while promoting “The 
Voice,” referring to the time they 
spent together in Disney's “The 
Mickey Mouse Club.” “! welcome 
her to this family ° 

With the field becoming more 
crowded, and with the rival 
shows all attracting top-tier tal- 
ent, “The Voice's” format is what 
helps it stand out. In a departure 


from the successful formula 
established by the competition, 
the celebrity coaches in “The 
Voice” don't just judge perfor- 
mances and offer off-the-cuff 
advice; they also act as coaches, 
assembling teams of talented 
hopefuls who they mentor in the 
hope that a member of their 
hand-picked team will go on to 
be named the winner. 

Competing against Aguilera 
are Maroon 5 front man Adam 
Levine, country superstar Blake 
Shelton and rapping sensation 
Cee Lo Green. And in what's 
become something of an anomaly 
among talent-search shows, “The 
Voice’s” slate of celebrity talent 
has remained consistent through 
all three seasons. 

The first phase of the competi- 
tion begins with blind auditions. 
It's from this auditioning process 
that the show takes its name; the 
four celebrity coaches have their 
backs turned to the hopefuls who 
are trying out for a spot in the 
competition. The coaches are 
each assembling a team of 12 
amateur artists, and the only cri- 
teria that they have from which 
to pick the members of their 
team is their vocal talents. Image 
means nothing at this stage of 
the competition -- it's all about 
the voice. 

Once each coach has a team of 
12, they work with their hand- 
picked teams as the field is whit- 
tled down to six before the live 
round begins. 

Over on Fox, “The X Factor” 
gets its start just a few days after 
“The Voice.” The rival show was 
created by former “American Idol” 
judge Cowell, who was looking 
for more creative control than the

But Spears isn’t the only new 
face on “The X Factor.”

¢ On Sept. 13, 1814, Francis Scott 
Key pens a poem, which is later set 
to the music of a popular English 
drinking tune called "To Anacreon 
in Heaven" In 1931 the song 
becomes America's national 
anthem, “The Star-Spangled 
Banner." ¢ On Sept. 10, 1897, a 25- 
year-old London taxi driver named 
George Smith becomes the first 
person ever arrested for drunk 
driving. A true breath test didn't 
come along until 1931 with a device 
called the Drunkometer It involved 
a blow-up balloon and a tube filled 
with a purple fluid (potassium 
permanganate and sulfuric acid).

Registration of men between the 
ages of 21 and 36 began exactly one 
month later. There were some 20 
million eligible young men -- 50 
percent were rejected in the first 
year for health reasons or illiteracy 

¢ On Sept. 12, 1953, Massachusetts 
Sen. John F. Kennedy, the future 
35th president of the United States, 
marries Jacqueline Bouvier in 
Newport, R.I. Seven years later, the 
couple would become the youngest 
president and first lady in American 
history.

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"Camp Mountain Magic" Held To 
Assist Children In School. Transition 


With the coordination 
and support of numerous 
members of the Garrett 
County community, this 
fall's transition to Yough 
Glades Elementary School 
was eased for special edu- 
cation students who spent 
time in the self-contained 
classrooms at Dennett Road 
Elementary School. Dennett 
Road was closed at the end 
of the school year this past 
spring 

The first Camp Mountain 
Magic was held this sum- 
mer beginning in June at the 
children's former Dennett 
Road classrooms, following 
up in July and August at the 
newly organized facilities at 
Yough Glades. Donations 
from various businesses and 
organizations made possible 
one four-day week of daily 
instruction and recreation 
each summer month for 11 
special education students. 

One special education 
teacher, a speech therapist, 
and four teaching assistants, 
along with parents, siblings 
and community volunteers, 
worked each day to pro- 
vide a familiar, safe, and 
structured environment for 


the students, who typically 
receive services over the sum- 
mer to help maintain skills 
gained throughout the school 
year. 

Each week was organized 
around the students’ existing 
school-day structure, with 
the addition of a special 
activity and/or communi- 
ty guest each day. In June, 
the students were visited 
by Oakland Volunteer Fire 
Department personnel, who 
provided a tour of the lad- 
der truck. A portable petting 
zoo, courtesy of Sunnyside 
Wools, came to the school, 
and local speech- language 
pathologist Dr. B.J. Galla- 
gher engaged the students in 
literacy-enhancing crafts.

The Savage River Water- 
shed Association (SRWA) 
will hold its regular meeting 
at the Appalachian Labora- 
tory in Frostburg on Thurs- 
day, Sept 20, at 7 p.m. The 
guest speaker will be Michael 
Kashiwagi of the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR), who will 
provide a PowerPoint pre- 
sentation titled "Data Man- 
agement for the Maryland 
Marcellus Coalition (MMC) 
Program.” The public is wel- 
come to attend. 

Kashiwag explains that 
in 2012 the Maryland Mar- 
cellus Coalition (MMC) 
was formed to organize and 
centralize volunteer stream 
monitoring efforts in west- 
ern Maryland in advance of 
Marcellus shale natural gas 
development. This volunteer 
data will be used in conjunc- 
tion with Maryland DNR 
monitoring efforts to establish 
baseline water quality cond1- 
tions in streams across this 
region. 

Volunteers have been col- 
lecting weekly water chemis- 
try data (conductivity, total 
dissolved solids, temperature, 
pH) from designated stream 
reaches. Kashiwagi will pro- 
vide detailed intormation 
on how that volunteer water 
chemistry data are managed, 
checked for quality assurance, 
and distributed to the wider 
public. 

Kashiwagi is a DNR bi- 
ologist originally from Mont- 
gomery County, who has 
been working for the agency 
for the past five years. He 
is the data manager for the 
Maryland Biological Stream 
Survey. Prior to returning 
to Maryland, he worked 
for the Massachusetts Di- 
vision of Fish and Game 
conducting fisheries research 
on watershed community 
models. 

He holds a master's degree 
in wildlife and fisheries sci- 
ence from Mississippi State 
University.

Consider These 
Financial Gifts for 
Your Grandchildren 


National Grandparents Day is celebrated 
on September 9. If you’re a grandparent 
yourself, you already know the pleasures of 
having grandchildren in your life. So you 
may want to take this occasion to think of 
ways you can help those grandchildren get 
the most out of their lives. 

Perhaps the most valuable thing you 
could give to your grandkids is the gift of 
education. Consider this: Over a lifetime, 
college graduates earn, on average, about $1 
million more than those without a degree, 
according to the Census Bureau. So, putting 
money toward your grandchildren’s college 
education is probably a pretty good 
investment. 

Furthermore, your grandchildren may 
well need the help, because college is 
expensive and costs continue to rise. 
Consequently, you may want to contribute to 
a 529 plan. You have several options for how 
the money can be invested, and contribution 
limits are quite high. All withdrawals are free 
from federal income taxes, provided the 
money is used for qualified college expenses. 
(Keep in mind, though, that other 
withdrawals will be taxable and possibly 
subject to penalties.) Plus, if you invest in 
your own state’s 529 plan, your contributions 
may be deductible on your state income 
taxes. 

If you name one grandchild as a 
beneficiary of a 529 plan, and that grandchild 
decides not to go to college, you can switch 
the account to another grandchild — in other 
words, you maintain control of the money for 
the life of the account. 

Of course, despite its economic benefits, 
college is not for everyone. So if you wanted

to provide financial help to a grandchild who 
seems likely to choose a different route in life, 
what you could do? 

One possibility 1s to set up a custodial 
account, often known as an UGMA (Uniform 
Gift to Minors Act) or an UTMA (Uniform 
Transfer to Minors Act). You can fund an 
UGMA or UTMA with many different types of 
investments, but the use of the money is 
entirely up to your grandchildren when they 
reach the age of majority in whatever state in 
which they live. In other words, if your 
granddaughter decides, at age 18, to buy a 
motorcycle and zip around Europe, all you can 
do is wish her “good luck.” But if your reason 
for funding an UTMA or UGMA is simply to 
provide a gift with no strings attached, then you 
might not be concerned with how the money is 
used. 

On the other hand, if you want to give your 
grandchildren a financial gift, but you do want 
to retain control over how the funds are used, 
you may want to speak to your legal advisor 
about your options. 

One possibility is to set up an irrevocable 
trust. You can fund this trust with either cash or 
securities, and you specify when the funds can 
be used. So, for example, you can direct the 
trust to pay your grandchild a certain amount of 
money at one age, with another installment 
coming several years later. Keep in mind, 
though, that trusts are complex instruments and 
may have tax considerations, so, in addition to 
consulting with an attorney, you'll want to 
discuss your plans with your tax advisor. 

In any case, use Grandparents Day as an 
opportunity to consider the ways in which you 
can give something to the grandchildren who 
give so much to you.

"Gearing Up" For General Election 


Director Steve Fratz, Gar- 
rett County Board of Elec- 
tions, presented an update 
report to the county commis- 
sioners last Tuesday during 
their regular public meeting 

"We're gearing up and are 
in full swing at the office,” 
Fratz said about preparing 
for the presidential general 
election. 

Early voting is sched- 
uled for Saturday, Oct. 27, 
through Thursday, Nov. 1, 
at the Oakland Community 
Center. Polls will be open on 
Saturday, Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday 
from 10a.m.to8p.m., andon 
Sunday from noon to 6 p.m. 

On election day, Nov. 6, 
polling sites throughout the 
county will be open from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Fratz noted there are cur- 
rently 18,343 active Garrett 
County voters. 

"That is an all time high," 
he said. "That will probably 
climb a couple hundred more 
before we hit the general elec- 
tion.” 

Voter registration willclose 
at board of elections offices 
in Maryland on Wednesday, 
Oct. 16. Residents will still 
be able to submit an applica- 
tion using Maryland's new 


Online Voter Registration 
(OLVR) system before 9 p.m 
on Oct. 16. The state board of 
elections office implemented 
OLVR about four weeks ago. 

"Everything can be done 
now online to register to vote," 
Fratz said. "So farit'shad good 
reviews." 

He noted the system is con- 
nected live with the Maryland 
Motor Vehicle Administra- 
tion, so applicants do not have 
to sign the registration form. 

“As long as their informa- 
tion 1s exactly the same as they 
have it on their driver's license 
through the MVA, it sends it 
right to us, and we register 
them,” Frantz said about the 
applications. 

On the downside, he indi- 
cated, the board of elections 
Office is receiving many du- 
plicate applications — people 
registering online and mailing 
in applications. He noted that 
just for the month of August, 
the office processed 456 ap- 
plications, which is quadruple 
thenumberit usually handles. 

"So, it's working,” Frantz 
said about the new system. 

But he quickly added that 
even though some are dupli- 
cates, his office still has to 
mail out duplicate notification

week's issue. 

Departing entirely trom Deep Creek Lake and Gar- 
rett County, violent events this week in the Middle 
Kast and something that has contributed to their oc- 
currence warrant some comment. Violence has erupt- 
ed at the U.S. embassies in Libya, Egypt, and as of 
today, Yemen, with the clash in Libya resulting in the 
death of U.S. ambassador Chris Stevens and three 
other Americans 

While extremists in these nations are easily pro- 
voked, oftentimes not by any specific action of Ameri- 
cans, it is clear that this week's protests and rioting 
were indeed prompted, at least in part, by the produc- 
tion of a film that disparages the prophet Muhammad. 
A trailer for Innocence of Muslims, a crude and provoca- 
tive anti-Islam film, was posted on YouTube in July 
and later reposted after being translated into Arabic. 
The film portrays Muhammad, believed by Muslims 
to be God's prophet, as a womanizer, a homosexual, 
and a child abuser 

It was initially reported that a person named Sam 
Bacile was responsible for writing and producing the 
film, but further investigation has revealed that this 
is likely a fictitious name, and that the film may have 
been promoted by a small band of Christian extrem- 
ists, among them Terry Jones, the Florida pastor 
whose burning of Qurans previously sparked deadly 
riots in Pakistan and other Muslim nations. 

It ts true that our nation 1s founded upon individual 
rights and freedoms, including treedom of speech, of 
expression, and of the press. One can easily argue that 
such freedoms are among our most precious posses- 
sions, and the U.S. federal government should never, 
ever forgo them based upon the religion, desires, and 
actions of citizens of any other nation. 

With that said, however, it is clear that with such 
freedom comes responsibility and, in certain cases, 
there are legal penalties that can be levied for irre- 
sponsible use of our freedoms. The classic case would 
be the law against screaming "Fire!" in a crowded au- 
ditorium. The obvious reason for there being such a 
law is that use of one's freedom in this manner would 
likely result in personal injury, and perhaps death, of 
innocent people. 

Well, Ambassador Stevens is now dead, as are 
three other Americans, not by anything they did or 
did not do. No doubt many other Americans are now 
at greater risk of harm, including every single soldier 
now serving anywhere in the Middle East, because of 
the stupid, irresponsible acts of one or more idiots. 

"Sam Bacile,” whoever he is, released some kind of 
statement about "how bad" he felt about the deaths of 
these Americans, but added something like, "but their 
blood 1s not on my hands.” This writer begs to differ 
Even though extremist murdeiers on the other side of 
the world actually carried out the dastardly deed, the 
innocent blood of at least tour Americans is literally 
dripping off each one of "Sam's" fingers.

Think about it - the re- 
quirement for fire sprinkler 
systems that was added to the 
model codes was fought for 
largely by members of the fire 
service who have nothing to 
gain from this measure except 
a higher level of safety to resi- 
dents and firefighters called to 
a structure fire.

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Local Soldier. Describes Civil War. 
Battle Of Harpers Ferry In Letter. 


Fought on September 14, 
1862 - 150 years ago this 
Friday - the Battle of South 
Mountain was a critical turn- 
ing point in the American 
Civil War. The Union victo- 
ries at South Mountain and 
Antietam (fought three days 
later) led President Abraham 
Lincoln to issue the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation. 

Simultaneous to the Bat- 
tle of South Mountain was 
the Battle of Harpers Ferry, 
waged Sept. 12-15, 1862, as 
part of the Maryland Cam- 
paign. As Gen. Robert E. 
Lee's Confederate army in- 
vaded Maryland, a portion 
of his army under Maj. Gen. 
Thomas J. "Stonewall" Jack- 
son surrounded, bombarded, 
and captured the Union gar- 
rison at Harpers Ferry, Vir- 


ginia (now West Virginia), 
a major victory at relatively 
minor cost. 

Col. Dixon S. Miles was 
the Union commander at 
Harpers Ferry, and among his 
troops was Harry E. Friend 
of Garrett County, who was 
serving with the 3rd Regi- 
ment, PHB (Potomac Home 
Brigade). 

Col. Miles insisted on 
keeping most of the troops 
near the town instead of tak- 
ing up commanding positions 
on the surrounding heights. 
The slim defenses of the most 
important position, Maryland 
Heights, first encountered the 
approaching Confederates on 
September 12, but only brief 
skirmishing ensued. Strong 
attacks by two Confederate 
brigades on September 13

near Keyser, W Va. 
The letter shared here, 


Dear wife, 

Through the blessing of God, I again have the pleasure 
of writing to you to let you know that I am alive and well 
at present, although we have had hard times and great ex- 
posure for some time past. I have written two letters to you 
since I have had an answer. I suppose the reason I have not 
received one is because we have been on the move pretty 
much all the time since. 

We left Kearneysville on Friday the 12th and arrived 
at Harpers ferry on the same evening and lay'd on our 
arms until next morning when we was ordered to the Md. 
Heights to the support of the Ist Md. and 126 New York 
.who were then ingaged in fighting the Rebbels. As we as- 
cended the heights, every few rods we met men carrying 
their wounded from the field of Battle which indicated that 
times were pretty hot up there. After arriving we became 
immediately ingaged and for some hours the contest was 
hot on both sides, but our loss was not heavy, as we fought 
part of the time behind breast works. The Rebels say they 
lost 500 in that days fight. We had 2 wounded in our Co. 
But none killed. The Regt. suffered in proportion, the fight- 
ing ceased by degrees, the Rebbels falling back. 

Towards evening they appeared again in great force and 
we were ordered to abandon the place which we done in 
good order, falling back to the Ferry. On next morning 
(Sunday) we went out towards Charleston [now Charles 
Town, W.Va.] on picket and relieved another Regt. We lay 
down quietly until 3 or 4 O'clock when they opened on 
us with shell from 2 batteries concealed in the woods, the 
shells bursting close [to] us in the air. Our batteries opened 
on them immediately. A brisk cannonade was kept up for 
4 short time. When both parties ceased it was shortiy dis- 
covered that the enemy was approaching on our left in large 
force. We were then drawn up in line of Battle to meet 
them. They advanced on us and we had sharp fighting until 
dark. 

Our Regt. lost one Capt., killed, and our major slightly 
wounded. Several privates were killed, wounded, and miss- 
ing. I do not no the exact number yet. We were ordered 
back that night to support a Battery in camp. We lay'd with 
our Guns by our sides on the ground until morning. Be- 
tween sun up and daylight, the Rebels opened on us from 4 
different Batteries, one on the Md. Heights, two on Louden 
Heights, and two in the direction of Charleston (Charles 
Town]. Our Batteries replied with energy and for a short 
time the contest was terrible. You could hear nothing but 
the constant roar of cannon and the whising and burst- 
ing of shot and shell. Our position was a most critical one 
and nothing but the protection of a kind providence saved 
our lives. The air was full of the fragments of the bursting 
shells. Peaces struck all around within a foot or so of me, 
but I cannot say | was atal allarmed for | put my trust in that 
God who has brought me safe thus far and who will still 
continue, I believe to do so as long as I do my duty which 
I intend to do by the grace of God. 

How often | think of the last Sermon I herd Uncle Jacob 
preach, he said if ever a man reeded Religion it was the 
Soldier on the Battle field and how Very true it is. Oh, how 
I would love to be at that protracted (?) meeting, but it is 
impossible. But I expect to get home soon. We think we will 
either be discharged and sent home or be exchanged and go 
home for 30 days and then return to protect the Rail Road. 
(1 forgot to tell you that we was compelled to surrender at 
about 9 O'clock Monday morning. We were cnly about 10 
or 11 thousand strong and they from 75,000 to 100,000.) 
We were Paroled on Monday morning and started on our 
march for this place. We arrived here yesterday evening 
sore and tired. 

Well I must close for 1 have a bad chance (?) to write. 
Give my love to all of the folks up there and write soon. 
Tell them to write also.

How 
are you getting along? You must do the best you can til I 
come home.

Child Safety 
Seat Check To 
Be Conducted 


A child safety seat check 
will be held at Team One 
Auto Mall in Oakland on 
Saturday, Sept. 15, from 11 
a.m. to 2 p.m. The Garrett 
County Health Department 
is hosting the check. 

According to a report from 
the health department, par- 
ents are making five critical, 
but fixable, mistakes when 
using Car seats, as determined 
recently by Safe Kids World- 
wide and the General Motors 
Foundation. 

With a wide range of 
safety features now available 
in both cars and car seats, 
parents are being urged to 
make sure their children are 
properly secured. All are en- 
couraged to do a 15-minute 
at-home annual checkup of 
their children's seats, or take 
advantage of checkup events 
such as this one. 

According to the report, 
73% of car seats are not be- 
ing used correctly. Safe Kids 
analyzed data from more than 
100,000 car seat inspections 
done by certified technicians 
conducted through its Buckle 
Up Program, a national ini- 
tiative established in 1997 
by Safe Kids and supported 
by General Motors and the 
General Motors Foundation 
to keep children and famiiies 
safe in and around cars. Some 
findings proved that progress 
is being made, including that 
98% of children arrived at 
Car seat inspections in the 
back seat and 98% were using 
some type of restraint. 

Yet the data also revealed 
that parents and caregivers do 
lack in some areas of safety. 
Five safety steps every parent 
should take are as follows: 
keep children in rear-facing 
car seats for as long as pos- 
sible, ideally until age 2; select 
the correct seat for the weight, 
height, or age of the child; 
install the car seat tightly ! 
enough by cinching the har- 
ness enough; and know when 
to allow children to ride in the 
front seat. 

"Correctly used child safe- 
ty seats can reduce the risk of 
death by as much as 71%,” 
said Diane Lee, public infor- 
mation officer at the county 
health department "Engi- 
neers are working hard to 
ensure cars and car seats are 
designed to keep kids as safe 
as possible. But it's up to every 
parent to take full advantage 
of these innovations by mak- 
ing sure car seats are used 
and installed correctly. Safe 
Kids and the General Motors 
Foundation are teaming up to 
show them how. 

"It's a good way for par- 
ents and caregivers to get a 
jumpstart on keeping their 
young loved ones safe,” Lee 
said. "Trained child passen- 
ger safety technicians will 
help make sure the youngest 
Garrett County residents and 
visitors are as safe as possible. 
If you can't make the checkup 
event, use the 15 minute 
at-home care seat checkup 
checklist below, and call the 
health department at 301-334- 
7730 or 301-895-3111 if you 
still have questions." 

Motor vehicle crashes are 
a leading cause of death to 
children ages 1 to 13. Ina 
nationwide effort to educate 
parents about the importance 
of car seat safety during Child 
Passenger Safety Week (Sept. 

16-22), Safe Kids and the 
General Motors Foundation 
are asking every parent to 
take 15 minutes for an at- 
home car seat checkup using 
this Safe Kids checklist: 

* Right Seat. The label 
on the car seat will note if 
the seat is appropriate for 
the child's age, weight, and 
height. Car seats have expi- 
ration dates as well, so users 
should check that informa- 
tion as well. 

* Right Place. All children 


should be kept in the back 
seat until they are 13 years 
old. 

* Right Direction A child 
should be kept in a rear-facing 
car seat for as long as possible. 
usually until around age 2 
When he or she outgrows 
the seat, the child can go 
into a forward-facing car 
seat. Parents should be sure 
to attach the top tether after 
tightening and locking the 
seat belt or lower anchors 
The child should continue to 
use a booster seat until he/ 
she properly fits in the seat

Notes From Bittinger

My two daughters in 
Morgantown had a car that 
wouldn't start and needed 
a jump. One friend’s father 
came over and found a verv 
simple problem - a fuse need- 
ed replaced. And that fixed 
it, which saved me some 
money It was not that hard 
for that father to help out 
some friends of his daughter, 
but lots of people can’t bother 
to do much unless they see a 
clear benefit for themselves. 

When my grandfather 
Orval “Pappy” Glotfelty got 
cancer, his family and his 
doctor felt the same way as he 
did. He didn't think he should 
go through a ssive cancer 
Urealinent at yz. It made seise 
to bring him home from the 
hospital where he could be 
surrounded with love from 
his grandchildren and all 
their offspring, and he could 
sleep next to his beloved wife 
Emmarather than ina lonely 
hospital room. And we have 
a beautiful picture of most of 
his grandchildren surround- 
ing him at his death bed. 

But he was front and cen- 
ter of his large and loving 
family. He was able to eat his 
favorite foods - canned black- 
berries with milk and pickled 
green beans, instead of eating 
unappealing hospital meals, 
which are usually not as good 
as home-cooked ones. He 
slept under a beautiful quilt 
made by his wife, daughter, 
and many friends, not just 
regular hospital blankets 

One reason that my spint 
1S more joyful is that 1 got a 
phone call from my young 
est daughter Meredith, and 
she tola a lovely story from 
her life in Morgantown just 
beginning her senior year 
Amazing 

She told me about a walk 
she took down Main Street 
in Morgantown. She saw a 
familiar homeless man, and 
beside him was a half-empty 
package of Oreos. She was 
approaching a bake sale table 
She decided to buy two pep- 
peroni rolls, one for herself 
and one for the homeless 
man. 

When she placed her or- 
der, the person who waited 
on her handed her a whole 
bag of pepperoni rolls at no 
charge. Maybe it was because 
Mere’s attention was still fo- 
cused on the homeless man 
on the ground. She hoped 
she would encounter other 
homeless people with whom 
to share her unexpected large 
supply of real food. Better 
than cookies for a hungry 
person. 

There are many reasons 
why I am bursting with pride 
about my girls, who are al- 
most all grown up. They have 
turned out just as | always 
hoped for. They have very 
kind hearts and are dedicated 
to making the world a better 
place, and their actions match 
their intentions. They have 
many nice, interesting groups 
of frends. They are ail auti- 
ful, and even more important, 
they are very nice. 

Imagine how that home- 
less person on the ground felt 
to look up a see a girl who 
was almost an angel with her 
brilliant blue eyes, blond hair, 
and sweet smile. Few persons 
are willing to make eye con- 
tact with homeless people, let 
alone smile at them. 

1 was delighted to see my 
Meredith walk in early Friday 
evening. She was on a field 
trip with the WVU geography 
department to Cranesville 
Swamp, and she suffered a se- 
vere wasp sting on her ankle. 1 
was glad she wanted to come 
back to Mommy when she 
was hurting. 1 couldn't kiss 
it and just say like when my 
girls were little, “All better 


now.” It was still as painful 
and very swollen the next day 
at noon. 

1 got a dreadful shock 
when I read my church bul- 
letin that came in the mail. 
It said that there would be a 
memorial service for Mary 
Brenneman Frye. She was 
like a second mother to me 
during the spell of serious ill- 
ness of my real mother when 
I stayed with my Pap and 
Nannie Buckle. Sometimes 
we wound down the Ion 
lane to the home of Russe 
and Mary and their sweet 
and kind daughters Carolyn, 
Doris, and Ruth. 

Their farm was wonderful 
to visit, with a hen house full 
of laying hens. I used to love 
to gather their eggs. It felt like 
a treasure hunt to me. Most 
Sunday afternoons we went 
over to watch old great mov- 
ies, like Lassie, Come Home or 
National Velvet. Sometimes 
1 was allowed to venture 
into their pasture and pick 
up the large hooves of their 
white Percheron draft horse. 
He was used to pull the sap 
wagon during maple sugaring 
season 

What a beautiful sight 
that was: old-fashioned, tra- 
ditional sugaring done in the 
same sap wagon as our ances- 
tors used. It yust doesn’t seem 
as wonderful with pipelines 
transporting the sap to a big 
plant to be boiled into syrup 
instead of the fabulous smok- 
ing and steaming with a large 
fire under a large aluminum 
pan. The atmosphere was 
so fragrant and very special 
Then we poured some syrup 
on a bowl of fresh snow, 
which turned into sticky taffy. 
Then we had a taffy pulling 
party, where we pulled and 
worked to turn it into maple 
sugar 

It is wonderful to live in 
the 21st century, and in my 
own memory there are lots 
of thmgs that are exactly as 
it was in the 19th century 
and before. 

Mary’s kitchen had the 
old-fashioned wood cook 
stove. She made a special kind 
of hot chocolate on it with 
a fresh egg and raw cocoa 
powder. 

She was the most wonder- 
ful baker. I sometimes did 
some kneading of a large 
batch of homemade bread 
dough. And wow, her cinna- 
mon rolls were beyond belief. 

They had a large, produc- 
tive vegetable garden edged 
by some beautiful flowers: 
poppies, irises, gladiolus, 
day lilies, and all the flowers 
grown by m andparents, 
such as bachelor's uttons 
and zinnias. I think they even 
hand-milked their last dairy 
cow. | remember it was a 
Guernsey, but I am not sure 
if that is correct. 

And they still used the very 
old SprnghOuse behind the 
house. Also still in use was 
an old-fashioned cast iron 
hand pump, not as a primary 
water source, as they did 
have indoor plumbing. Their 
wallpaper was al close 
to 100 years old. 

She, like my grandmother 
Glotfelty, was an enthusiastic 
rug weaver who used a big 
loom. | probably helped her 
prepare the long strips of 
pieced fabric. I used to own 
several Mary Brenneman 
rugs, but they just disap- 
peared, as did the older ones 
made by my grandmother 
Emma Glotfelty. They were 
probably pretty much worn 
out from usage over many 
decades. 

Well, it was not a great 
weekend for Pittsburgh sports 
fans.

Joseph Scully, a lifelong 
resident of Appalachia, will 
present a program on the 
Appalachian Mountains on 
Monday, Sept. 24, at 7:30 
p.m. in the Folk Meeting 
House, 1711 Springs Road, 
Springs, Pa. 

While Appalachia has 
been one of the most signifi- 
cant regions in the country's 
history, Scully notes that 
these mountains existed for 
nearly 500 million years be- 
fore the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was signed.

THE GIFT OF PETS: STORIES ONLY A VET 
COULD TELL 
by Bruce R. Coston, D.V.M. 
C. 2012, Thomas Dunen Books, $25.95, 302 Pages

People say you're pet is lucky. He has a bed in every 
room — including the one you share with him. She has treats 
whenever she wants, toys are spread everywhere, you have 
collars in all colors, and you always remember to sign your 
pet s name on every greeting card 

Yep, it's Pet Heaven around your house, but really... you 
know who has the bigger blessing. In the new book The 
Gift of Pets by Bruce R Coston, D.V.M., you'll read about 
people, pets, and a vet you won't soon forget 

Like many small-town Minnesota kids, Bruce Coston 
dreamed of someday becoming a veterinarian. He carned 
that dream, and a yearning to work with horses, through 
his high school years until, at age 17, he found a local vet 
with an extreme amount of patience who allowed Coston 
to job-shadow 

A couple of disastrous house calls and a big misunder- 
standing later, Coston, who'd had no experience with cattle 

or horses, realized that working with large animals wasn't 
for him. Dogs and cats, though’ Purrfect 

Today, Coston owns a veterinary clinic in Virginia, where 
he cares for pets and the people who love them and where, 
from both ends of the leash, his chents teach him_ He's 
learned, for example, that children and pets go together, 
but you can't force a love of horseback riding. 

From a certain Mr Johnston, Coston discovered that 
even when a client becomes a pain in one's posterior, it 
doesn't dimmish the love that client has tor his dog. Nor 
does it lessen the pain when the dog dies 

Another client, Mrs. Laughlin, told Coston that “money 
is no object" when it came to her pet's life. Pets are loved, he 
learned, but people don't always fare as well: Her spouse's 
life-saving medicine stretched the bidet “too tight..." 

At Coston's hospital, there are pets that arrive in terrible 
health and some that come for a happy visit. There are 
close calls and triumphant treatments. Walk in the door, 
and you'll hear barking, greetings from the clinic cat, laugh- 
ter, horseplay, and practical jokes. And, like every other 
clinic that deals with birth, death, and what's in between, 
you'll also find sadness and missing friends. 

Cozy. That's the best word I can think of to describe 
The Gift of Pets. You just get a cozy, blanket-and-hot-cocoa 
feeling when you read a book like this. 

Author Coston will make you laugh, yes, but he's like- 
wise respectful. He tells stories of eccentric owners, unique 
pets, and the relatignships they have with one another, then 
he writes about humans who helped his career and critters 
that enhanced it. That makes this book a must-read if you're 
a pet person, but understand that you'll want a tissue handy 
while you're reading it. If you don't have a pet, you'll want 
one of those by "The End." 

From its irresistible cover to the warm, wonderful story 
inside, this is a book to wrap yourself in. But beware: Start 
The Gift of Pets and, well, good luck getting anything else 
done.

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Rabies Vaccination 
Clinics To Be Held 


At Garrett Co. Sites 


The Garrett County Health 
Department has announced 
the third and last series oflow- 
cost rabies clinics for 2012 for 
the vaccination of cats, dogs, 
and ferrets next week at the 
following locations: 

*Grantsville Elementary 
School, Monday, Sept. 17, 
from 5 to 6 p.m. 

«Swanton Community 
Center, Tuesday, Sept. 18, 
from 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Crellin Elementary 
School, Wednesday, Sept. 
19, from 5 to 6 p.m. 

¢Friendsville Elementary 
School, Thursday, Sept. 20, 
from 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Kitzmiller Fire Hall, Fri- 
day, Sept. 21, from 5to6 p.m. 

eGarrett County Health 
Department, Oakland, Sat- 
urday, Sept. 22, from 10 a.m. 
to noon. 

The cost of the vaccination 
is $5 per animal at the clinics. 
County dog and cat licenses 
will be available at each clinic. 

Dogs must be on a leash 
and under the control of a 
responsible individual. Cats 
and ferrets must be brought 
to the clinic in a cage or a 
tightly secured box with air 
holes. If a cage or carrier is 
not available, the cat must 
be carried in a pillowcase or 
suitable cloth sack. 

"Close contact of animals 
at the clinics increases the risk 
of bites or scratches," said a 
Health Department spokesp- 
woman. "Please be prepared 
to restrain and control your 
animals in order to avoid a 
potential incident.” 

Last year Garrett County 
experienced two confirmed 
rabies cases. So far this year, 
four positive cases has been 
laboratory confirmed, three in 
raccoons and one in a skunk, 
according to the Health De- 
partment. 

“The vaccination of dogs 
and cats is one of the most 
critical measures that can 
be taken by pet owners in 
protecting their families and 
themselves from possible 
exposure to the rabies virus," 
the spokeswoman. "Since 
wildlife rabies continues to be 
present in Garrett County, all 
pet owners are strongly urged 
tobring their pets to one of the 
six clinics." 

Unvaccinated dogs and 
cats exposed to rabid ani- 
mals face the possibility of 
being euthanized in order to 
protect their owners and the 
general public. The neces- 
sity of destroying family pets 
that are unvaccinated can 
be avoided by keeping vac- 
Cinations current, noted the 
spokeswoman. 

“Because of the wide geo- 
graphical distribution of 
documented rabies cases, no 
dog or cat being kept in Gar- 
rett County can be considered 
safe from exposure to the 
disease," she said. " Pet own- 
ers are highly encouraged to 
check the expiration date on 
their pet's rabies certificate 
to determine the need for 
revaccination at one of the 
upcoming clinics or at a local 
veterinarian's office." 

While Maryland law re- 
quires that dogs, cats, and 
ferrets over 4 months of age 
have the required vaccina- 
tion against rabies, animals 
at least 3 months of age can 
be brought to the clinics and 
adequately protected by vac- 
cination. Dogs and cats need 
to be revaccinated every three 
years. 

Puppies and kittens vac- 
cinated between the ages of 
3 and 12 months and dogs 
and cats receiving their first 
vaccination, must be revacci- 
nated 12 months later. Ferrets 
need to be revaccinated every 
year. 

Failure to vaccinate pets 
against rabies in Maryland 1s 
a violation of the Annotated 
Code of Health General Ar- 
ticle 18, Section 318 and may 
be punishable by a fine of up 
to $500 per animal.

Message from the 
Presidents 
Desk 


We might agree that high- 
er education is important. 
But is a college education 
a make-it or break-it en- 
deavor? While many would 
agree that attending college 
1S important, not too many 
would consider doing so a 
matter of great urgency. In 
fact, a not uncommon at- 
titude is that college is a nte 
of passage, the next thing 
to do after high school, or a 
necessary process of jump- 
ing through the hoops to 
"get the piece of paper" Of 
course, these are gross over- 
generalizations, but they do 
raise the question: Should - 
we view higher education with a greater sense of urgency? 
Community colleges have long played an important role 
in providing higher education access to millions of: students 
who otherwise would not have gone to college. Today, our 
institutions enroll nearly half of all students attending 
college (about 13 million). As open-access institutions, we 
admit many students who are not ready for college-level 
work, provide them with developmental classes, and do our 
best to get them the support they need to be successful. Un- 
fortunately, too few of these students make it across the fin- 
ish line. Nationally, only about 25% of students attending 
community colleges obtain an associate degree within four 
years. This rate is too low for a nation in need of skilled 
workers, and it is too low for students who need additional 
skills and who expect higher education to do a better job of 
meeting their educational and vocational needs. 


It 1s estimated that by 2018, two thirds of all jobs in ‘ 


the U.S. will require some amount of college-level educa- 
tion — with more than half requiring some college, but less 
than a bachelor's degree. By 2016, the percentage ofi jobs in 
Maryland requiring some college preparation will be 77%, 
according to Maryland's Department of Labor, Licensing, 
and Regulations. And yet, our nation, which for genera- 
tions led the world in-college degree completion, now ranks 
16th in numbers of graduates. The bottom line 1s this: We 
need to get more students the credentials and degrees neces- 
sary to compete in the global economy, more quickly, and 
with less failure. 

Now more than ever, the traditional community col- 
lege mission of open access includes an urgent focus on 
success. On measures of student success, Garrett College 
consistently ranks at or near the top when compared to all 
other Maryland community colleges. Nonetheless, we spent 
the better part of last year looking for ways to help more 
students complete their degrees. For example, we revamped

our developmental education program for under-prepared 
students and created two new faculty positions whose sole 
focus is working with these students. We created a new 
Advising and Academic Success Center to help students 
create solid road maps ofi where they're going with their 
studies. We developed clear expectations about what it 
means to be a student at Garrett College, what it takes to 
be successful, and how important it is to finish. These are 
just a few examples of how our commitment to completion 
is being put into action. 

We recognize that a lot of heavy lifting remains to be 
done to meet the education and workforce demands loom- 
ing ahead of us. Key to this 1s working collaboratively to 
create the right mix of educational programs and services 
that make sense for our community. In 2011 we launched 
our electrical engineering transfer degree and began an 
underwater robotics club. This October, we will open the 
Garrett College Center for Entrepreneurship, which will 
provide state-of'the-art entrepreneurship training aimed at 
creating new and successful businesses in Garrett County. 
Certifications in welding, National Center for Construction 
Education and Research onstruction technology, apartment 
building maintenance technology, and veterinary assistant 
training are currently being offered at the Career Technol- 
ogy Training Center in Accident, and we are working with 
Garrett County public schools to develop a machine tool 
program. Development of a new cyber security program is 
also under way. 

I am very excited about the work we are doing at 
Garrett College. The faculty, staff, and administrators 
truly understand how important it is to our community 
and nation. I hope you will share with us our sense of 
urgency.

BLENDED BOUTIQUE FUELS 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

Q. How come every time there is a big storm in the Gulf 
of Mexico, the price of gasoline shoots up? And why doesn't it 
come down as much later? 

A. There are several factors at work all at once, and it's 
important to keep them clear. Otherwise we'll give in to 
rumors and guesswork, which doesn't help at all. 

First of all, the long-term trend for gasoline price is up- 
ward, because there is more demand in the world, notably 
from China and India. 

Second, there is some volatility in the price of any com- 
modity, with up/down fluctuations driven by random varia- 
tions in supply and demand. Perhaps the favorite whipping 
boy on the subject of oil prices is “speculators”, but econo- 
mists understand that speculators play a role in any open 
market, and their presence acts to reduce the extent of the 
swings in volatility. 

Third, the short-term demand is very inelastic. Given a 
few years, you might revise your driving habits or trade in 
your car, but roday you have to fill your gas tank, whatever 
the price. 

Fourth, destruction of demand is an economic concept 
which expresses that people may choose to stay home for 
vacation because too much of their money went into the 
gas tank, so the total demand for gasoline declines, bringing 
prices back down a little. 

Into this mix, throw in a big storm in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. Fear of a gasoline shortage activates volatility, driving 
up the price for a while until demand drops or supplies 
recover. 

A serious nuisance factor that exacerbates all these 
fluctuations is that the exact blend of gasoline sold in one 
tegion is nul necessarily the same as that sold in another 
region. Once upon a time, "gasoline" meant roughly the 
same thing to all drivers, but no longer The Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) has prescribed specific percent- 
ages of certain chemicals (octane, etc.) that must be blended 
together to make gasoline sold in a certain region. 

Fragmentation of the gasoline-blend market began 
around 1960 when gasoline was cheap and plentiful, most- 
ly for political reasons, not for technical reasons. Nobody 
cared very much 

The fragmentation became much more intricate about 
1990 with the passage of the Clean Air Act Amendments. 
That law required that some oxygen-bearing molecules be 
present in gasoline in order to contribute some oxygen to 
the exhaust stream, enabling catalytic converters to work 
better, converting poisonous gases like CO to harmless 
gases like CO. 

The search for an oxygenate with the right properties ush- 
ered in the additive methyl tertiary butyl ether (MTBE) for 
about a decade, but MTBE was eventually discontinued 
when it was discovered to pollute groundwater. Then etha- 
nol became the oxygenate of choice, and by now about 40% 
of the annual American corn crop is converted into ethanol 
for motor fuel. 

Also, different components of gasoline evaporate at dif- 
ferent rates, depending on the local temperature, the alti- 
tude, and summer vs. winter. Trying to optimize the mix- 
ture's vapor pressure for all those conditions requires still 
more intricate blends. 

There are now 17 different blends of gasoline mandated 
for different regions. Hence the word “boutique.” In many 
states (Maryland, for example), it is mandatory that gaso- 
line contain 10% ethanol. Boat owners with an engine that 
can't handle the ethanol-containing mixture can just drive 
to Ohio to buy gas. As another example, the Wall Street 
Journal recently reminded readers that gasoline in Phoenix 
isn't nght for the adjoining market around Tucson because 
of environmental regulations. Now any break in a pipeline, 
any lapse in transportation of fuel, suddenly creates a short- 
age in some regional market. 

When a local shortage causes a price increase in one 
region, rumors spread in adjacent regions, and soon there 
is a general price rise spreading all around. Prices shoot up 
rapidly, but only drift downward very slowly over many 
months. 

This entire boutique fuel issue is gradually becoming ob- 
solete. The blending requirements (oxygenates, etc.) were 
instituted at a time when most cars mixed droplets of fuel 
with air in the carburetor, ahead of the intake manifold. To- 
day, with digital electronic fuel-injected engines common- 
place, the fuel-air mixture is precisely controlled, and the

"Give Bikes three feet 
when passing - It's the Law.” 

The Maryland Motor Ve- 
hicle Administration (MVA) 
is announcing a campaign 
with the above theme to pro- 
mote -bicycle safety. During 
the bicycle intensive fall sea- 
son, the MVA added this mes- 
sage to the outer envelope of 
120,000 vehicle registration 
renewal notices.

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Prescription Drug 
Take-Back Event 
To Take Place 


Local agencies, in coop- 
eration with the Drug En- 
forcement Administration 
(DEA), have scheduled an- 
other National Prescription 
Drug Take-Back Day for 
Saturday, Sept. 29. The pur- 
pose is to offer a drop-off 
place for unused prescription 
drugs that should not be 
left in medicine cabinets in 
homes. 

"This is a great opportu- 
nity for those who missed 
the previous events — or who 
have accumulated additional 
unwanted, unused prescrip- 
tion drugs — to safely dispose 
of those medications,” said 
Sadie Liller, Take-Back Day 
coordinator at the Garrett 
County Health Department. 
"We continue to remind ev- 
eryone that the streets aren't 
the only place kids find drugs. 
‘Mind your Meds.” 

Garrett County's Take- 
Back Day is being sponsored 
by the Garrett County Sher- 
iff's Office, Maryland State 
Police, the Drug Free Com- 
munities Coalition, and the 
health department. Drop-off 
locations will be set up at the

Na- 
tionwide, a record-breaking 
552,161 pounds (276 tons) of 
unwanted orexpired medica- 
tions were collected for safe 
and proper disposal at the 
5,659 take-back sites that 
were available in all 50 states 
and U.S. territories.

Gov Martin O'Malley issued 
an executive order that estab- 
lished a state commission to 
study the technology to prove 
its safety. Mizeur's previous 
legislative proposals would 
have funded the commission 
and its work by assessing a 
small per-acre fee on all gas 
leases in the state. 

But the industry, with sup- 
port from many large land- 
owners, business groups, and 
local legislators, successfully 
lobbied in 2011 and again 
in 2012 to kill those efforts, 
charging that it was inap- 
propriate to ask corporations 
and landowners to pay for 
the studies before drilling is 
allowed. 

"We tried to work with the 
industry,” Mizeur said at the 
Baltimore press conference, 
"but they were unwilling." 

The governor's execu- 
tive order gives discretion 
to state regulatory agencies, 
which are overhauling regula- 
tions but face severe funding 
shortages, to move forward 
with drilling. Mizeur also 
noted that the governor's 
executive order could leave 
Marylanders unprotected if, 
for example, industry sued 
over the governor's action 
and drilling was allowed to 
begin before the commis- 
sion's work is completed and 
adequate regulations are in 
place. 

Mizeur said her bill would 
simply make into law key 
tenets of the governor's ex- 
ecutive order 

"It's a common-sense ap- 
proach,” she said. "No frack- 
ing until it is shown to be 
safe.” 

Media reports have quoted 
at least one local legislator, 
Del. Wendell Beitzel, as say- 
ing Mizeur's bill will be a 
waste of the legislature's time. 
He and every other elected 
official in Garrett and Alle- 
gany counties, as well as the 
Garrett County Chamber of 
Commerce, have called for 
expediting the commission's 
work so that drilling can be- 
gin soon.

Early Voting To Face Crucial 
Test In Maryland In November

WASHINGTON - Ear- 
ly voting in Maryland was 
meant to make the ballot box 
more accessible by giving vot- 
ers additional chances to cast 
their ballots, but instead, the 
perceived shortcomings of 
the program have spawned a 
debate over costs, benefits and 
partisan bias. 

Early voting turnout has 
been low since its introduc- 
tion in 2010. Only 2.4 percent 
of all eligible voters cast their 
ballots ahead of the April 3 
primary election - roughly 
the same as in 2010. Com- 
pared to the 2006 election, 
total turnout in 2010 stayed 
flat, with one in two Mary- 
landers voting, though about 
6 percent of those voters cast 
their ballots before Election 
Day, according to data from 
the Maryland State Board of 
Elections.

“Competitiveness matters 
to turnout,” Cain said.

Maryland of- 
fers no-excuse early voting, 
meaning a voter does not 
need to give a reason for miss- 
ing Election Day 

But even with increased 
turnout, some Republicans 
said the law — which locates 
early voting centers based 
on the number of registered 
voters in each county -- could 
give Democratic candidates 
an edge. 

Frederick County is geo- 
graphically the largest in the 
state, but with slightly fewer 
than 150,000 registered vot- 
ers, it's only allowed to run 
one early voting center How- 
ard County, which passes 
the cutoff point of 150,000 
registered voters, gets three 
centers spread across an area 
one-third the size of Freder- 
ick County 

The populous and tradi- 
tionally Democratic coun- 
ties abutting Baltimore and 
Washington, D.C., will all 
have the maximum of five

In resuming the focus of this column on critical 
issues involving Deep Creek Lake this week, it seems 
important to describe how these issues affect lake 
property owners, particularly to Garrett County citi- 
zens who do not own property there. 

There are a number of misconceptions and blanket 
judgments by some non-lake property owners about 
those who are fortunate to have either their primary or 
a secondary home along the lake. Yes, there are some 
enormous, magnificent houses on the lake, most of 
which have been constructed in the past few decades, 
and most by people with deep pockets who have no 
problem affording them. 

However, a large percentage of lake-front resident 
properties have small to medium-size houses that are 
no different than those in non-lake residential areas 
throughout the county. Many of them are owned by 
folks who have been Garrett Countians all their lives, 
families who were lucky to have purchased lots or 
homes there many years ago at bargain prices. They 
may be living a relatively comfortable life, but they 
are far from what one should consider to be wealthy. 

However, as with most other tourist-destination 
properties on lakes and beaches around the country, 
owning such properties is expensive. Because the as- 
sessed value of resort properties is high, the owners’ 
property taxes are much higher than those of non- 
resort property owners. The owner of a much grander 
house in, say, Oakland or Mountain Lake Park will 
generally pay far less in property taxes than the owner 
of a rustic cabin at the lake. As has been noted several 
times before, the property taxes paid by lake property 
owners total over $25 million annually, which covers 
more than one-third of the county's budget. 

There are various other expenses for lake property 
owners, such as dock fees, and in certain lake com- 
munities that have privately owned roads, extra money 
must be allocated to cover such things as snow plow- 
ing, road and culvert maintenance, etc. 

With this in mind, we turn to some of the specific 
problems being faced by some lake property owners, 
namely the proliferation of invasive plantlife, the con- 
tinuing erosion of shoreline, and the filling of coves 
with sediment, three problems about which the prop- 
erty owners can do little. They have no real effective 
- or legal - means of personally attacking the vegeta- 
tion that surrounds their docks and makes both swim- 
ming and boating in several areas both dangerous and 
almost impossible. The same goes for the infiltration 
of sediment into the lake, which is also negatively af- 
fecting recreational use of the water in several coves. 
There are things they can do to help protect their piece 
of shoreline from erosion, but they are expensive. Not 
only must they purchase all of the materials necessary, 
but they must also pay hundreds of dollars to the De- 
partment of Natural Resources to be "permitted" to 
so tamper with the state-owned buffer strip. 

Why should all residents of Garrett County worry 
about these problems being faced by lake property 
owners? We need only refer back to the fourth para- 
graph in this column, which notes the financial sig- 
nificance of Deep Creek Lake to the county budget. 
The fact is, property values at the lake are beginaing 
to fall because of some of the current problems there, 
and a number of property owners have already suc- 
cessfully challenged their assessments, having their 
property values reduced. That dollar figure to date, 
according to the county commissioners, is around 
$400,000 in lost property value, and that number is 
growing. This means declining tax dollars to support 
the county budget. 

Our publication is receiving criticism from some 
who do not want negative information about Deep 
Creek Lake to receive coverage, as it could possibly 
cause persons looking for places to recreate or pur- 
chase a vacation home to look somewhere other than 
Deep Creek Lake. That concern is understandable, 
and great care is being taken to not assume an alarm- 
ist position or to make the problems appear larger than 
they are. Deep Creek Lake is still a wonderful place to 
enjoy, where plenty of opportunity for boating, swim- 
ming, water sports, and fishing remains intact. 

It just seems, though, that instead of trying to be 
deceptive, a far more prudent approach is to first hon- 
estly acknowledge that these problems do exist and are 
growing, and then more importantly, take proactive, 
coordinated, cooperative action as soon as possible to 
address them. 

Next week's editorial will focus on the role of the 
state of Maryland as owner of the lake and the buffer 
strip.

It is with mounting alarm 
that I watch the political 
machinations surrounding 
the future welfare of Deep 
Creek Lake. As has been 
pointed out in your editorials, 
Deep Creek Lake is the Gar- 
rett County goose that lays 
golden eggs. Unfortunately 
these golden eggs may not be 
in our future for much longer. 
Because of its age, the lake 
has a number of problems: 

*Subaquatic vegetation 
(SAV), both natural and in- 
vasive. The SAVs, if not con- 
trolled, will turn the lake 
from a desirable tourist des- 
tination into a place to be 
avoided. 

*Sediment accumulation 
is slowly making parts of the 
lake, particularly the coves, 
unusable, starting in mid- 
August. This problem will 
continue to spread through 
the lake and ultimately turn 
a beautiful lake into a swamp. 

*Boat density is increasing, 
along with a decrease in DNR 
police staff. This is a recipe 
for accidents waiting to hap- 
pen, possibly with fatalities. 

There are many more lake- 
related issues that need to be 
addressed. The point here 
is that all of these problems 
can be corrected. The ques- 
tion that really needs to be 
addressed is how to get the 
DNR, the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment 
(MDE), and Garrett Coun- 
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ty to cooperatively develop 
implementable programs. 
Cooperation between these 
government bodies is criti- 
cal if the lake is to be saved 
for the benefit of Garrett 
County residents and future 
generations. 

It would seem obvious 
that these governmental enti- 
ties would work together In 
reality, they don't interface 
much at all, and in many 
instances they actually are in 
conflict! The lake watershed 
and the lake itself are one and 
the same, they do not exist 
independently However, the 
county is responsible for the 
watershed and the state is re- 
sponsible for the lake bottom 
and the buffer strip. 

How can the citizens and 
non-resident property owners 
of Garrett County encourage 
the needed cooperation? 

One last point: The state 
has spent a considerable 
amount of money on studies 
of lake phenomena which 
have already been studied 
and well documented in other 
parts of the country. So why 
are these studies being done 
again? There are multiple 
reasons, ranging from “not 
invented here” to the fact that 
many agencies only do stud- 
ies; they don’t act. The time 
for study is over and the time 
for action is past due. What 
needs to be done is known.

to the solution,” said DEA 
administrator Michele M.

Many people leave home 
apd rarely look back. Others 
keep home forever in their 
hearts. Such is the case with 
Summer McDowell, born in 
Keyser. Although now living 
thousands of miles from the 
Appalachians, professional 
success has allowed herto find 
a way to help those in need in 
her native city. 

As an animal lover and 
rescuer, Summer contacted 
HART for Animals to create 
a way to help pet owners in 
Keyser and Mineral County 
who wanted to spay/neuter 
their animals but could not 
afford even the reduced rates 
of the HART low-cost Spay/ 
Neuter Clinic in McHenry. 

“I felt it was important to 
give back to my hometown in 
a way that would make a dif- 
ference,” Summer said about 
her reasons for starting the 
fund. “My brother Scott, my 
friend Amanda Tasker, and I 
rescued many dogs and cats 
throughout West Virginia, 
Virginia, and Minnesota. 
We've seen how many are put 
tosleep due tooverpopulation 
on a daily basis. 

“Creating this fund has 
been a dreamof mine. Pamso 
thankful to HART for helping 
me make it happen,” contin- 
ued. “I thank my parents for 
instilling the sense of respon- 
sibility into our core values, 
for teaching me that taking 
care of: animals is everyone’s 
responsibility.” 

The spay /neuter assistance 


program, called Summer's 
Fund, will pay 70% of the 
surgery cost and 100% of any 
medical treatment required by 
the pet at the time of surgery. 
At present. the program is 
being funded by McDowell 
personally, with additional 
fundraising planned in the 
future. 

To qualify for Summer's 
Fund, pet owners must re- 
side in Keyser or Mineral 
County, must meet HART’s 
low-income financial eligibil- 
ity requuements, and must 
complete an application for 
the program. Summer’s Fund 
cannot be used in combination 
with any other program.

Books Published 
About Biblical Law, 
Gospel Messages 


Local writer Nancy 
Dobson recently published 
three books: The Torah Con- 
scious Christian, Biblical law 
by subject, paraphrased, with 
commentary, The Gospel's Mes- 
sage Within The Message, and 
SOUL Question 

"St. Paul says the law is 
death; God says the law 1s 
life, and we chose which 
source to believe," Dobson 
said about why she wrote 
the books. "Jesus lived: and 
taught the Torah law. Having 
experimented with biblical 
law, I have a great respect for 
the power of keeping God's 
law, and | wanted to share 
my perspective and make it 
easy for others to understand 
the law.” 

The Gospel's Message Within 
The Message discusses three 
keys Jesus gave for how to 
develop the ability to perceive 
God's daily guidance. An 
additional chapter explains 
differences between Jesus and 
Jews of his day and between 
lesus and Paul 

The Torah Conscious Chris- 
tian contains the laws found 
in the first five books of the 
Bible, organized by subject, 
paraphrased, and fully ref- 


erenced. It also includes an 
index of the laws in order of 
their appearance in the Bible. 
The laws given are the laws of 
definition, the laws of gover- 
nance, and the implied laws. 

The appendix gives refer- 
ences for the commentary 
- the essay about Jesus’ use 
of the laws and background 
about the laws that introduces 
each of the chapters. 

According to Dobson, 
this is a reference book for 
use by all who are interested 
in informing themselves of 
and living by God's revealed 
word in the Bible. It is not 
the product of any specific 
religious sect. 

SOUL Question is a novel- 
ette. Grieving over the death 
of his best friend, a young boy 
runs away to the forest. There 
he meets a cantankerous land 
crab, a delicate canary, and 


a battered donkey who offer 
comfort and answers to his 
‘why’ questions. Meanwhile 
his father, who is searching 
for him in the forest, wrestles 
with a dilemma of his own. 

Dobson grew up ina mili- 
tary family and has lived in 
numerous areas in the United 
States, as well as Panama. Af- 
terattending the University of 
Tennessee, Knoxville, Dobson 
lived in Washington, D.C., 
and had a careerasa legal sec- 
retary. She moved to Oakland 
in 2004 after purchasing land 
there in 2000.
